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Searching  for  a New  Executive  Director 


A r THE  1998  ANA  Summer 
Seminar,  Edward  C.  Ro- 
chette  came  out  of  retirement 
to  serve  as  ANA  executive  director. 

He  had  held  this  position  before  and 
was  asked  to  do  so  once  again  to  help 
out  the  Association.  Ed’s  problem- 
solving  ability,  creativity  and  knowledge  hav^e  carried  the 
Association  through  some  rough  waters  since  his  return. 

.At  the  beginning  of  this  new  year,  one  of  our  biggest 
challenges  will  be  the  selection  of  a new  executiv’e  direc- 
tor. Last  October,  Ed  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors that  we  begin  the  search  for  his  replacement,  some- 
one who  would  be  installed  at  the  ANA’s  2003 
convention  in  Baltimore.  We  are  interested  not  only  in 
matching  the  criteria  set  for  the  position,  but  also  in 
finding  a new  executive  director  with  a leadership  vision 
for  the  Association. 

The  plan  is  to  hire  someone  this  year,  so  we  can  pro- 
vide a smooth  transition  for  the  new  executive  director. 
The  transition  time  will  allow  Ed  to  work  with  the  new 
executive  director  and  pass  on  some  of  his  expertise  in 
running  the  ANA.  At  the  same  time,  the  new  person  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  inner  workings  of  the 
Association  prior  to  his  or  her  installation. 

Before  beginning  the  search  for  a new  executive  direc- 
tor, we  needed  an  updated  job  description.  It  was  impor- 
tant to  identify  the  criteria  we  thought  necessary  in  se- 
lecting the  new  person  and  to  rank  these  standards  as  an 
objective  aid  for  comparing  candidates.  This  description 
was  used  in  writing  the  advertisements  for  the  position 
and  will  give  us  a framework  for  the  interview  process. 


The  job  description  covers  overall  re- 
sponsibilities, strategic  planning  goals 
for  the  year  and  the  nature  of  current 
issues  to  be  addressed. 

The  application  deadline  was  De- 
cember 31,  2001,  and  a committee  was 
appointed  to  review  the  applications  at 
the  Florida  United  Numismatists  convention  this  month. 
Candidate  screening  will  involve  maintaining  confiden- 
tiality of  the  applicants,  and  checking  their  career  histo- 
ries, education  qualifications,  apparent  capabilities,  proven 
skills  and  stated  objectives.  The  committee  will  select  the 
top  10  applicants,  whose  resumes  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  others  for  their  review  and  rank- 
ing according  to  the  criteria  in  the  job  description. 

The  top  three  candidates  likely  will  be  interviewed  at 
the  ANA  s National  Money  Show^'^  in  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  in  March.  The  Board,  Ed  and  ANA  General 
Counsel  Christopher  Cipoletti  will  interview  the  appli- 
cants, ensuring  an  objective  and  fair  presentation.  We 
feel  this  process  will  result  in  a strong,  well-oriented 
leader  for  our  organization.

without  fa.x  machines,  cell  phones  or  (gasp!)  the  Internet. 

But  it  is  all  too  easy  to  be  seduced  by  the  latest  techno- 
logical innovations  and  miss  out  on  some  of  the  better 
things  in  life.  One  of  these  better  things  certainly  is  our 
hobby  of  numismatics.  The  reality  of  today’s  society  is 
that  we  often  become  engrossed  in  our  professions,  pre- 
occupied by  the  multimedia  culture  around  us,  and  ulti- 
mately addicted  to  the  wiles  of  technology.  The  simple 
pleasure  we  derive  from  collecting  slowly  erodes  as  our 
attention  is  stretched  a dozen  different  ways. 

W ith  the  start  of  the  new'  year,  one  of  the  best  changes 
you  can  make  is  to  rediscover  the  joys  of  the  hobby.  Take 
a close  look  at  your  collecting  habits  and  set  a goal  to 
change  the  bad  ones.  Start  by  developing  a plan  of 
action.  Decide  what  area  of  interest  appeals  to  you  and 
focus  on  that.  iVIaybe  you  w'ant  to  begin  a new  series  or 
find  those  elusive  few  coins  to  complete  a set.  Develop  a 
realistic  budget  to  accomplish  these  goals. 

Throw'  stuff  away.  It’s  that  simple.  Get  a fresh  start  by 
eliminating  unnecessary  clutter.  If  you’re  like  most  col- 
lectors, you  undoubtedly  have  that  mysterious  gene  that 
makes  you  instinctively  hoard  everything.  You  probably 
don’t  need  the  assortment  of  coin  tubes  that  are  missing 
their  tops  and  the  red,  double-row  storage  box  that  is 
more  duct  tape  than  cardboard. 

\ ou’ve  probably  accumulated  a lot  of  numismatic  ref- 
erence books,  d'hat  mysterious  gene  seems  to  have  pro- 
grammed you  to  buy  every  used  Red  Book  you  encounter 
at  garage  sales,  flea  markets  and  used-book  stores.  Do- 
nate out-of-date  and  duplicate  books  to  your  local  ele- 
mentary school,  public  library  or  coin  club.  You’ll 
strengthen  your  interest  in  numismatics  by  sharing  your 
pa.ssion  for  it  with  others. 

I he  same  holds  tnie  for  coin  supplies.  After  you  had 
your  .Morgan  dollar  collection  slabbed,  chances  are  you 


didn’t  have  the  heart  to  part  with 
the  Capital  Plastic  holder  that  pro- 
tected it  for  the  first  1 5 years  it  spent 
with  you.  Remember  the  fun  you  had 
filling  those  holes?  Remember  the 
grief  those  little  plastic  screws  gave 
you  evert'  time  you  dropped  one  on 
the  floor  and  couldn’t  find  it?  Let 
someone  else  experience  those  feelings.  Dust  it  off  and 
donate  it. 

Probably  the  hardest  thing  for  most  collectors  to  do  is 
sell  their  coins.  If  you’re  like  most,  you’ve  probably  accu- 
mulated a lot  of  coins  that  really  don’t  fit  into  any  of 
your  collections.  It’s  okay  to  admit  that  you  still  have 
common-date  iMS-65  Morgan  dollars  purchased  at  the 
height  of  the  market  in  1989  for  $650  each.  Let’s  not 
forget  the  90-percent  silver  coins  you  paid  25  times  face 
value  for  back  in  ’79.  These  coins  w'ill  only  distract  you 
from  what  you’re  collecting.  It’s  certainly  all  right  to 
keep  the  Indian  Head  cent  your  grandfather  gave  you  or 
any  other  coins  with  sentimental  value.  But  seriously 
consider  selling  the  odds  and  ends  you’ve  accumulated 
over  the  years  that  are  not  part  of  your  new  collecting 
plan  of  action. 

Finally,  take  some  time  to  enjoy  your  coins.  I know' 
you  re  busy  now'adays  w'e’re  oil  busy.  Don’t  let  si.x 
months  go  by  between  visits  to  your  safe-deposit  box  at 
the  bank.  Much  like  you  try  to  plan  quality  time  with 
your  spouse,  children  or  pets,  plan  some  time  w'ith  your 
coins.  Spread  them  out  on  the  kitchen  table.  Study  them 
and  marvel  at  their  beauty.  Remember — coin  collecting 
is  a source  of  pleasure  and  happiness  in  this  often  hectic 
and  stressful  world. 

Change  is  a good  thing,  so  make  a few'  positive 
changes  this  year  to  increase  your  interest  in  numis- 
matics. And  if  you  really  want  to  make  a significant 
change  for  the  better,  invite  your  children  to  look  at  your 
coins  w'hile  they’re  spread  out  on  the  table.  That’s  how'  I 
got  hooked.  •

Bills  in  Car  Wheels,”  reported 
that  not  all  old  currency  re- 
deemed at  the  Treasurv'  Depart- 
ment was  destroyed.  Each  year,

Artist  Differentiates  Hand-Painted 
from  “Colorized”  Coins 

I just  read  a commentary  about 
painted  coins  in  Kenneth  Bressett’s 

Consumer  .Alert”  column  (Eebruary 
2000,  p.  203,  Eile  #622)  and  found  it 
ver\'  interesting.  I own  a coin  enam- 
eling and  designing  company  and 
have  been  painting  coins  for  nine 
years.  I have  read  so  much  about 
painted  coins,  good  and  had,  that  I 
just  want  to  tell  my  side. 

I believe  the  true  design  of  each 
coin  is  a work  of  art — it  does  not 
matter  if  it  is  a custom  design  I have 
done  or  a design  or  coin  done  by  the 
United  States  .Mint  or  others.  WTiat 
I do  is  enhance  that  design.  I do  not 
cover  it  with  another,  like  many  I 
have  seen  lately.  (.Aly  w'ork  can  be 
seen  in  my  enameled  coin  gallery  at 
w'WAv.iwenameling.com  4 

I take  pride  in  the  completed  coin. 

I can  take  a silver  portrait  coin  and 
make  it  look  like  an  oil  portrait,  w'ith 
no  damage  to  the  coin.  I do  a lot  of 
military  coins  and  more.  And,  yes,  I 
have  done  many  silver  American  ea- 
gles, 50  State  quarters  and  so  on. 

.Many  painted  coins  I have  seen 
are  pad-printed,  silk-screened  or 
fusion.  These  processes  are  done  for 
mass  production,  and  are  ver\'  cheap- 
looking and  very  poor  quality.  If 
a clear  dome  is  not  applied  to  these 
cheap  imitations,  the  color  will 
simply  rub  off.  I feel  the  fusion 
process  damages  the  coin,  because 
the  color  actually  is  fused  into  the 
coin  metal. 

Every'  coin  at  my  shop  is  done  in- 
dividually by  hand,  using  an  epo.xy 
mixture  that  can  be  chemically  re- 
moved without  harming  the  coin.  .A 
hand-painted  coin  can  be  cheaper 
than  a “colorized”  coin,  depending 
where  it  is  done.  .As  far  as  I know,  at 
this  time  only  three  companies  do 
high-quality  hand-enameling.  There 
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■are  many  who  are  trying  to  do  this 
teehnique,  hut  the  quality  of  the 
enameling  speaks  for  itselt. 

1 receive  about  three  to  six  calls  a 
week  from  people  or  companies  who 
want  me  to  teach  them  what  I do. 
d'his  technique  and  all  my  new  tech- 
niques for  coins  require  a lot  of  re- 
search and  development  helore  they 
can  be  used  on  a coin. 

Hand-enameling  a coin  is  an  art, 
not  something  that  can  picked  up  in 
a week.  Thank  you  for  giving  me  the 
chance  to  explain  my  side.

Coins  Capture  Salt  Lake 
Olympic  Spirit 

In  honor  of  the  2002  Olympic 
Games,  to  be  held  next  month  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  the  United 
States  Mint  will  issue  a series  of 
gold  and  silver  commemoratives 
based  on  the  Games’  theme  “Fire 
and  Ice.”  (Fire  propels  the  athlete; 
ice  represents  the  field  for  the  win- 
ter competition.)  The  coins  also 
echo  the  three-part  Salt  Lake  2002 
“crystal”  logo,  which  symbolizes 
courage,  culture  and  contest. 

On  the  obverse  of  the  silver  dol- 
lar, ice  is  represented  by  a series  of 
angles  like  that  found  in  a snow- 
flake; on  the  reverse,  the  Salt  Lake 
City  skyline  sits  at  the  base  of  a 
jagged  mountain  outline.  The  ob- 
verse of  the  gold  $5  features  the 
crystal  logo  superimposed  on  the 
Games’  secondary  logo — “Rhythm 
of  the  Land”;  while  the  reverse 
shows  a cauldron  and  flame,  the  fo- 
cal point  of  each  Olympic  gathering. 

The  silver  dollar,  struck  at  Phila- 
delphia, bears  a “P”  mintmark;  the 
gold  $5,  produced  at  West  Point, 
has  a “W”  minmiark.  Pre-issue  prices 
are  in  effect  through  February  25, 
2002.  The  .900  fine  silver  dollar  is 
available  in  proof  for  $37  (pre- 
issue price,  $33)  and  uncirculated  for 
$32  ($30).  The  .900  fine  gold  $5  can 
be  purchased  in  proof  for  $225 
($195)  and  uncirculated  for  $205 
($180).  A two-coin  proof  set — silver 
$1  and  gold  $5 — is  $235  ($210),  and 


a four-coin  proof  and  uncirculated  set 
is  $475  ($440).  Surcharges  of  $35  for 
each  gold  coin  and  $10  for  each  sil- 
ver coin,  included  in  the  sales  price, 
will  be  divided  between  the  United 
States  Olympic  Committee  and  the 
Salt  Lake  Organizing  Committee  for 
the  2002  Olympic  Winter  Games.

The  reverse 
bears  a new,  uncouped  portrait  of 
the  queen  wearing  a diadem  and 
robes,  a motif  selected  by  the  Royal

The  18kt-gold  (.750  fine)  markka 
IS  struck  in  mirror-like  proof  quality, 
w'eighs  8.64g  and  measures  22mm  in 
diameter.

A new  Vatican  2,000-lira  coin  calls  for 
unity  of  the  whole  human  family 
through  communication,  respect, 
acceptance  and  good  will. 


Designs  for  both  sides  of  the  coin 
are  the  work  of  Floriano  Bodini.  On 
the  obverse  of  the  .83  5 fine  silver 
coin  he  depicts  the  Pope  holding  a 
shepherd’s  staff.  The  reverse  motif 
features  a group  of  {people  of  differ- 
ent cultures,  the  Latin  word  FAX 
(peace)  and  a dove  carr\ang  an  olive 
branch.  Mintage  is  limited  to  16,000 
brilliant-uncirculated  and  8,000 
proof  coins. 

Also  available  is  an  eigbt-coin 
mint  set  featuring  the  lira  denomina- 
tion, which  the  Vatican  will  forego 
in  favor  of  the  euro.  The  coins  por- 
tray a series  of  popes  from  Pius  IX 
through  John  Paul  11.

Buffalo  Dollar  Mintage 
Will  Not  Be  Increased 

In  a letter  elated  October  9,  2001, 
United  States  Treasury  Secretary 
Paul  H.  O’Neill  denied  Smithsonian 
Institution  Secretary  Lawrence  M. 
Small’s  request  that  the  United  States 
Mint  resume  production  of  2001 
American  Buffalo  silver  dollars,  dou- 
bling the  final  mintage  to  1 million. 
O’Neill  stated  that  such  action  would 
he  unfair  to  collectors  who  had  pur- 
chased coins  from  the  sold-out  pro- 
gram and  would  damage  the  Mint’s 
credibility  regarding  the  production 
of  future  commemorative  issues. 

In  a separate  proposal.  Senator 
Ben  Nighthorse  Campbell  (R-Colo- 
rado)  recommended  limiting  a sec- 
ond production  run  to  250,000  coins, 
but  marking  them  with  the  numeral 
“2”  or  another  device  to  differentiate 
them  from  the  first  500,000  coins. 
O’Neill  refused  this  plan  as  well,  ex- 
plaining that  not  only  w'as  there  no 
independent,  market-based  research 
demonstrating  the  public’s  need  for 
increased  mintage,  but  also  that  the 
waiver  would  seriously  impact  the 
success,  and  thus  surcharge  income, 
of  future  coin  programs. 


Mint  Issues  Hiring  Freeze 

Because  of  the  slowing  economy,  the 
United  States  Mint  has  imposed  a 
hiring  freeze  aimed  at  reducing  its 
staff  by  357  full-time  employees. 
The  down-sizing  will  be  accom- 
plished through  attrition  and  cut- 
backs in  temporary  w^orkers  and  sea- 
sonal employee  hours. 

The  majority  of  temporar\"  work- 
ers will  be  released  in  the  beginning 
of  Fiscal  Year  (FY)  2002.  Seasonal 
workers  will  be  rotated  during  the 
first  three  months  of  FY  2002,  while 
staff  reductions  at  field  plants  are  ad- 
dressed. The  Mint  also  will  slash  its 
service  contracts  nearly  in  half,  pri- 
marily in  the  areas  of  advertising  and 
information  technology.  Travel  ex- 
penses will  be  trimmed  by  54  per- 
cent, augmented  by  greater  reliance 
on  video-  and  tele-conferencing. 
The  Mint  will  even  sublet  tw^o  floors 


at  its  Washington,  D.C.,  facility. 

These  “belt-tightening”  measures 
have,  in  turn,  generated  personnel 
layoffs  and  production  cutbacks  for 
tbe  contractors  who  supply  the  Mint 
with  coinage  blanks  and  strips.  De- 
mand for  blank  production  has  been 
affected  by  the  growing  trend  of  re- 
cycling accumulated  change  at  Coin- 
star® machines  located  in  more  than 
4,500  grocery  outlets  throughout  the 
United  States,  according  to  AJ  Giles, 
president  of  AJltrista  Zinc  Products 
of  Greenville,  Tennessee.  “There’s 
been  a greater  than  normal  flowback 
of  coins  into  the  system,”  he  says.  “In 
tough  economic  times,  people  dip 
into  their  accumulations  of  coins.” 

There  is  a caveat,  how'ever.  If  the 
demand  for  circulating  coinage  im- 
proves demonstrably,  staff  and  other 
budgetary  allocations  could  be 
increased.  Currently,  the  Mint’s 
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projected  revenues  for  FY  2003  of 
S2  billion  are  only  slightly  above  the 
Si. 8 billion  estimated  for  FY  2002. 

Summit  2001  Focuses 
on  Consumer  Protection 

Summit  2001,  a three-day  event  or- 
ganized by  the  Professional  Numis- 
matists CiLiild  (PNG)  and  Industry 
C:ouncil  for  Tangible  .Yssets  (ICTA), 
was  held  in  Colorado  Springs,  Col- 
oratlo  on  October  19-20.  This  sec- 
ond annual  gathering  focused  on  for- 
mulating strategies  for  improving 
consumer  protection,  encouraging 
more  children  and  adults  to  collect, 
and  generating  collectors’  contribu- 
tions to  families  of  the  victims  of  the 
September  1 1 attacks. 

“Many  important  issues  were  dis- 
cussed that  affect  the  well-being 


of  the  entire  numismatic  commu- 
nity,”  says  PNG  Executive  Director 
Robert  Brueggeman.  “Now  we  are 
in  the  process  of  getting  additional 
information  and  input  from  other 
professional  numismatists  [and]  col- 
lectors so  we  can  take  action  on 
these  vital  matters.” 

Plans  include  creating  an  educa- 
tional brochure  about  coin  grading; 
conducting  a public-opinion  sur\'ey 
of  grading  sendees;  writing  a numis- 
matic “Consumer’s  Bill  of  Rights”; 
setting  up  an  Internet  site  for  report- 
ing stolen  and  counterfeit  numis- 
matic items;  and  implementing  a 
“Collect  America”  fund-raising  proj- 
ect.

Central  America  Gold  Bar 
Sells  for  $8  Million 

The  largest  known  gold  bar  from  the 
California  Gold  Rush,  a Kellogg  and 
Flumbert  gold  assayer’s  specimen 
weighing  933.94  troy  ounces  (nearly 
80  pounds),  sold  to  a private  collector 
for  $8  million,  according  to  Michael 
Carabini,  president  of  Monaco  Fi- 
nancial, LLC,  in  Newport  Beach, 
California,  a rare  coin  company  and 
member  of  Monex.  (Together,  Mo- 
naco Financial  and  Monex  are  au- 
thorized dealers  for  assayer  ingots, 
coins  and  other  recovered  treasure 
from  the  famous  1857  S.S.  Central 
America  shipwreck.) 

Dubbed  the  “Eureka”  gold  bar, 
the  ingot  is  the  largest  of  more  than 
400  assay  bars  from  five  different 
Gold  Rush  assayers  in  California 
salvaged  in  the  late  1980s  from  the

Museum  Pulls  Hunley 
$20  Coin  Replicas 

After  being  threatened  wdth  trade- 
mark and  copyright  infringement, 
the  Patriot’s  Point  Maritime  Mu- 
seum Shop  in  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  has  refrained  from  selling 
reproductions  of  an  1860  United 
States  $20  gold  piece  that  was  sal- 
vaged from  the  newly  raised  wreck 
of  the  Confederate  submarine  H.L. 
Hunley.  The  original  coin,  worth 
millions  of  dollars  according  to  some 
estimates,  may  be  the  most  valuable 
Civil  War  artifact. 

The  brass  replicas  sold  for  $9.95 


each,  with  profits  going  to  the  State 
of  South  Carolina.  However,  Friends 
of  the  Hunley  (FOH),  the  nonprofit 
group  set  up  to  safeguard  the  con- 
servation of  the  submarine,  had  not 
given  official  permission,  and  ad- 
vised the  Museum  to  cease  and  de- 
sist or  face  legal  action.  FOH  holds 
both  the  registered  trademark  rights 
on  the  image  of  the  coin  and  the 
copyright  for  any  photographs. 

“We’re  stewards  of  the  Hunley  and 
. . . have  a significant  obligation  to 
protect  the  assets  entrusted  to  us,” 
says  FOH  Chairman  Warren  Lasch. 
If  the  FOH  had  not  raised  an  objec- 
tion, a waiver  of  rights  and  exclusiv- 
ity could  have  been  interpreted,  al- 
lowing other  sellers  to  profit  from 
the  artifact’s  image,  he  explains. 

The  coin’s  romantic  history  has 
helped  bolster  its  market  value.  The 


coin  was  found  by  the  remains  of 
Lieutenant  Oeorge  17.  Dixon  aboard 
the  Hiniley,  according  to  Dr.  Robert 
Neyland,  project  director  and  head 
of  the  Underwater  Archaeology 
Branch  of  the  Naval  Historical  (Cen- 
ter. Dixon’s  sweetheart  gave  him  the 
$20  gold  piece  for  good  luck.  At 
the  Battle  of  Shiloh,  Dixon  was  shot 
in  the  leg,  but  the  coin  deflected 
the  Union  bullet.  4'he  grateful 
Dixon  smoothed  off  the  reverse 
design  of  the  now-bent  coin  and 
inscribed:  SHILOH/APRIL  6441 
1 862 /MY  LIFE  PRESERVER/C.E.D. 

7'he  reproduction,  supplied  by  a 
vendor,  was  nearly  an  exact  copy,  ac- 
cording to  Patriot’s  Point  Museum 
Director  David  Burdette.  Fhe  mu- 
seum currently  is  working  on  an 
agreement  with  the  FOH  to  sell 
////w/cy-related  merchandise,  he  adds.

NGC  Will  Grade  Norse 
and  Confederate  Pieces 

Numismatic  Ciuaranrv  Corporation 
(N(;c:)  has  expanded  its  grading  and 
encapsulation  serv  ice  to  include  cents 
and  halt  dollars  coined  by  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America  (CSA),  as 
well  as  the  popular  silver  Norse- 
American  Centennial  medals,  ac- 
cording to  Brian  Silliman,  NGC 
conservator  and  former  ANA  numis- 
matist. The  1861 -dated  CSA  coins 
were  pattern  pieces  for  a proposed 
general  coinage  that  never  material- 
ized, owing  to  inflation  and  metal 
shortages.  (J.W.  Scott’s  1870s  half 
dollar  restrikes  and  Captain  John 
VV.  Haseltine’s  1874  restruck  cents 
also  are  eligible  for  grading.)  The 
octagonal  Norse-American  Centen- 
nial medal  (dated  1825-1925)  was 


sculpted  by  James  Earle  Fraser  and 
commemorates  the  immigration  of 
Scandinavians  to  America  in  the 
1 9th  century.

Unique  1 886  Wyoming 
$5  National  Note  Found 

A unique  1886  $5  National  Bank 
note  has  come  to  light.  It  is  the  only 
known  surviving  Territory  of  Wyo- 


ming bank  note  from  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Douglas  (CTarter 
Number  3556)  and  only  the  second 
known  “brown  back”  Wyoming  ter- 
ritorial note,  according  to  Dwight 
Manley,  managing  partner  of  Cali- 
fornia Gold  ^Marketing  Group  of 
Newport  Beach,  California,  which 
purchased  it  for  $50,000.  Described 
as  in  “XF”  condition,  the  note  bears 
the  serial  number  “1”  and  the  por- 
trait of  United  States  President 
James  A.  Garfield,  who  was  assassi- 
nated in  1881. 

“This  $5  bill  has  so  much  Old 
West  history'  to  tell  us,”  Manley  says. 
“It  was  previously  unknown,  and  it 
has  a fascinating  pedigree.”  The  note 
had  been  handed  down  through 
several  generations  of  veteran  film 
actor  George  Montgomery'  “Monte” 
Blue’s  family.  •

A numismatic  pioneer  and  self-educated  visionary, 
Harry  Bass  had  an  uncommon  ability  to  see  far  beyond 
the  big  picture. 


The  numismatic  legacy  of  Harr\^  Wesley  Bass  Jr.  is  a 
gestalt,  that  is,  greater  than  the  sum  of  it  parts.  Many  in 
the  hohhy  are  familiar  with  the  four,  spectacular  Bass  sales 
conducted  by  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  during  1999 
and  2000.  More  recently,  the  numismatic  community  wel- 
comed the  July  14,  2001,  opening  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass  Jr.  Collection 
exhibit  in  the  renovated  ANA  Money  Museum  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado.  Few  of  us,  however,  are  aware  of  the  broader,  pioneering 
leadership  he  provided  in  American  and  international  numismatics  for 
some  30  years  prior  to  his  death  on  April  4,  1998. 

The  Eclectic  Life  of  an  Acknowledged  Leader 

A KIND  OF  Renaissance  man,  Bass  continually  developed  and  remade 
himself  according  to  what  he  needed  at  any  particular  time.  Though  he 
attended  college,  he  was  largely  self-taught,  and  demonstrated  a unique 
combination  of  thorough  research  abilities  and  personal  discipline  that 
advanced  his  leadership  in  such  diverse  areas  as  geology  and  oil.  Republi- 
can politics,  skiing  (and  building  internationally  recognized  ski  resorts), 
pioneering  the  use  of  computers  in  numismatics,  and  collecting  and 
studying  numismatics  in  all  its  nuances.  He  explored  uncharted  waters, 
refined  goals  he  determined  to  accomplish  and  did  his  homework  in 
great  detail  to  learn  all  he  could  about  each  of  these  pursuits.  A self- 
disciplined  student,  he  persevered  unril  he  became  an  acknowledged  leader. 

WTat  made  Bass  such  an  unusual  collector,  a connoisseur  of  coins  and 
all  things  numismatic?  Contrary  to  many  who  begin  collecting  before

their  10th  birthday,  Bass  became  interested  in  numismatics  toward  the 
middle  of  his  life.  Born  on  January  26,  1927,  in  Oklahoma  City,  Okla- 
homa, it  was  1965  before  his  interest  in  coins  blossomed.  Around  that 
time,  he  relinquished  leadership  in  the  Dallas  County  Republican  Party, 
where  o\er  the  preceding  decade  he  played  various  key  roles — county 
chairman,  state  committeeman  and  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
for  Dallas  County.  (Prior  to  his  involvement,  Dallas  County  w'as  mostly 
Democratic,  but  Bass  found  a w^ay  to  turn  that  around.)  Through  the  use 
of  punch  cards  and  access  to  an  early  mainframe  computer,  he  developed 
computerized  records  of  voters  by  precinct  and,  in  turn,  political  giving

patterns.  This  w'as  his  first  large-scale  test  with 
computers,  and  he  quickly  saw  their  power  to 
give  back  not  only  data,  but  also  knowdedge  that 
would  swing  Dallas  County  to  the  Republican 
side.  He  spent  unnumbered  hours  keying  in  data 
and  producing  software  to  run  tallying  applica- 
tions. His  reward  was  the  1957  chairmanship  of 
the  Dallas  County  Republican  Committee,  con- 
sidered to  be  “the  most  potent  Republican  organ- 
ization in  Texas  and  perhaps  the  South,”  as 
noted  by  former  Coin  World  Executive  Editor 
Margo  Russell  and  past  American  Numismatic 
Society  (ANS)  Executive  Director  Leslie  Elam 
in  Harij  W.  Bass  Jr.:  Mejnories  of  His  Life. 

Bass  continued  to  play  leading  roles  in  the  lo- 
cal Republican  hierarchy,  which  was  crowmed  by 
his  attendance  at  the  1964  Republican  National 
Convention  in  San  Francisco.  His  rise  in  local 
politics  demonstrated  his  gift  as  a visionar\^  w ho 
could  see  the  “big  picture”  several  years  ahead  of 
most  people.  He  would  formulate  the  necessaiw^ 
steps  to  get  where  he  w'anted,  while  simultane- 
ously relishing  the  minutiae  of  unearthed  infor- 
mation that  supported  his  conclusions  and  sub- 
sequent decisions.  This  trait  carried  over  to  his 
love  of  numismatics. 

His  insatiable  quest  for  knowledge  remained 
undiminished  until  his  death.  Even  as  declininij 
health  in  the  latter  part  of  the  1990s  kept  him

more  housebound,  he  continued  to  reatl  everything  he  could  get  his 
hands  on.  I le  kept  up  with  world  events,  local  news,  and  the  latest  ad- 
vances in  computing  and  numismatics.  In  a 1987  interview  with  Mark 
Van  Winkle  for  Legacy  magazine,  Bass  called  himself  “an  eclectic  collector.” 

“I  think  being  a collector  or  an  acquisitor  is  something  a person  is  horn 
with  . . . My  collecting  instincts,  coupled  with  my  view  of  U.S.  gold 
coinage  as  a store  of  value  for  investment  purposes,  w^ere  serendipitous. 
Collecting  is  a modern-day  form  of  treasure  hunting.  That’s  just  all  it  is, 
pure  and  simple.  Looking  for  something  you  don’t  have  and  trying  to  ac- 
quire it — of  course,  on  as  reasonable  a basis  as  you  possibly  can.” 

By  his  20s,  Bass  had  inherited  from  his  father  a leading  position  in  the 
oil  business,  and  now  he  had  reached  the  crest  in  local  and  state  politics. 
Looking  for  new  worlds  to  conquer  in  the  late  195()s,  he  became  inter- 
ested in  skiing.  (“Interested”  is  an  understatement.  He  always  became  ab- 
sorbed, almost  myopic,  about  learning  everything  he  could  about  a sub- 
ject.) Like  a snowball  rolling 
down  a snowy  slope,  his  love  of 
the  sport  quickly  gained  size  and 
momentum.  A brief  vacation  in 
Aspen,  Colorado,  in  1953  led  to 
his  chairmanship  of  Vail  Associ- 
ates, where  he  directed  the  devel- 
opment of  Vail  as  a world-class 
ski  resort  and  the  subsequent  cre- 
ation of  its  sister-resort,  Beaver 
Creek,  a few  miles  to  the  west.  By 
the  end  of  the  area’s  phenomenal 
growth  period  in  the  1970s  and 
’80s,  Bass  claimed  ownership  of 
two-thirds  of  the  stock  in  Vail 
Associates  and  successfully  fended 
off  a buyout  bid  by  20th  Century 
Fox.  He  sold  his  financial  interest 
in  the  association  in  1985.

From  Small  Sparks 
Grow  Great  Flames 

Bass’  interest  in  coins  ini- 
tially was  piqued  by  an  acquaint- 


Bass  married  Doris  Calhoun  in  1979.  In  a memorial  titled  “My  Husband, 
Harry,”  she  expressed  the  futility  of  painting  Bass  with  one  broad  brush- 
stroke. “At  once  engaging  and  dynamic,  dogmatic  and  dour,  he  could  stub- 
bornly press  a point  until  his  opposition  gave  up  in  frustration  ...  I miss 
his  off-the-wall  humor,  his  counsel,  the  quick  take  on  situations  which  he 
patiently,  fervently  articulated  at  the  dinner  table.” 
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Bass  strongly  preferred  rec- 
tangular “flips”  ordered  from 
England  because  they  offered 
a separate  compartment 
above  the  coin  in  which  to 
slide  a coded  data  card.

ance  who  had  asked  him  (while  he  was  director  at  xVIercantile  Bank  in 
Dallas)  to  make  a bulk  purchase  of  quarters  on  his  behalf.  Bass  recounted 
the  details  of  the  incident: 

Back  in  1955,  a friend  of  mine  learned  that  the  mintage  figures  of  the  1955 
quarters  from  the  Denver  Mint  were  quite  low.  He  thought  they  could  be  a 
good  investment.  He  paid  $10  for  a roll.  Ten  years  later  he  came  into  my 
office  and  said  he’d  been  offered  more  than  $100  for  the  roll.  Now  that  got 
my  attention.  At  $10  you  had  no  risk,  and  in  10  years  it  had  appreciated 
more  than  tenfold.  As  I recall,  he  was  finally  offered  $140  for  the  roll. 

From  this  small  spark,  a great  flame  grew.  Before  buying,  Bass  found 
out  as  much  about  coins  as  he  could,  ordering  a number  of  related  publi- 
cations and  joining  the  American  Numismatic  Association.  After  a year’s 
research,  he  was  ready  to  invest.  Noting  the  many  different  branches  of 
the  numismatic  tree  and  where  collecting  had  already  taken  others  in  the 

hobby,  he  came  to  focus  on  what  would  become  his  lifelong  pursuit 

United  States  gold  coinage  in  all  its  types,  die  varieties  and  die  states.  It 
intrigued  him  that  little  collecting  or  study  had  been  conducted  in  this 
specific  area.  With  inflation  on  the  rise  during  the  1960s  and  ’70s,  he 
concluded  such  a collection  had  an  excellent  chance  of  being  a “good 
store  of  value  against  inflation  over  time.” 

The  Foremost  Collection  of  Its  Kind 

While  xMOST  collectors  are  content  with  finding  one  coin  of  each 
date  and  mintmark,  Bass  concentrated  his  efforts  on  “building  depth”  in 
each  of  these  categories.  This,  in  turn,  revealed  various  states  of  coin 
dies,  as  well  as  different  die  varieties  and  combinations  in  any  given  year 
of  our  nation’s  gold  coinage.  He  acquired  a single  example  of  each  coin 
and  continually  searched  for  better  specimens — a quest  that  resulted  in 
the  foremost  collection  of  its  kind  and  established  Bass  as  an  expert  in 
U.S.  gold  coinage.  (During  1966-67,  he  bought  2,000  coins,  and  in  the 
following  13  months,  another  1,000  pieces.  By  May  1971,  Bass  added 
2,000  more  coins  to  his  collection.  In  the  spring  of  1973,  the  tally 
climbed  to  7,000,  and  by  the  summer  of  1981,  the  total  reached  8,000. 
However,  for  the  next  17  years,  he  added  only  275  coins.) 

Because  Bass  continually  improved  his  collection  (he  bought  his  last 
coin  just  a month  before  he  died),  he  accumulated  many  duplicates.  This 
accounts  for  the  great  number  of  specimens  sold  at  auction,  while  still 
presening  the  very  best  for  permanent  display  at  the  ANA.  To  achieve 
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his  goals,  he  sometimes  piirehased  entire 
groups  of  eoins  or  numismatic  collections  to 
acquire  the  one  or  two  specimens  he  really 
wanted.  And,  just  as  he  had  anticipated,  a 
number  of  coins  sold  after  his  death  realized 
tar  more  than  what  he  paid  for  them. 

Many  dealers  and  individuals  vividly  recall 
stories  about  their  dealings  with  Bass  in  his 
continual  search  for  the  best  coins.  He  did  not 
brag  much  about  the  cabinet  he  was  building, 
knowing  that  prices  would  go  up  if  others  were 
aware  of  his  interests.  Representatives  at  public 
auctions  often  bid  on  his  behalf,  with  strict  in- 
structions regarding  what  he  needed  and  how 
much  to  bid.  It  was  only  when  he  first  publicly 
displayed  the  selected  fruits  of  his  labors  at  the 
ANS  1989  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Confer- 
ence (COAC)  in  New  York  City  that  people 
beheld  the  extent  of  his  collection. 


Harry’s  Secret  Codes 

For  every  piece  in  his  collection,  Bass 
recorded  information  on  the  plastic  coin 
holder  (or  “flip”)  using  special  codes  he  devel- 
oped. He  had  a strong  preference  for  rectan- 
gular coin  flips,  which  he  ordered  from  Eng- 
land, because  they  offered  a separate  com- 
partment above  the  coin  in  which  to  slide  a 
data  card.  On  one  side  of  the  card,  he  noted 
his  five-digit  “I”  (identification)  number;  on 
the  other  side,  he  summarized  the  information 
about  a coin’s  identity. 

Bass  used  his  I-numbers  to  sequence  his  pur- 
chases, many  of  which  were  multiple  lots.  For 
example,  if  purchase  1-12345  had  three  pieces,  they  became  12345-a, 
12345-b  and  12345-c.  He  also  liked  to  keep  the  auction-lot  information 
with  the  coin. 

Bass’  cost  code  was  based  on  an  amount  of  $1,025.  From  this  figure,  he 
subtracted  what  he  had  actually  paid;  the  difference  became  his  cost 
code.  For  example,  a code  of  “-925-”  meant  he  paid  $100  for  the  coin.  If 
Bass  showed  the  coin  to  others,  they  would  not  know  the  purchase  price 
unless  he  chose  to  reveal  it.  In  a similar  way,  he  coded  the  purchase 
prices  of  his  numismatic  library  books.  He  equated  the  letters  in  the 
word  “Republican”  (no  letters  repeat)  with  numbers — R=l,  E=2,  P=3, 
and  so  on.  Small,  round  stickers  placed  on  the  inside  back  cover  showed

bought  it,  the  date  of  purchase  and  the  cost  in  letters. 
“RKP,”  for  e.xaniple,  would  indicate  a purchase  price  of  $123. 

I htis,  on  a ’A  x I'A-inch  card  that  he  had  hand-lettered  in  ver>'  small 
print,  he  hatl  all  the  essential  information  needed  to  reconstruct  a coin’s 

history,  variety,  condition  and  where  it  fit 
into  his  scheme  of  things  without  ever  ref- 
erencing a computer  record!  He  could  exam- 
ine closely  and  rearrange  easily  the  many 
parts  of  his  collection  at  a bank  vault,  coin 
show  or  at  home. 

Though  he  collected  thousands  of  gold 
coins  and  knew  most  of  them  intimately,  he 
generally  worked  with  them  in  small  groups 
of  \"ery^  simdar  coins.  Since  he  did  not  remove 
them  from  their  flips  (e.xcept  for  loupe  exam- 
ination, and  then  only  one  at  a time),  the 
coins  never  were  mixed  up. 

The  Thrill  of  Discovery

In 
later  years,  he  had  the  opporuinity  to  correspond  with  Breen  by  mail  and 
discuss  in  person  the  most  minute  differences  in  their  conclusions.  Bass’ 
attention  to  detail  led  to  a number  of  discoveries — the  rediscover)-  of

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The  Debasement 
of  U.S.  Coinage 

For  centuries,  nations  have  debased  coinage.  The  United 
States  is  no  exception  and,  beginning  in  1965,  may  have 
acted  contrary'to  the  intent  of  the  Constitution. 


Before  entering  into  a detailed  discussion  of  United 
States  coin  debasement  (1965-2000),  one  needs  to  under- 
stand what  money  is.  Adam  Smith  defined  it  as  a medium  of 
exchange,  “the  great  wheel  of  circulation.”  However, 
money  also  functions  on  two  other  levels:  as  a store  of  value 
and  a standard  of  value  (unit  of  account).  When  money  is  used  or  saved, 
the  public  trusts  that  it  will  maintain  its  worth.  If  the  value  of  money  is 
allowed  to  erode  through  inflation  or  debasement  (the  reduction  of 
metallic  purity),  its  ability  to  serve  as  a store  of  value  is  compromised. 

Unfortunately,  governments  have  an  insatiable  appetite  for  revenue 
and  have  generated  inflation  throughout  history  by  controlling  the  issu- 
ance of  money.  WTether  a government  increases  its  irredeemable  paper 
currency  at  a rapid  annual  rate  or  debases  its  coinage  by  reducing  the 
value  of  the  metals  in  its  composition,  the  end  result  is  the  same — 
a decrease  in  the  quality  (and  purchasing  power)  of  money.  Conse- 
quently, prices  of  goods  and  services  rise. 

Federal  Coinage  Law 

Many  ancient  societies  were  well  aware  of  the  evils  of  coin  de- 
basement. In  Greece,  for  instance,  Athenian  voters  elected  only  the 
politicians  who  vowed  not  to  debase  money.  The  mandator)^  oath  was 
renewed  every  12  months.  Inflation  and  depression  were  effectively  pre- 
vented, and  Athens  became  an  extremely  rich  city-state. 

In  the  Byzantine  Empire,  people  were  so  afraid  of  inflation  and  eco- 
nomic depression  that  anyone  who  “clipped”  coins  (trimmed  slivers  of 
metal  from  the  edges)  had  a hand  cut  off.  The  Byzantine  coin  unit,  the 
bezant,  remained  solvent  for  1,000  years. 

In  the  United  States,  the  Coinage  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  provided  a

standard  of  value  for  precious-metal  coins.  A silver  dollar  contained 
371.25  grains  of  pure  silver,  and  a gold  dollar  contained  24.75  grains  of 
pure  gold.  Furthermore,  Section  19  of  the  Act  stated  that  anyone  who 
debased  coinage  “for  purposes  of  profit  or  gain  or  with  fraudulent  intent, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a felony,  and  shall  suffer  death.” 

However,  over  the  years,  revisions  in  our  coinage  laws  have  changed 
the  metal  content  of  U.S.  money,  and  today  debasement  occurs  with  im- 
punity. WTiat  was  specified  as  money  per  Article  1,  Section  10,  of  the 
United  States  Constitution  has  not  been  amended;  the  Constitution  still 
states  that  gold  and  silver  are  lawful  money  to  be  used  to  pay  debts.  Nev- 
ertheless, the  Gold  Reserve  Act  of  1934  was  passed  into  law,  decreeing 
that  after  January  31,  1934,  no  private  household,  bank  or  business  was 
allowed  to  own  or  hold  more  than  a trivial  amount  of  gold.  The  metal 
was  revalued  from  $20.67  per  troy  ounce  to  $35  per  ounce. 

The  Coinage  Act  of  1965  further  modified  U.S.  money,  reducing 
and/or  removing  silver  from  circulating  coinage.  At  the  signing  of  the 
Coinage  Act  of  July  23,  1965,  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  stated: 

WTien  I have  signed  this  bill  before  me,  we  will  have  made  the  first  funda- 
mental change  in  our  coinage  in  173  years.  The  Coinage  Act  of  1965  su- 
percedes the  Act  of  1792.  Now  1 will  sign  this  bill  to  make  the  first 
change  in  our  coinage  system  since  the  18th  Centuty.  To  those  members  of 
Congress  who  are  here  on  this  historic  occasion,  1 want  to  assure  you 
that  in  making  this  change  from  the  18th  Centuty,  we  have  no  idea  of  re- 
turning to  it. 


Issues  of  Constitutionality 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  any  legislation  that  is  passed  by 
the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  and  approved  by 
the  President  should  not— and,  in  truth,  cannot— be  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution.  The  Supreme  Court  has  held  this  to  be  true.  However,  if 
no  one  actually  challenges  the  legality  of  a coinage  act,  then  the 
Supreme  Court  has  no  basis  for  ruling  on  its  constitutionality. 

Congressmen  Ron  Paul  (R-Texas)  and  author  Lewis  Lehrman  believe 
that  the  actual  wording  of  the  Constitution  does  not  confer  legitimacy 
on  America’s  present  banking  and  monetar\^  arrangements.  However, 
the  current  system  has  been  with  us  for  so  long  that  a constitutional 
amendment  probably  is  needed  to  reaffirm  the  Constitution’s  language 
and  intent.  Paul  and  Lehrman  propose  the  following  statement  as  part  of 
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. . . President  Ronald  Reagan  [authorized] 

the  Treasury  to  mint  and  issue  legal-tender  gold  and  sil- 
ver coins  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  a half-century. 


an  additional  Article  to  the  Constitution:  “Neither  Congress  nor  any 
state  shall  make  anything  a tender  in  payment  of  private  debts,  nor  shall 
they  charter  any  bank  or  note-issuing  institution,  and  states  shall  make 
only  gold  and  silver  coins  as  tender  in  payment  of  public  taxes,  duties 
and  dues.” 

On  December  31,  1974,  American  citizens  again  were  permitted  to 
own  gold  in  any  form.  (The  United  States  Treasury  subsequently  sold 
relatively  small  amounts  of  the  metal  at  two  public  auctions  in  1975.)  On 
December  17,  1985,  President  Ronald  Reagan  signed  legislation  autho- 
rizing the  Treasury  to  mint  and  issue  legal-tender  gold  and  silver  coins 
for  the  first  time  in  more  than  a half-century.  These  coins,  minted  in 
1986,  have  legal-tender  status  only  in  their  stated  face  amounts,  not  their 
higher  bullion  value.

Notes  on  the 

Gold  Sovereign 

Extensively  worn  British  gold  sovereigns  may  have 
lost  their  legal-tender  status,  but  they  offer  a wealth  of 
history  for  collectors.

In  1817,  during  the  reign  of 
George  III,  the  gold  sovereign 
was  established  as  equivalent 
to  20  shillings. 


N THIS  DA^  of  base-metal  coinage  (and  precious-metal  coins 
sold  at  prices  unrelated  to  their  intrinsic  value),  it  is  easy  to 
forget  that  when  gold  coins  were  minted  for  circulation,  the 
value  of  each  piece  was  exactly  equal  to  that  of  the  fine  gold 
- it  contained.  In  the  19th  century,  when  most  countries  were  on 
the  gold  standard,  it  was  of  great  concern  to  government  officials  that 
these  coins  meet  rigid  specifications  for  weight  and  fineness.  Even  the 
amount  of  wear  a gold  coin  suffered  in  circulation  was  an  important  eco- 
nomic consideration. 

The  British  gold  sovereign  is  a good  case  in  point,  as  it  has  been  a 
standard  of  value  for  almost  200  years.  In  1816  monetary  reforms  elimi- 
nated the  gold  guinea  of  2 1 shillings  and  provided  for  the  minting  of  the 
20-shilling  sovereign  (gold  pound).  In  making  the  sovereign  the  sole 
standard  of  value,  these  reforms  placed  Britain  on  the  gold  standard. 

Established  Standards 

Ehe  production  of  new  sovereigns  began  in  1817  (although  a coin 
of  the  same  name  was  minted  for  about  100  years  beginning  in  1489). 
Designed  by  Benedetto  Pistrucci,  it  featured  a portrait  of  King  George 
III  on  the  obverse  and  a representation  of  St.  George  slaying  a dragon 
on  the  reverse. 

Government  standards  specified  that  the  sovereign  should  weigh 
123.274  grains  (7.988  grams)  and  be  struck  in  an  alloy  of  eleven  parts 
gold  to  one  part  copper,  giving  a fineness  of  .917  (22  karat).  Thus, 
each  sovereign  contained  113.001  grains  of  pure  gold,  equal  to  .235 
troy  ounce. 

In  practice,  a variation  of  .200  grain  was  allowed  to  cover  slight  imper- 
fections in  workmanship  at  the  Royal  Mint.  A newly  struck  sovereis^n 
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If llIE  COIN  was  below  the  “least  current  weight,”  the 
recipient  was  expected  to  deface  it  and  return  it  to  the 
hearer,  who  had  to  suffer  the  loss. 


therefore  would  be  acceptable  if  it  weighed  between  12  3.074  and 
123.474  grains.  With  regard  to  fineness,  a variation  of  tw^o  parts  in  1,000 
w^as  allow^ed.  Mint  workers  were  able  to  produce  coins  that  easily  fell 
within  these  limits. 


Wear  Reduced  Value 

The  fact  that  sovereigns  circulated  widely 
created  an  economic  dilemma  of  sorts.  As  a re- 
sult of  their  high  gold  content  and  the  relative 
softness  of  this  precious  metal,  they  became 
worn  rather  quickly.  A sovereign  that  was  re- 
duced in  weight  by  wear  or  damage  to  less  than 
122.50  grains  (7.938  grams)  no  longer  was  con- 
sidered legal  tender.  In  theory,  anyone  pre- 
sented with  a sovereign  as  payment  was  ex- 
pected to  weigh  it  (simple  balance  scales  were 
available  for  this  task).  If  the  coin  was  below  the 
“least  current  weight,”  the  recipient  was  ex- 
pected to  deface  it  and  return  it  to  the  bearer, 
who  had  to  suffer  the  loss.  Such  a coin  then 
would  be  worth  only  its  weight  in  gold. 

In  actual  practice,  however,  the  only  places 
where  sovereigns  commonly  were  weighed  were  the  Bank  of  England  and 
its  branches,  and  a few  government  offices.  Those  experienced  in  financial 
matters  avoided  paying  old  sovereigns  to  the  Bank  of  England,  and  usu- 
ally only  “ignorant  and  unlucky  persons”  experienced  a loss  by  doing  so. 

In  1869  Stanley  Jevons  (later  an  economics  professor  at  Owens  College, 
Manchester)  conducted  an  extensive  survey  and  discovered  that  about  3 1

percent  of  sovereigns  in  circulation  were  below  the  legal  weight  limit. 
He  found  sovereigns  so  worn  that  they  were 'four  to  five  grains  deficient, 
amounting  to  eight  to  ten  pennies  per  coin  in  reduced  intrinsic  value. 

There  was  an  ongoing  debate  concerning  what  to  do  about  sovereigns 
of  light  weight.  The  established  policy — to  make  the  last  holder  of  the 
coin  pay  for  the  loss  in  weight  that  resulted  from  30  or  40  years  of  wear 
— seemed  a great  injustice.  One  suggestion  was  to  prohibit  the  circulation 
of  sovereigns  that  were  more  than  20  to  25  years  old.  A more  reasonable 
proposal  was  that  the  government  itself  should  bear  the  loss,  that  the 
Bank  of  England  should  redeem  all  sovereigns  at  their  nominal  value, 
and  that  the  Mint  should  melt  and  recoin  the  gold  at  public  expense. 
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The  Bank  of  England  was 
one  of  the  few  places  circu- 
lating sovereigns  were 
weighed  to  determine  if 
they  fell  within  legal  limits.

Melting  and  Recoining 

In  response  to  a government  proclamation  of  June  1842,  the  Royal 
Mint  began  melting  light  sovereigns  and  recoining  them.  Between  1842 
and  1845,  14  million  sovereigns  were  processed.  Thereafter,  at  least 
500,000  light  coins  were  melted  and  recoined  each  year.  But  this  did  not 
really  solve  the  problem:  the  government  did  not  assume  the  loss  in 
value;  the  number  of  sovereigns  minted  gready  exceeded  the  number  of 
worn  coins  withdrawn  and  melted  each  year;  and  underweight  sover- 
eigns  continued  to  circulate  in  great  numbers. 

Another  attempt  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  worn  sovereigns  was  be- 
gun in  1889.  Until  March  31,  1890,  the  Mint  redeemed  at  full  face  value 
all  pre-Victorian  sovereigns  (and  half  sovereigns)  that  were  not  more 
than  4 grains  underweight.  After  the  deadline,  the  Mint  purchased  pre- 
Victorian  sovereigns  only  as  bullion,  and  in  the  following  year,  these 
coins  were  demonetized. 

Today,  collectors  rarely  come  across  underweight  sovereigns.  I once 
weighed  a collection  of  40  such  pieces  and  found  only  one  coin  (barely) 
below  the  least  current  weight  of  122.50  grains.  Such  coins  seldom  are  en- 
countered because  most  of  the  worn  specimens  have  been  melted  through 
the  years.  The  coins  offered  for  sale  today  are  almost  always  of  high 
grade.  If  a collector  does  find  a high-grade  sovereign  that  varies  consid- 
erably from  the  standard  weight,  he  should  question  its  authenticity. 

Assembling  a Sovereign  Collection 

Sovereigns  still  are  produced  at  the  Royal  Mint  to  maintain  the 
series,  establish  it  as  current  legal  coinage  and  discourage  counterfeiting. 
At  various  times  during  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  II  (1952 -present),  sover-

eigns  have  been  issued  in  proof  form  for  collectors  and  as  “bullion  strikes” 
for  those  who  wanted  a convenient  way  to  invest  in  precious  metals. 

A numismatic  collection  of  these  coins  can  be  quite  beautiful  and  his- 
torically interesting.  Most  Americans  buy  British  sovereigns  as  bullion 
pieces  or  type  coins;  not  many  collectors  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  try 
to  assemble  a date-mint  set  of  this  series.  For  serious  sovereign  collec- 
tors, this  is  a fortunate  situation — rare  dates  sometimes  can  be  purchased 
at  bullion  prices! 

Assembling  a date/mint  set  is  a daunting  task,  as  it  would  involve  more 
than  300  coins.  A coin  from  each  mint  would  be  much  easier  to  assem- 
ble, because  sovereigns  were  produced  at  only  eight  facilities:  London, 
England;  Llantrisant,  Wales;  Sydney,  Melbourne  and  Perth,  Australia; 
Ottawa,  Canada;  Bombay,  India;  and  Pretoria,  South  Africa. 


Sovereigns  of  George  IV  and 
William  IV  are  rather  scarce, 
but  most  still  can  be  pur- 
chased at  reasonable  prices. 


Sovereigns  in  19th-Century  British  Literature 


Nineteenth-century  British  litera- 
ture is  filled  with  references  to  sovereigns. 

In  Charles  Dickens’  novel  Bleak  Home,  for 
example,  Lady  Dedlock  asked  a street  urchin  to  show 
her  the  grave  of  her  dead  lover,  telling  the  boy  that  if 
he  did,  “I  will  give  you  more  money  than  you  ever  had 
in  your  life.”  After  she  saw  the  grave,  she  gave  the  boy 
one  coin,  a sovereign,  which  was,  indeed,  the  most 
money  he  ever  had  seen. 

In  his  Sherlock  Holmes  stories,  author  Sir  Arthur 
Conan  Doyle  mentions  sovereigns  (and  their  relative 
value)  many  times.  In  “The  Adventure  of  the  Copper 
Beeches,”  a governess  stated  that  she  was  paid  four 
pounds  per  month  in  her  previous  employment;  she 
was  thus  compensated  at  the  rate  of  one  sovereign  per 
week  for  full-time  work.  In  “A  Scandal  in  Bohemia,” 
Holmes  was  following  Irene  Adler  when,  by  chance,  he 
was  asked  to  be  a witness  to  her  marriage.  Adler,  whom 
Holmes  so  admired  that  he  always  referred  to  her  as 
“the  woman,”  gave  the  detective  a sovereign  for  his

assistance;  he  thereafter  wore  it  on  his  watch  chain. 

MTile  reading  Holmes’  adventures  or  one  of  Dick- 
ens’ tales,  why  not  make  a list  of  references  to  coins 
and  acquire  some  of  these  pieces?  It  could  be  the  start 
of  a new  collecting  adventure. 
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Sovereigns  of  George  VI  were 
issued  in  proof  only.  Never- 
theless, reasonably  priced 
specimens  are  available  to 
today’s  collectors. 


SL  RPRISINGLY,  the  key  coin  in  a king/queen  type  set 
IS  the  only  sovereign  bearing  the  portrait  of  George  \T 
. . . with  a mintage  of  5,501  proof  pieces. 


It  IS  interesting  to  note  the  similarities  between  the  British  sovereign 
and  the  American  $5  gold  piece.  They  are  similar  in  size,  and  both  cir- 
culated to  a much  greater  extent  than  other  gold  denominations  issued 
y their  respective  nations.  Each  was  issued  from  the  primarv-  mint  with- 
out a mmtmark  (London/Llantrisant  and  Philadelphia),  and  each  was 

produced  by  a mint  that  used  a Uv^o-letter  mintmark — Pretoria  (SA)  and 
Carson  City  (CC). 

.\nother  way  to  collect  sovereigns  is  to  form  a set  with  one  coin  repre- 
senting each  ruler  from  1817  to  present.  Sovereigns  of  George  III  (1760- 
1820),  George  W (1820-30)  and  William  IV  (1830-37),  although  rather 
scarce,  m general  sell  in  Very  Fine  condition  for  about  $200  to  $^^5  and 
m Extremely  Fine  for  $525  to  $675.  Coins  from  Victoria’s  long  reign 
(1837-1901)  are  available  in  several  major  varieties:  “Young  Head”  (with 
Shield  and  St.  George  reverses),  “Jubilee”  and  “Old  (or  “Veiled”)  Head.” 

Sovereigns  bearing  portraits  of  Edward  VII  (1901-10)  and  George  V 
(1910-36)  are  readily  available  at  bullion  prices.  No  sovereigns  were 
minted  for  Edward  \YII  (1936),  who  ascended  the  throne  in  January 

1936  but  abdicated  the  following  December  to  marry  American  divorcee 
Walhs  Simpson.  Surprisingly,  the  key  coin  in  a king/queen  type  set  is 
the  only  sovereign  bearing  a portrait  of  George  VI  (1936-52),  issued  in 

1937  with  only  5,501  proof  pieces  issued.  Despite  its  low  mintage,  this 
com  currently  retails  for  only  $650.  Sovereigns  bearing  portraits  of  Eliz- 
abeth II  (1952-present)  were  authorized  with  six  major  design  variations.

can’t  afford  to  collect 
coins.  They  are  too  expen- 
sive.” I have  heard  this 
comment  often,  especially  when  a 
rare  piece  sells  for  a stellar  price. 
The  complaint  is  unwarranted,  as 
any  experienced  numismatist  can  tell 
you.  Some  of  the  most  interesting 
specimens  are  quite  inexpensive  to 
own,  which  leads  me  to  this  month’s 
topic — counterstamped  coins. 


The  Charm  of  Counterstamps 

For  the  purpose  of  this  column,  a 
counterstamp  can  be  defined  as  a 
coin  carrying  a punchmark  applied 
by  a private  enterprise  as  an  adver- 
tisement or  spoof.  Although  trade 
dollars  and  other  circulating  United 
States  coins  have  been  so  utilized, 
most  of  these  pieces  are  large  cents. 
Early  on,  these  handy  coppers  were 
seized  upon  as  free,  miniature  bill- 
boards, relaying  advertising  messages 
as  they  passed  from  hand  to  hand. 

From  a business  standpoint,  coun- 
terstamped coins  are  not  the  most 
lucrative  of  investments.  I have  been 
rather  successful  as  a rare  coin 
dealer,  but  contrary  to  good  corpo- 
rate principles,  I have  invested 
(wasted?)  hundreds  (thousands?)  of 
hours  tracking  obscure  information 
about  counterstamps.  However,  I 
have  realized  a huge  profit  in  terms 
of  enjoyment. 


A Personal  Perspective 

In  1955  I acquired  a set  of  The  Nu- 
mismatist from  1904  to  date.  (I  later 
fdled  in  back  to  1894,  and  still  later, 
with  reprints  of  1888-93,  as  originals 
were  too  expensive.)  I studied  them 
as  time  out  from  school  and  coin 
dealing  permitted.  In  the  July  1947 


issue,  I discovered  the  article  “Coun- 
terstamped or  Countermarked  U.S. 
Large  Cents”  by  Maurice  M.  Gould.

I was  fascinated.  (By  this  time,  I had 
a passing  acquaintance  with  the  sub- 
ject, acquired  mostly  from  reading 
Editor  Frank  G.  Duffield’s  serial  ar- 
ticle on  counterstamps  that  ran  in 
The  Numisjuatist  from  1 9 1 9 to  1921.) 

After  reading  Gould’s  piece,  I 
contacted  the  author.  Sure  enough, 
he  had  on  hand  some  pieces  similar 
to  those  described  in  the  article,  and 
he  sent  me  a few  dozen  different 
specimens  on  approval  (each  costing 
about  $1).  (Gould,  along  with  Frank 
Washburn,  ran  Copley  Coin  Com- 
pany in  Boston.)

A 

Raison  d’Etre 

After  my  initial  reading,  1 reflected 
on  why  someone  would  want  to 
counterstamp  a cent.  Creating  a 
punch  or  die  with  a name  or  message 
on  it  was  not  a casual  undertaking; 
the  issuers  must  have  had  definite 
objectives.  I began  to  ask,  “What 
type  of  activities  during  the  early 
19th  century — the  large-cent  era — 
required  the  use  of  a metal  punch  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business?” 

“Silversmiths!”  I thought.  I recog- 
nized that  certain  counterstamps 
were  similar  to  those  used  by  silver- 
smiths and  jewelers  to  hallmark  the 
undersides  of  spoons,  dishes  and 
other  metal  ware.  I contacted  Gould 
about  my  theory,  and  he  suggested  I 
investigate  further.  Apparently,  no 
one  had  ever  thought  to  research 
this  area. 

I found  several  guides  to  silver- 
smiths’ marks  and  was  rewarded  by 
identifying  a dozen  or  more  punches 
on  large  cents.  As  simple  as  this 
may  seem  now,  to  a generation  of 
numismatists  schooled  in  the  history 
of  counterstamps,  tokens  and  other 
merchants’  pieces  in  the  1950s,  it 
was  a revelation.  In  a follow-up  arti- 
cle in  the  July  1957  issue  of  The  Nu- 
juisruatist,  Gould  credited  me,  a 
“well-known  dealer”  (albeit  only  18 
years  old,  which  he  did  not  men- 
tion), with  this  discovery.  I was 
thrilled  beyond  measure! 

Patience  and  Providence 

In  1957  Gould  offered  me  his  per- 
sonal collection  of  counterstamps, 
which  he  had  gathered  for  more 
than  25  years.  I bought  it  en  bloc, 
paying  about  $1  a coin.  Soon  large- 
cent  specialist  John  Gilhody’s  fine 
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collection  became  available,  and  I 
acquired  it  as  well.  Bv  August  1959, 
my  holding  of  counterstamps  com- 
prised slightly  more  than  600  pieces, 
including  25  examples  of  cents  coun- 
terstamped  by  silversmiths.  As  the 
years  pa.ssed,  I acquired  about  3,000 
more  examples,  probably  turning 
away  just  as  many. 

John  Jay  Ford  Jr.  was  a wonderful 
source,  supplying  me  with  counter- 
stamped  cents  from  the  collections 
of  F.C.C.  Boyd  and  Flillyer  C.  Ry- 
tler,  as  w'ell  as  his  own.  I visited  Ford 
a number  of  times  at  his  home  on 
Long  Island,  New  York,  to  “talk 
coins”  and  make  a few'  purchases. 
(Recently,  John  and  I reminisced 
about  the  coin  hobby  in  the  1950s. 
He  said  that  of  all  the  numismatists 
he  knew,  I would  buy  more  weird, 
diverse,  unusual  and  unresearched 


items.  Often  he  would  give  me  old 
pamphlets,  letters,  or  other  odds  and 
ends,  figuring  that  he  would  never 
have  time  to  study  them  properly 
and  that  I would  enjoy  them.) 

Many  others  helped  me  build  my 
counterstamp  cabinet,  including  Ir- 
w'in  Cohen,  Ken  Hallenbeck,  Rich 
Hartzog,  Paul  Koppenhaver,  Chet 
Krause,  Bob  Moffatt,  Jess  Patrick,  Cy 
Phillips,  Joe  Rose,  Rich  Rossa,  Oscar 

G.  Schilke,  Steve  Tanenbaum,  Roy 

H.  Van  Ormer  and  Alan  V.  \Win- 
berg.  A couple  hundred  more  names 
could  be  added  to  this  list. 

One  of  my  most  memorable  pur- 
chases was  in  1989  from  Miles  Cog- 
gan  of  the  J.J.  Teaparty  Coin  Com- 
pany. It  was  a jumbled  hoard  of 
counterstamps  gathered  over  the 
years  by  the  late  Don  Corrado  Ro- 
mano, proprietor  of  Worthy  Coin 


(Company  in  Boston.  'Fhe  hoard 
yielded  several  sih'ersmiths’  stamps 
and  a dozen  or  so  other  prime 
pieces.  At  the  time,  a silversmith’s 
hallmark  on  a copper  cent  might 
have  had  a value  of  $50  to  $150, 
w'hile  a real  rarity,  such  as  a proof 
1895  Morgan  dollar,  might  have 
merited  $10,000  to  $20,000.  In  fact, 
my  entire  collection  of  counter- 
stamped  cents  w'ould  have  cost  less 
than  this  fabulous  dollar.  Yet,  I 
wouldn’t  trade! 

The  secret  to  my  success  in  build- 
ing an  extensive  collection  of  coun- 
terstamps has  been  patience — and 
passion.  Over  a long  numismatic  ca- 
reer, I have  gathered  many  wonder- 
ful pieces  simply  by  maintaining  my 
interest,  monitoring  the  market  and 
being  on  hand  w'hen  the  pieces  came 
up  for  sale.  •

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Mangan  Struck  Coins  for  Outer  Space 


Dr  FAMING  UP  PUBl.lCrrV 
stunts  was  James  Mangan’s 
livelihood;  he  lived  in  a 
universe  of  make-believe.  He  created 
the  fantasy  “Nation  of  Celestial 
Space”  and  even  produced  coins  and 
stamps  as  proof  of  its  sovereignty. 
Such  fantasy  pieces — not  issued  by 
governments — belong  to  a small 
specialty  area  of  numismatics. 

James  Thomas  Alangan  was  born 
in  Chicago  on  November  17,  1896, 
son  of  John  and  Amelia  Scanlon 
Alangan.  His  father  edited  the 
monthly  magazine  of  the  Interna- 
tional Association  of  Steam,  Hot 
W^ater  and  Power  Pipefitters  and 
Helpers  Union.  James  was  appointed 
associate  editor  of  the  publication 
when  he  was  just  12  years  old.  Dur- 
ing 1915-16,  he  wrote  short  stories 
for  Feature  Movie  magazine. 

Alangan  earned  a bachelor’s  de- 
gree in  science  from  Loyola  Univer- 
sity in  1917  and  served  in  the  Navy 
during  World  War  I.  He  was  em- 
ployed by  Alitchell  Faust  Advertising 
as  a copy  writer  from  1918  to  1927. 
On  April  19,  1928,  he  married  Carol 
Alarie  Jackson;  they  had  two  chil- 
dren, James  Carroll  and  Ruth  Alarie. 

From  1929  to  1944,  Alangan  was 
advertising  manager  for  Alills  Nov- 
elty Company,  makers  of  coin-oper- 
ated arcade  and  gaming  machines. 
After  1956,  he  was  with  the  public 
relations  firm  of  Alangan  & Alan- 
gan. Stunts  were  a regular  part  of  his 
business.  In  the  1940s,  Life  magazine 
publicized  his  attempt  to  keep  a top 
spinning  for  six  hours. 

He  was  involved  in  a 1931  inci- 
dent that  sounds  like  something 
from  the  current  evening  news.  On  a 
Tri-State  Airlines  flight  from  Chi- 


cago to  Detroit,  Alangan  charged 
the  cockpit,  shouting  that  he  wanted 
the  plane  to  land  at  South  Bend,  In-

diana.  Police  arrested  him  when  the 
plane  landed  in  Detroit  and  escorted 
him  to  a mental  ward.  Doctors 
blamed  airsickness  and  released  him 
the  following  day. 

During  World  War  II,  Alangan 
used  his  creative  talents  to  raise 
money  for  the  Allied  effort.  He  was 
Illinois  chairman  of  special  events 
and  bond  drives  for  the  U.S.  Treas- 
ury (1942-44)  and  a national  promo- 
tional consultant  for  the  LT.S.  De- 
partment of  Labor  (1942-45). 

A competitive  billiard  player, 
Alangan  believed  he  knew  some- 
thing about  other  sports  as  well. 


When  he  went  to  spring  training 
with  the  Chicago  VMiite  Sox  and 
Alilwaukee  Braves  in  1955,  he  tried 
to  interest  them  in  his  creation, 
“jamokee,”  which  involved  hitting  a 
tennis  ball  against  a wall  from  about 
10  feet  away,  claiming  it  imjtroved 
eye-hand  coordination.  Perhaps  co- 
incidentally, the  WTite  Sox  ignored 
his  suggestion  and  finished  in  the 
cellar;  some  of  the  Braves  tried  his 
technique,  and  they  won  the  league 
pennant  the  following  year. 

Believing  that  space  exploration 
was  the  wave  of  the  future,  Alangan 
filed  a property  claim  for  his  Nation 
of  Celestial  Space  with  the  Cook- 
County  Recorder’s  Office  in  Chi- 
cago on  December  21,  1948.  His  na- 
tion included  territory  “from  Earth 
in  all  directions  as  far  as  space  goes,” 
conveniently  excluding  planets  and 
other  celestial  bodies.  After  a ruling 
from  a state  attorney.  Cook  CAiunty 
granted  his  claim,  and  Alangan  be- 
came prime  minister  of  CTlestia. 

Fortunately  for  America’s  space 
program,  Alangan  issued  a 20-year 
license  in  1957  that  allowed  the 
United  States  to  pass  through  his

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tcrritury  to  reach  the  moon.  (Before 
taking  his  claim  too  lightly,  just  pon- 
der the  fact  that  the  United  States 
did  not  return  to  the  moon  after  the 
license  e.xpired.)  He  sold  20,000 
moon  passports. 

The  first  coin  for  his  fantasy  na- 
tion was  struck  in  1959:  a 14mm 
gold  piece  the  size  of  a U.S.  gold 
dollar.  While  the  dollar  contained  25 
grains  of  gold,  Alangan’s  “celeston” 
had  34  grains.  He  said  that  “Celestia 
ahvav'S  believes  in  giving  extra  value.” 
Pictured  on  the  coin’s  obverse  was 
bis  daughter,  Princess  Ruth  Marie 
.Mangan,  her  headband  inscribed 
.MAGX.AXLMrrV.  Eleven  stars  repre- 
sented the  years  since  Celestia’s  es- 
tablishment and  the  number  of  let- 
ters in  “magnanimity.” 

More  gold  coins  were  struck  in 
1960  and  1961 — proof  pieces  for  all 


three  years,  and  “business  strikes”  in 
1959  and  1960.  Alangan  produced  a 
1961 -dated  1 silver  joule  (a  “joule”  is 
a scientific  unit  for  measuring  work). 
The  September  1960  issue  of  The 
yiut?imnatist  (p.  1331)  indicated  that 
504  pieces  were  struck  in  1959  and 
200  in  1960.  It  also  mentioned  that 
Mangan  issued  “Outer  Space  Scrip” 
that  was  accepted  by  a few  cooperat- 
ing merchants.  Discussing  his  coins, 
Alangan  said: 

The  tokens  are  intended  not  for 
barter  or  exchange,  but  for  distribu- 
tion among  the  friends  of  the  space 
nation,  now  claiming  a population 
of  23,419.  Celestia  is  a moral  nation 
seeking  to  establish  peace  in  the 
universe.  It  w'ould  be  nice  if  all  the 
nations  of  the  world  follow'ed  our 
example  and  went  back  on  the  gold 
standard  again. 


Alangan  wrote  several  motiva- 
tional books,  including  You  Cun  Do 
Anything,  The  Knack  of  Selling  Your- 
self, Hotv  to  Win  Self-Confidence  for 
Selling,  Secrets  of  Selling  Yourself  to 
People  and  The  Seart  of  Pei  feet  Living. 
He  claimed  his  Xeu'  Grammar  of  Ad- 
vertising was  the  most  frequently 
stolen  library'  book  in  .America.  His 
Celestia  Press  issued  his  First  Report 
to  the  Universe  (1956)  and  State  of  the 
Sky  (1958).  He  also  wrote  the  song 
“We’re  All  Americans,  All  True 
Blue,”  which  singer  Kate  Smith  sang 
on  her  radio  show.  Although  Irving 
Berlin,  composer  of  “God  Bless 
America,”  called  it  “the  w'orst  song 
ever  w ritten,”  it  sold  500,000  records. 

Mangan  once  described  his  writ- 
ing style  as  “heroin  prose.”  This  may' 
explain  some  of  his  eccentric  behav- 
ior. He  died  in  July  1970.  •

NOTEBOOK

In  fact  a small,  little-known  catalog 
was  written  on  the  subject  by  Arlie 
R.  Slabaugh  about  35  years  ago.  Not 
surprisingly,  it  includes  pieces  de- 
picting Santa  Claus. 

Slabatigh’s  booklet  is  titled  Christ- 
inas Tokens  and  Medals  (ANA  Library" 
Cat.  No.  RAI85.C5S5).  In  the  intro- 
duction, he  comments: 

A new  branch  of  topical  collecting 
has  become  popular  among  many 


collectors  in  the  United  States 
within  the  past  few  years.  This  is 
the  collecting  of  Christmas  tokens 
and  medals.  Certainly  it  makes  a 
collection  of  interest  to  everyone, 
whether  a collector  or  not.  W hile 
such  a collection  is  based  primarily 
on  sentiment  (who  has  anything 
bad  to  say  about  Santa  Claus?)  there 
are  quite  a few  specimens  of  histori- 
cal value  as  this  catalog  will  show. 
Not  only  do  we  see  the  changing 
features  of  Santa  Claus  over  the 
years,  we  find  record  of  such  Ameri- 
can institutions  as  Christmas  clubs 
and  the  effect  of  the  Depression  of 
the  1930’s. 

The  earliest  Christmas  medal 
listed  in  Slabaugh’s  catalog  is  dated 
1864.  It  is  an  attractive  38mm  piece, 
struck  in  white  metal  and  depict- 
ing the  Green  St.  Alethodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Philadelphia  on  one 
side.  The  reverse  inscription,  ON 
EARTH  PEACE,  GOOD  WILL  TO- 
WARD MEN.  encircling  BEHOLD,  I 
BRING/YOU  GOOD  TIDINGS/OF 
GREAT  JOY,/W41ICH  SHALL  BE/ 
TO  ALL  PEOPLE/CHRISTMAS/1864, 
is  just  as  meaningful  today  as  it  was 
during  the  Civil  War. 

Three  of  the  early  pieces  illus- 
trated in  Slabaugh’s  booklet  have 
wonderful  scenes  of  Santa  Claus 
standing  in  a sleigh  full  of  toys  being 
pulled  by  four  reindeer.  On  another 
piece,  the  scene  is  a sleigh  on  a roof, 
with  Santa  preparing  to  go  down  the 
chimney.  This  brass  token,  which  is 
only  16mm  in  diameter,  has  the 
“Lord’s  Prayer”  on  the  reverse.  It 
probably  was  struck  during  the  late 
19th  century.  Some  e.xamples  are 
holed,  suggesting  they  were  tied  to 
ribbons  and  worn  from  coat  lapels. 
(Remember,  this  was  before  the  era

During  the  192()s  and  later,  many 
merchants  issued  advertising  tokens 
that  dejucted  a bust  of  Santa  Cilaus 
above  the  words  MERR\'  (dlRlS'I  - 
MAS.  Typical  of  these  is  the  piece  il- 
lustrated herein,  which  says  LU(>KY 
C: O I N / F R O M /SANT A C LA  U S/ A IV 
.lOHNSON’S  BOOKSTORE.  Even 
though  the  bookstore’s  atldress  is 
not  inscribed,  it  is  known  that  this 
establishment  was  located  in  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts.  The  piece  was 
struck  by  Whitehead  & Hoag  and 
displayed  a “stock”  Santa  Claus  re- 
verse used  by  other  merchants. 

Assembling  a collection  of  Christ- 
mas and  Santa  Claus  tokens  would 
not  be  a very  expensive  undertaking; 
however,  it  would  require  a great 
deal  of  patience  and  perseverance. 
There  are  more  than  100  pieces  cat- 


aloged in  Slabaugh’s  booklet.  Some 
of  them  are  extremely  rare,  so  they 
seldom  are  offeretl  for  sale  at  any 
price.  And,  in  addition  to  the  tokens 
Slabaugh  listed,  there  undoubtedly 
are  a large  number  of  uncataloged 
pieces.  iMy  recent  find  is  an  excellent 
example;  it  is  unlisted  and  probably 
rare,  yet  it  cost  only  $22. 

I have  no  idea  where  J.S.  Lom- 
bard, the  issuer  of  the  token,  was  lo- 
cated or  what  type  of  business  he  op- 
erated. That’s  one  more  research 
project  for  the  future.  In  the  mean- 
time, I hope  you  all  are  enjoying  a 
happy  new  year.

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Then  and  Now:  Kunduz  in  the  News 


ON  August  23,  1946,  a 
great  hoard  of  627  silver 
coins,  mostly  tetradrachms 
of  the  Greek  kingdom  of  Bactria, 
was  discovered  in  an  earthenware  pot 
at  the  village  of  Khisht  Tepe  on  the 
river  Oxus  near  Kunduz  (Qunduz)  in 
northern  Afghanistan.  At  press  time, 
Kunduz  again  is  in  the  news  as  one  of 
the  last  strongholds  of  Taliban  resist- 
ance in  that  troubled  country. 

The  Kunduz  hoard  was  excep- 
tional in  a number  of  ways.  Its  prin- 
cipal contents  were  Attic  weight 
tetradrachms  with  purely  Greek  in- 
scriptions, ranging  from  the  early  Se- 
leucid  kingdom  (early  3rd  century 
B.C.)  to  Hermaios,  whose  reign  prob- 
ably ended  about  70  B.C.  Included  in 
this  group  were  Attic  tetradrachms 
of  some  of  the  later  kings,  for  whom 
only  bilingual  coins  (Greek  and  Kha- 
rosthi)  on  the  lighter  “Indo-Greek” 
standard  hitherto  were  known. 

In  addition,  there  were  17  Attic 
drachms  of  Heliocles  (who  reigned 
c.  145-130  B.C.)  and,  most  remark- 
able of  all,  five  magnificent  Attic  dou- 
ble decadrachms  of  Amyntas  (c.  95-90 
B.C.),  each  piece  weighing  between 
84  and  85  grams  (about  3 ounces). 

Unmatched  in  any  other  series 
of  Greek  coinage,  these  beautiful 
medallic  pieces  represent  the  largest 
silver  denomination  ever  issued  by 
Greece.  They  may  have  been  struck 
to  celebrate  a great  military  victory 
of  Amyntas,  though  few  details  of 
his  exploits  survive.  The  five  double 
decadrachms  in  the  Kunduz  hoard 
are  the  only  known  examples  of  this 
extraordinary  issue.  They  were  pro- 
duced at  Kapisa  in  the  Kabul  valley. 

The  existence  of  a thriving  Greek 
kingdom  in  this  inhospitable  region 


so  far  from  the  heartland  of  Hellenic 
culture  may  come  as  a considerable 
surprise.  Its  origins  stretch  back  to

the  time  of  Alexander  the  Great’s 
conquest  of  the  Achaemenid  Persian 
Empire  in  the  seventh  decade  of  the 
3rd  century  B.C.  After  defeating 
Darius  III  in  330  B.C.,  the  Mace- 
donian conqueror  took  possession 
of  Babylon  and  continued  his  east- 
ward advance  to  assert  his  control 
over  the  farthest  limits  of  the  former 
Persian  realm. 

By  3 30  B.C.,  Alexander  reached 
Afghanistan,  which  had  been  under 
Persian  control  since  the  reign  of 
Cyrus  200  years  earlier.  Alexander 
placed  the  administration  of  the 
territory  north  of  the  Hindu  Kush 
mountain  range  (known  as  the  Bac- 
tro-Sogdian  satrapy)  in  the  hands  of 
Amyntas,  son  of  Nicolaus. 

The  Macedonian  king  and  his  army 
then  made  their  way  south  through 
the  Kabul  valley,  where  he  created 
a new  satrapy,  that  of  the  Parapa- 
misidae.  A further  advance  eastward 
through  the  Khyber  Pass  down  to 
the  plains  of  northwestern  Pakistan 
brought  the  Greek  army  to  Gandhara 
and  the  banks  of  the  river  Indus. 
Here,  Alexander  received  the  submis- 
sion of  the  governor  of  Taxila,  be- 


yond the  Indus,  thus  extending  his 
empire  to  the  easternmost  limits  of 
the  old  Achaemenid  state.  'I'he  final 
victory  of  the  campaign  w'as  achieved 
over  the  Indian  king  Porus  at  the 
River  Hydaspes  in  326  B.G 

Faced  with  the  threat  of  mutiny  by 
his  battle-weary  and  homesick  army, 
Alexander  w^as  at  last  obliged  to  turn 
his  eyes  westward.  Having  traveled 
down  the  Indus  to  its  mouth  at  the 
Arabian  Sea,  he  returned  to  Babylon 
by  a tortuous  southern  route  across 
the  Gedrosian  desert.  In  323  B.C.  he 
succumbed  to  fever,  his  constitution 
no  doubt  weakened  by  the  physical 
demands  of  years  of  continuous  cam- 
paigning and  various  injuries  sus- 
tained in  military  engagements.  His 
whirlwind  series  of  conquests  over  a 
mere  eight-year  period  (334-326 
B.C.)  nevertheless  had  repercussions 
that  would  reverberate  through  the 
next  three  centuries. 


Not  Actual  Size 

This  silver  double  decadrachm  of  the 
Indo-Greek  King  Amyntas  (c.  95-90 
B.C.)  was  part  of  the  exceptional  Kun- 
duz Hoard,  which  made  news  in  1946. 
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W ith  Alcxainler’s  suclilen,  unex- 
pcctcil  removal  from  the  political 
scene,  it  quickly  became  apparent 
that  no  one  individual  possessed 
sufficient  authority  to  step  into  his 
shoes  and  maintain  the  unity  of  the 
vast  and  unwieldy  Macedonian  Em- 
pire. 1 he  inevitable  consequence  was 
fragmentation  of  the  state,  though  a 
semblance  of  unity  was  maintained 
by  the  elevation  to  the  throne  of 
the  late  king’s  feeble-minded  half- 
brother  Philip  III  Arrhidaeus  and 
his  infant  son  Alexander  I\".  This 
arrangement  insured  that  the  real 
power  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late 
king’s  principal  lieutenants,  such  as 
Lysimachus  in  Thrace,  Ptolemy  in 
Egypt,  Antigonus  in  Asia  xMinor  and 
Seleucus  in  the  East.  But  so  great  was 
the  aura  surrounding  the  name  of  the 
great  conqueror  that  the  “successors” 


did  not  take  the  title  of  king  until 
305  B.C.,  almost  two  decades  after 
his  death,  even  though  they  had  exer- 
cised regal  authority  for  many  years. 

The  distant  territories  of  northern 
Afghanistan  (Bactria  and  Sogdiana) 
came  under  the  rule  of  Seleucus  I, 
founder  of  the  Seleucid  dynasty.  In 
the  closing  years  of  the  4th  century, 
Seleucus  retraced  Alexander’s  steps, 
campaigning  in  the  farthest  reaches 
of  his  kingdom.  He  concluded  a 
treaty  with  Chandragupta,  founder  of 
the  powerfid  Alauryan  Empire  based 
in  the  Ganges  valley.  Alexander’s 
conquests  in  southeastern  Afghan- 
istan and  northern  Pakistan  were 
ceded  to  Chandragupta  in  303  B.C. 
in  return  for  500  elephants  and  vari- 
ous other  concessions.  These  terri- 
tories remained  under  the  control 
of  Chandragupta  and  his  grandson 


Ashoka  (273-232  B.Ci.)  until  the  dis- 
integration of  the  .Mauryan  Empire 
soon  after  Ashoka’s  death. 

About  a half  century  after  Seleu- 
cus’ eastern  expedition,  Diodotus, 
governor  of  the  Seleucid  province  of 
Bactro-Sogdiana  north  of  the  Hindu 
Kush,  made  a bid  for  independence 
from  the  Seleucid  kingdom.  The  exact 
date  of  the  revolt  has  been  hotly  con- 
tested by  scholars,  but  it  appears  to 
have  taken  place  soon  after  256  B.C. 
A silver  tetradrachm  issued  in  the 
name  of  Diodotus  as  king  of  Bactria 
is  one  of  the  earliest  types  repre- 
sented in  the  1946  Kunduz  hoard. 

The  new  kingdom  apparently  well 
established,  Diodotus  and  his  son 
were  overthrown  about  230  B.C. 
by  Euthydemus  I,  a dozen  of  whose 
coins  are  represented  in  the  hoard. 
Euthydemus  greatly  strengthened  his 
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kingdom,  though  to\v;ird  the  end  of 
his  reign  he  had  to  contend  with  an 
attempt  by  Antiochus  III  (the  Clreat) 
to  reassert  Seleucid  control. 

'The  first  halt  of  the  2nd  century 
B.C.  saw  a dramatic  expansion  of 
Clreek  power  into  the  territories 
south  of  the  Hindu  Kush,  lands  origi- 
nally conquered  by  Alexander  the 
(Ireat  almost  1 50  years  before.  I'his 
led  to  the  creation  of  an  entirely  new 
series  of  Indo-Greek  coinage  charac- 
terized by  a lower  weight  stand- 
ard for  the  silver  tetradrachms  and 
drachms,  the  addition  of  Indian 
Kharosthi  inscriptions  to  those  in 
Greek,  and  the  occasional  use  of 
square  instead  of  circular  flans  for  sil- 
ver drachms  and  bronze  denomina- 
tions. None  of  these  Indo-Greek 
coinages  are  represented  in  the  Kun- 
duz  hoard,  the  deposit  comprising 


only  coins  on  the  heavier  Greek  Attic- 
standard  that  prevailed  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  kingdom. 

The  decline  of  the  Bactrian  and 
Indo-Greek  kingdoms  commenced  in 
the  second  half  of  the  2nd  century 
B.C.  when  the  barbarous  Yeu-chi 
people  appeared  in  the  north,  driven 
from  the  Chinese  frontier  region 
by  tbe  Hsiung-nu.  About  the  same 
time,  nomadic  Iranian  tribes  known 
as  tbe  Saka  concluded  a treaty  with 
the  Parthians,  another  former  Seleu- 
cid satrapy  to  the  west  of  Bactria, 
which  had  asserted  its  independence 
in  the  mid  3rd  century. 

The  Saka  proceeded  to  move  east 
through  Arachosia  (southwestern 
Afghanistan)  and  by  the  1st  century 
B.C.  extended  their  power  into  India. 
Thus,  the  Cfreek  kingdom  found  it- 
self under  attack  on  two  fronts — from 


the  north  and  the  west.  In  the  late  1st 
century  B.C.,  the  remnants  of  the 
Greek  settlers  were  driven  into  the 
mountains,  bringing  to  an  end  a re- 
markable episode  in  yXfghan  bistorv. 

d'bus,  the  cycle  of  invasion,  con- 
quest and  settlement  of  the  troubled 
region  continued,  just  as  it  has  up  to 
our  own  time.  As  the  latest  war  in 
Afghanistan  rages  around  Kunduz,  it 
is  interesting  to  reflect  that  a half 
century  ago  this  very  place  revealed  a 
tantalizing  glimpse  of  the  Greek  civi- 
lization that  flourished  there  more 
than  two  millennia  ago.  The  beauti- 
ful Greek  silver  coins  of  tbe  Kunduz 
board,  especially  the  remarkable  dou- 
ble decadrachms  of  Amyntas,  bear 
eloquent  testimony  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean culture  brought  to  this  remote 
mountainous  terrain  by  one  of  the 
world’s  most  celebrated  conquerors.  •

^fter  the  death  of  Alexander  the  Great  in  323  B.C.,  Lysimachus  was  made  the  governor 
of  Thrace.  He  had  been  a personal  bodyguard  of  Alexander's,  and  treasurer  of  the  vast 
wealth  looted  by  Alexander  from  many  rich  kingdoms  and  cities.  The  mountains  of  Thrace 
itself  were  laced  with  veins  of  gold  and  silver.  By  323  B.C.,  Alexander's  kingdom  stretched 
from  Europe  all  the  way  to  India,  and  controlled  the  highly  profitable  land  routes  for  the 
silk  and  spices  of  the  Orient  going  to  the  Western  world. 

The  silver  tetradrachms  issued  by  Lysimachus  are  perhaps  the  most  popular  Hellenistic 
coins  and  were  certainly  struck  from  some  of  the  most  beautifully  engraved  dies  in  the  his- 
tory of  numismatics.  The  capital  city  of  Lysimacheia,  founded  in  Thrace  by  Lysimachus  in 
309  B.C.,  had  a very  active  mint.  There  were  perhaps  another  1 5 or  so  mints  which  issued 
coins  during  his  lifetime,  and  perhaps  as  many  more  which  issued  coins  in  the  name  Lysi- 
machus for  the  next  200  years.  The  obverse  features  the  face  of  the  deified  Alexander  the 
Great  wearing  the  horn  of  Ammon.  These  coins  are  the  best  representations  from  antiquity 
of  Alexander's  actual  appearance.  The  reverse  features  the  helmeted,  armed  and  armored 
Athena,  holding  a figure  of  Nike,  the  Greek  goddess  of  victory. 

T hese  spectacular  silver  tetradrachms  are  very  high  relief  with  hard  strikes  from  deeply 
engraved  dies,  in  near  pure  silver,  on  a weight  standard  of  about  1 7 grams.  The  majority 
of  these  date  from  297  B.C.,  when  Lysimachus  consolidated  power  in  his  expanded  em- 
pire, until  his  death  in  281  B.C.  These  wonderfully  styled  miniature  sculptures  enjoyed 
their  peak  artistic  beauty  during  his  lifetime.  He  died  at  the  age  of  80  in  battle  at  Korupe- 
dion,  fighting  his  old  nemesis  Seleukos  I,  a 78-year-old  general  who  had  also  served  under 
Alexander.  The  photographed  and  numbered  specimens  are  the  actual  coins  you  would 
receive  if  you  are  the  first  to  order. 
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South  Dakotans  Dedicated  to  the  Internet 


THIS  MONTH,  I’m  going  to 
brag  a bit  about  South 
Dakota,  where  I make  my 
home.  As  some  of  you  may  remem- 
ber, the  state  was  one  of  the  first  to 
offer  its  residents  high-speed  Inter- 
net access  (even  in  my  small  town  of 
Belle  Fourche).  Since  that  time, 
every  public  school  system  in  South 
Dakota  (as  well  as  six  universities 
and  four  technical  colleges)  has  been 
wired  (with  the  exception  of  a hand- 
ful of  rural  schools).  Each  now  has 
a state-of-the-art  T-1  line — the  ded- 
icated, high-speed  telephone  con- 
nection favored  by  big  business. 

And  “wired,”  in  this  case,  doesn’t 
mean  a single  terminal  set  up  in  the 
school  library.  Teams  of  inmates 
from  the  state  prison  were  sent  to 
each  school  to  connect  every  class- 
room where  computers  are  or  will  be 
utilized.  The  use  of  prison  labor 
caused  a few  politicians  to  experience 
some  sleepless  nights,  but  the  in- 
mates gave  a good  accounting  of 
themselves  and  only  one  attempted 
to  escape.  They  earned  credits  to- 
ward an  apprentice  program,  and  one 
of  the  state’s  major  electrical  contrac- 
tors offered  to  hire  any  of  the  in- 
mates who  worked  on  the  project. 

Without  prison  labor,  the  cost  of 
the  endeavor  would  have  been  pro- 
hibitive— $100  million.  (The  actual 
expense  came  in  at  $13  million.) 
Governor  William  Janklow  gets  the 
credit  for  pursuing  the  concept  and 
getting  the  right  people  to  oversee 
the  job. 

There  is  no  question  that  South 
Dakota  is  leading  the  way  in  getting 
Internet  access  and  computer  tech- 
nology into  the  hands  of  students. 
As  the  system  stands,  70  percent  of 


students  and  every  teacher  in  the 
state  can  he  online  at  the  same 
time.  In  addition,  the  state  has  in- 


troduced a two-way  video  system — 
Digital  Dakota  Network  (DDN) 
— which  approaches  broadcast  qual- 
ity and  provides  the  opportunity 
for  “distance  learning.”  With  it,  the 
state’s  schools  can  offer  each  other 
courses  that  normally  would  not  be 
available.  (For  example,  students  in 
Rapid  City  might  participate  in  an 
art  class  originating  in  Sioux  Falls.) 

The  system  works  both  ways,  so 
that  students  can  talk  to  teachers  and 
teachers,  in  turn,  can  see  the  students, 
wherever  they  are.  WTile  a few  minor 
problems  must  be  ironed  out,  the  re- 
sponse has  been  tremendous,  and 
schools  offering  DDN  courses  have 
been  flooded  with  applications. 

Eventually,  other  states  will  catch 
on.  Once  again.  South  Dakota  is  on 
the  cutting  edge  of  a new  develop- 
ment that  will  significantly  change 
how  we  do  things.

On  his  intro  page, 
you  can  even  get  the  current  spot 
prices  of  gold,  silver  and  platinum.) 
I'he  fact  that  Boh  has  so  many  list- 
ings is  a credit  to  his  aggressive 
search  for  unlisted  sites,  and  is  a wel- 
come indicator  that  the  numismatic 
hobby  is  alive  and  well  on  the  WAh.

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In  Commemoration  of  Friendship 


The  KA’KNTS  of  September 
1 1 lett  the  skyline  of  New 
York  City  forever  changed. 
Its  two  tallest  buildings  gone,  the 
rubble  of  the  World  Trade  Center 
sei*ves  as  a tomb  for  thousands  ol  in- 
nocent victims.  Throughout  the 
horrific  days  and  nights  that  fol- 
lowed, one  nearby  landmark  stood 
tall  as  the  symbol  of  the  American 
spirit  and  its  will  to  prevail  in  the 
face  of  adversity.  No  other  image, 
whether  on  a poster,  stamp  or  coin 
better  personifies  the  country  than 
the  Statue  of  Liberty. 

Schoolchildren  and  numismatists 
throughout  the  country  know  the 
story  of  the  statue,  a gift  from  the 
French  government  in  honor  of  the 
centennial  of  American  independ- 
ence in  1876.  Funded  by  subscrip- 
tions from  the  French  people,  the 
statue  was  dedicated  in  1886. 

WTiat  many  may  not  know  is  that 
American  schoolchildren  recipro- 
cated almost  14  years  later  by  con- 


tributing 5 million  pennies  for  a 
statue  of  the  Alarquis  de  Lafayette.  It 
was  their  gift  to  France.  In  addition. 


the  United  States  Mint  struck  the 
first  commemorative  silver  dollar 
ever  issued  to  ensure  the  completion 
of  the  project. 

The  Lafayette  statue  still  stands 
by  the  Louvre  in  Paris.  Its  granite 
base  carries  the  testimonial  inscrip- 
tion, “Erected  by  the  Youth  of  the 
United  States  in  Honor  of  Gen. 
Lafayette.”  Even  the  less-frantic 


189()s  were  not  immune  to  bureau- 
cratic oversight.  Before  the  statue 
could  be  unveiled  at  the  Paris  Expo- 
sition in  1900,  it  was  discovered  that 
the  funds  raised  did  not  cover  the 
cost  of  a base  and  shipping.  Another 
$50,000  had  to  be  obtained. 

Seeking  a workable  solution,  the 
Lafayette  Memorial  Gommission 
asked  Congress  to  authorize  the 
striking  of  100,000  commemorative 
half  dollars,  with  the  proceeds  going 
to  underwrite  the  additional  cost. 
Congress,  in  its  infinite  wisdom,  be- 
lieved the  sales  objective  to  be  un- 
realistic. The  figure  was  reduced  to 
50,000  silver  dollars  priced  at  $2  each. 

The  Lafayette  piece  not  only  was 
the  first  commemorative  dollar  but 
also  the  first  U.S.  legal-tender  coin 
to  bear  a portrait  of  a president.  (It 
featured  President  George  ^^Ash- 
ington  and  America’s  ally,  the  Mar- 
quis de  Lafayette.) 

It  also  was  the  only  United  States 
coin  struck  without  a date  of  issue.

The  date  on  the  coin  (1900)  refers  to 
the  occasion  of  the  Paris  Exposition 
and  the  unveiling  of  the  statue,  as 
mandated  by  the  Lafayette  Memorial 
Commission.  The  coin  actually  was 
struck  in  accordance  with  U.S.  law 
on  December  14,  1899,  the  100th 
anniversary  of  WTishington’s  death. 
It  was  a Solomon-like  compromise. 
.Although  the  Treasury^  Department 
had  refused  to  change  its  elaborate 
plans  for  a first-strike  ceremony,  it 
was  willing  to  refrain  from  “dating” 
the  coin.  The  decision  satisfied  both 
sides  of  the  struggle.  Few  were  the 
wiser,  although  the  letter  of  the  law 
(requiring  a date  of  issue  on  coinage) 
was  broken. 

Although  the  statue  proved  im- 
mensely popular,  few  noticed  that 
the  image  on  the  coin  was  not  a true 
replica  of  the  monument.  On  the 


coin,  Lafayette  is  shown  in  full  uni- 
form (with  hat)  offering  his  sword 
and  ser\  ices  to  the  .\merican  cause. 
The  statue  presents  a bareheaded 
Lafayette  raising  his  sword  upward. 
Still,  the  statue  was  quite  popular,  so 
much  so  that  the  city  of  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  commissioned  a copy 
by  sculptor  Paul  W^ayland  Bartlett. 

Lksing  the  original  monument  as 
a model,  Bartlett  added  his  own 
touch  of  whimsy  (or  was  it  pique?). 
Mounted  in  Lafayette  Circle  in 
downtown  Hartford  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Capitol  Avenue  and  Wash- 
ington Street,  the  statue  sports  an 
artistic  element  not  seen  on  either 
the  coin  or  the  Paris  original.  Be- 
neath the  horse’s  hind  legs  crawls  a 
bronze  turtle,  said  to  be  a testament 
to  the  speed  with  which  the  sculptor 
was  paid  for  his  work.  •

lived design.  The  coin  was  undoubtedly  used 
for  many  years  as  a good  luck  “pocket 
piece.”

One  cannot  help 
but  wonder  at  the  identity  of  the  person  that 
probably  carried  it  all  those  years.  The  coin

E\’F.RV  ri.\lF,  W'F  turn  around, 
someone  is  telling  us  it  is 
time  for  the  economy  to  get 
hack  to  normal.  That  sounds  like  a 
good  plan,  but  at  the  same  time  we 
also  read  that  things  will  never  be 
the  same  again.  I'here  are  contradic- 
tions evert'where.  If  any  one  thing  is 
certain,  it  is  that  this  is  a time  ever\’- 
one  should  be  cautious  about  their 
buying  patterns  because  scam  artists 
are  at  their  busiest,  looking  for  ways 
to  separate  us  from  our  money. 

Stock-market  investors  must  de- 
cide if  we  are  headed  for  stability  or 
il  it  is  time  to  consider  hopefully 
more  secure  alternatives.  Will  the 
precious-metals  market  go  up,  as  it 
should  in  troubled  times  like  these, 
or  will  it  go  down?  Are  coin  values 
headed  for  increases  as  more  people 
turn  to  them  for  hard  assets,  or  will 
they  be  forced  down  as  Americans 
turn  their  attention  to  more  serious 
issues  facing  them  just  now?  There 
are  reasons  to  believe  that  any  of 
these  scenarios  are  possible. 

Reports  indicate  that  at  least 
some  money  is  being  taken  out  of 
the  stock  market  and  reinvested  in 
“recession-proof”  assets  like  gold, 
coins  and  artworks.  Ads  would  have 
you  believe  that  this  is  a sure  way  to 
protect  yourself  in  these  times.  This 
flight  to  hard  assets  may  be  a self- 
fulfilling  prophecy,  but  there  is 
nothing  certain  about  where  any  of 
these  markets  are  headed. 

Neither  is  there  any  real  reason  to 
believe  that  coin  prices  might  take  a 
sudden  downturn.  'The  numismatic 
market  tends  to  move  in  cycles,  and 
prices  can  fluctuate.  If  outsider 
money  begins  chasing  coins,  prices 
may  rise.  If  collectors  are  reluctant 


to  buy,  some  prices  may  fall. 

Higher  prices  usuallv  delight 
those  who  already  own  coins,  while

lower  prices  often  mean  buying  op- 
portunities for  seasoned  collectors. 
Those  who  already  have  coins  can 
enjoy  them  as  much  as  ever,  regard- 
less of  price  trends. 

Perhaps  these  uncertainties  and 
challenges  are  routine  for  collectors. 
The  best  advice  I can  offer  is  to  live 
as  normally  as  possible  and  enjoy 
your  hobby  to  the  fullest.  After  all,  it 
is  one  thing  that  is  not  illegal,  im- 
moral, fattening  or  hazardous  to 
your  health.

There  are  more  “colored”  coins 
around  than  ever  before.  New  ver- 
sions seem  to  be  hitting  the  market 
every  month.  And  why  not?  They 
are  very  popular,  and  those  that  are 
being  sold  as  “American  Commemo- 
rative Coins”  almost  sound  like  true 
government  issues.  The  latest  in  a 
long  series  is  a genuine  American 
Eagle  silver  bullion  dollar  that  has 
been  color-enhanced  to  show  Lib- 
erty', the  flag,  and  the  World  Trade 
Cienter’s  Twin  Towers  in  the  back- 
ground. There  is  no  question  about 
its  appeal  to  patriots,  and  except  for 
the  relatively  high  price,  it  is  a nice 
remembrance.  In  some  respects,  the 


new  colored  coins  are  reminiscent  of 
the  enameled  pieces  that  were  popu- 
lar a couple  of  generations  ago  and 
considered  v'ery'  collectable  today. 

The  colors  are  said  to  be  perma- 
nently burned  into  the  silver  using 
laser  technology.  The  coins,  of 
course,  are  genuine  2001  U.S.  bul- 
lion silver  dollars.  Colored  coins 
seem  to  be  a new  trend  in  collecting. 
This  one  is  as  nice  as  any^  I have  seen 
so  far,  but  at  $39.95  plus  postage,  it 
seems  a bit  pricey. 

File  #709 

An  arresting  newspaper  advertise- 
ment boldly  proclaims  “Giant  Silver 
State  Quarters  Just  Released!”  The 
ad  looks  very  much  like  a news 
release  out  of  \^Ashington,  D.C. 
Even  a carefid  reading  of  the  lengthy 
description  makes  these  1 -ounce  sil- 
ver medals  appear  to  be  part  of  the 
official  government  50  State  Q)uar- 
ters^”^  Program.  Information  about 
the  authentic,  government-issued 
quarters  is  intermingled  with  pro- 
motional material  about  the  “Giant 
Quarters”  to  the  point  where  the 
tw'o  are  indistinguishable. 

To  set  the  record  straight,  the 
government  is  not  making  a special 
1 -ounce  silver  coin  to  go  along  with 
each  of  the  State  quarters,  and  these 
medals  will  never  be  avidly  sought 
by  the  more  than  150  million  people 
who  now  are  saving  those  quarters. 
Nor  will  these  silver  pieces  be  “ea- 
gerly wanted  by  investors  who  have 
been  buying  silver  ever  since  it  was 
withdrawn  from  circulation  35  years 
ago.”  WTiat  is  true  in  the  advertise- 
ment is  that  y^ou  will  never  find  one 
of  these  in  circulation. 

The  promoters  say  mintage  is 
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strictly  liniited  and  the  pieces  are 
available  only  tor  a short  time,  so 
dealers  cannot  buy  them,  and  you 
can  order  only  six  of  each  state,  ddie 
price  is  $19.95  each  plus  $4  insur- 
ance and  postage,  and  includes  a 
certificate  of  authenticity.  I will 
leave  it  up  to  you  to  decide  what 
is  authentic. 

File  #7 10 

You  can  own  a genuine  Morgan  sil- 
ver dollar,  guaranteed  to  be  more 
than  100  years  old,  for  only  $6.95. 
Each  coin  is  in  circulated  condition 
and  was  minted  before  1892.  Wdaat’s 
more,  if  you  order  by  telephone,  you 
will  also  get  a free  Bicentennial 
Eisenhower  dollar. 

If  this  seems  like  a really  good 
price,  you  are  right.  The  promoters 
obviously  are  not  making  any  money 


on  it;  it  is  intentled  to  attract  new 
customers.  The  ad  clearly  states  that 
with  this  purchase  you  will  receive  a 
selection  of  other  coins  on  approval. 
You  may  purchase  them  or  return 
them  within  14  days.  If  you  are  not 
interested  in  receiving  approvals, 
you  should  avoid  this  kind  of  offer. 
It  is  not  intended  for  seasoned  nu- 
mismatists, but  for  hobby  beginners. 
Chances  are,  most  of  the  coins  that 
will  be  sent  on  approval  are  in  low- 
grade  condition  or  are  common 
items  you  already  have.

An  intriguing  collection,  represented 
as  “35  Years  of  U.S.  Coins,”  offers 
173  coins  dated  from  1964  to  1998. 1 
can  only  guess  there  will  be  a cent, 
nickel,  dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar 
from  each  year,  with  no  particular 


regard  for  mintmarks.  d'he  catalog 
descrijttion  does  not  mention  any- 
thing about  condition,  but  it  does 
say  that  each  year  set  has  been  hand- 
assembled  in  an  individual  acrylic 
case,  and  all  35  years  are  housed  in  a 
deluxe  display  chest,  d'he  illustrated 
sets  are  very  attractive. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  last  of 
the  9()-percent  silver  coins,  the  last 
solid  copper  cents,  the  last  W'ash- 
ington/Eagle  quarters  of  the  2()th 
century.  Bicentennial  coins,  and 
other  items  it  claims  are  minted  for 
collectors  and  investors  only.  The 
latter  must  refer  to  the  1987  half 
dollar  that  was  issued  only  in  mint 
sets.  This  is  a nice-looking  and 
great-sounding  collection,  but  with- 
out knowing  the  condition  of  the 
coins,  it  is  a chancy  purchase  at  $299 
plus  shipping.  •

previously  unknown  obverse  die;  an 
1856  proof  $3  gold  with  DOLLARS 
in  large  letters  struck  over  the  same 
inscription  in  small  letters;  and  an 
1803  eagle  bearing  a 14th  star  (his 
first  discovery). 

Using  Breen’s  work  as  a spring- 
hoard,  Bass  refined  his  own  system 
of  classification.  At  the  1989  COAC 
presentation,  he  displayed  his  revised 
classification,  noting  that  “an  apt 
subtitle  of  my  COAC  exhibit  might 
well  have  been  ‘Twenty-Three  Years 
of  Following  the  Path  of  Walter 
Breen.’”  Breen,  attending  the  meet- 
ing, openly  admired  the  quality  and 
scholarly  presentation  of  Bass’  exhibit. 

Bass  also  refined  his  judgment  by 
seeking  out  other  sources  for  his  edi- 
fication. From  bourses  and  conven- 
tions, countless  auctions  and  experi- 
enced dealers,  he  continued  to  add  to 
his  store  of  knowledge.  He  gave  par- 
ticular credit  to  Mike  Brownlee  and 
Stanley  Kesselman  for  their  insights 
on  condition,  rarity,  scarcity  and 
value  of  gold  coinage,  and  John  Ford 
and  Breen  for  their  descriptions  and 
histories  of  various  gold  coins  in  the 
1950s  and  ’60s.  Julian  Leidman 
taught  him  much  about  patterns. 

He  devoted  himself  to  building  a 
personal  numismatic  reference  li- 
brary of  both  primary  and  secondary 
sources,  eventually  building  an  addi- 
tion on  his  home  to  accommodate  it. 
And  it  was  a library  in  every  sense  of 
the  word — a large  room  with  two- 
sided  bookshelves  and  a reading 
table  in  the  center.  It  was  easily  one 
of  the  finest  private  numismatic  li- 
braries in  the  country.  At  his  death, 
Bass  had  accumulated  more  than 
10,000  references,  including  catalogs 
(early  and  contemporary),  books, 
monographs  and  hound  journals. 


The  quality,  range  and  depth  of  his 
numismatic  holdings  were  evidenced 
in  George  F.  Kolhe  sales  of  Bass  lit- 
erature in  1999  and  2000. 

Making  the  Grade 

As  Bass  honfd  his  skills  and  saw 
his  collection  grow,  he  felt  the  need 
to  apply  a grade  to  his  coins  for  his 
own  use.  He  shared  his  thoughts  in  a 
March  15,  1997,  E-mail  to  numis- 
matic friends.  He  titled  the  post 
“Use  of  Sheldon  Scale  in  Grading.” 
(In  1948  Dr.  William  Sheldon  devel- 
oped the  “Sheldon  Scale,”  assigning 
coin  grades  from  1 through  70.) 

Here’s  a little  kindling  for  the  fire! 

. . . Since  1966,  some  10,000+  nu- 
mismatic items  have  passed  through 
my  hands. 

WTien  I started,  I bought  books, 
lots  of  books  (still  do).  [Dr.  William 
Sheldon’s]  Penny  Whimsy  was  one  of 
the  first.  Around  1966  or  1967  1 
started  using  the  Sheldon  scale  for 
assigning  grades  to  gold  coins,  but 
with  four  primary  parameters — my 
objective  being  to  have  a notation 
system  that  would  give  me  an  accu- 
rate idea  of  what  1 had,  so  that  such 
information  could  he  readily  used 
from  my  records  when  viewing 
items  at  show's  and  auctions. 

1.  Use  of  conventional  Alpha  ab- 
breviations, in  addition  to  numbers, 
for  clarity 

2.  Use  of  numbers  only  in  incre- 
ments of  5 (almost  always — my  few 
slabbed  [“encapsulated”]  purchases 
and  some  more  recent  evaluations 
for  me  by  others  caused  some  devia- 
tions) 

3.  Adding  plus  (+)  and  minus  (-) 
characters  to  convey  what  is  today 
called  “eye  appeal” 

4.  Adjectival  words  to  point  out 
important  qualifiers 

My  primaiy^  areas  of  interest  have 
been  the  U.S.  gold  series  and  U.S. 
patterns.  Tie  latter  explains  what 
may  at  first  appear  to  he  an  inordi- 


nate number  ot  Proofs. 

In  1967,  1 had  conversations  with 
Abe  Kosoff  regarding  my  use  of  the 
vSheldon  scale  for  United  .States 
coinage  other  than  large  cents. 
Needless  to  say,  1 was  most  pleased 
w hen  he  decided  to  extend  its  use  in 
the  preparation  of  his  .May  14,  1968 
mail  hid  sale  of  the  Alex  Shuford 
(Collection.  He  limited  its  u.se  to  in- 
crements of  “5”  and  even  then  only 
through  AU-55,  I believe.  His  w'as 
the  first  such  use  in  a catalogue  of 
which  I am  aware.  WFat  has  ensued 
is,  of  course,  history.  . . . The  main 
point ...  is  that  it  is  a method  which 
makes  sense  to  me  and  that  I can  un- 
derstand and  replicate. 

I got  nothing  but  flack  from  all  of 
my  dealer  friends  for  many,  many 
years.  But  in  time,  they  all  had  to 
come  around  to  the  numbers — 
which,  as  now  used  with  increments 
of  one,  imply  an  exactitude  that  is 
highly  debatable  in  my  mind  ...  As 
for  taking  another’s  “word”  as  to 
grade,  I have  ALWAYS  (nearly) 
seen  the  item  before  purchase.  Mike 
Brownlee,  Julian  Leidman,  and 
Stanley  Kesselman  have  been  the 
only  persons  who  could  and  would 
view  items  on  my  behalf  using  my 
standards.  Having  such  a relation- 
ship w'ith  a few'  qualified  dealers  is 
to  he  sought  after  and  cherished! 

Determining  that  the  best  numis- 
matic library  in  the  country  w'as  at 
the  American  Numismatic  Society  in 
New  York  City,  Bass  availed  himself 
of  its  holdings  and  the  wisdom  of  its 
librarian,  Geoffrey  North.  He  was 
elected  an  associate  member  of  the 
Society  in  1966  and  quickly  sched- 
uled an  extended  session  wdth  North, 
asking  his  advice  on  building  his  per- 
sonal library  on  American  coinage. 
Thus  began  a lifelong  friendship 
with  North  and  subsequently  with  his 
successor  in  1975,  Frank  Campbell. 

The  library  and  the  generous  ad- 
vice offered  by  North  and  Campbell 
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l)ccainc  important  to  Bass’  mastery 
ot  L'nitecl  States  gold  coinage.  In  re- 
turn, he  contrihutetl  to  the  hook 
purchase  hind  and  also  donated 
money  to  totally  retxirhish  the  librar)' 
accessions  workroom,  d hese  were 
the  first  of  many  special  gifts  to  the 
ANS,  above  and  beyond  his  annual 
pledges  to  the  operating  budget  or 
building  funtls. 

Compiling  a Numismatic  Database 

In  January  1978,  Bass  was  elected 
president  of  the  Society.  He  was  de- 
termined to  strengthen  the  ANS  in- 
ternally and  raise  its  image  by  mak- 
ing its  resources  more  available  to 
the  world.  Alonths  after  he  took  of- 
fice, ANS  staff  members  found 
themselves  wrestling  with  how  best 
to  computerize  data  on  the  Society’s 
collections,  librarv'  and  business  sys- 
tems. Entering  750,000  numismatic 
objects  on  a new,  in-house,  main- 
frame computer  was  a huge  task,  and 
since  this  was  to  he  accomplished  by 
the  curators,  it  had  to  be  very'  care- 
fully orchestrated.  In  subsequent 
years,  Bass  continued  to  fund  special 
projects  and  guide  ANS  staff  in  tbe 
use  of  personal  computers  to  expe- 
dite their  work. 

Having  set  a new  course  for  the 
Society  during  his  seven  years  as 
president,  Bass  was  ready  to  move  on 
to  other  things  and  resigned  from 
ollice  in  the  summer  of  1984.  He 
never  lost  interest  in  the  ANS,  how- 
ever, and  a year  before  his  death  he 
paid  for  the  complete  electronic  con- 
version of  the  .\NS  library  catalog. 
This  last  project  was  not  finished  un- 
til several  months  after  Bass  died, 
but  even  in  his  final  hours,  he  care- 
fully monitored  its  progress. 

Welcome  World  Wide  Web 

IH  rilK  KND  of  the  198()s,  Bass  had 
amassed  more  than  1 (),()()()  books 


and  another  10,000  numismatic 
specimens,  which  included  paper 
money,  patterns,  California  frac- 
tional gold,  medals,  tokens,  proof 
sets,  commemoratives  and  world 
coins.  By  1991,  he  had  embarked  on 
tbe  creation  of  the  nonprofit  Harty 
Bass  Research  Foundation  (HERE). 
His  purchases  were  so  numerous  that 
he  needed  to  update  his  computer 
records.  In  the  summer  of  1991,  he 
hired  me  as  his  personal  assistant. 
Although  I knew  virtually  nothing 
about  numismatics,  I did  know  com- 
puters, and  Bass  knew  he  could  teach 
me  what  I had  to  know  about  coins. 

I soon  became  project  manager  for 
a much  more  ambitious  project — 
creating  and  maintaining  an  HERE 
site  on  tbe  emerging  World  Wdde 
Web.  (E-mail  was  just  catching  on, 
and  Bass  made  the  most  of  it,  en- 
couraging everyone  he  knew  in  nu- 
mismatics to  get  an  online  address.) 
At  the  time,  the  Internet  was  largely 
text  and  used  by  universities  and 
government  agencies.  Sites  for  nu- 
mismatists were  few  and  far  between. 
Bass  scanned  and  posted  images  of 
225  notes  from  bis  currency  collec- 
tion, which  had  been  donated  to  the 
HBRF.  Not  long  after,  he  received 
copyright  permission  to  include  the 
index  of  Hewitt  Numismatic  Publi- 
cations’ Niimimuitk  Scrapbook,  a ref- 
erence published  from  1935  to  1976. 

Eventually,  76,000  records  were 
added  to  the  Numismatic  Index  of 
Periodicals  or  NIP,  as  it  came  to  be 
called.  These  included  entries  not 
only  from  N/m/im/atic  Scrapbook,  but 
also  seven  classic  ANS  publications, 
many  of  which  had  been  discontin- 
ued, and  six  other  publications,  in- 
cluding The  Nii?f/is7f/atist.  While 
copyright  restrictions  did  not  allow 
the  republishing  of  the  original  arti- 
cles even  in  electronic  form,  this  was 
a new  way  for  numismatists  and  col-

lectors  everywhere  to  search  for 
what  had  previously  been  written  on 
any  numismatic  subject — 24  hours  a 
day!  Once  they  had  a list  of  relevant 
“hits,”  they  could  pursue  finding  the 
full  text  of  original  articles.  This 
searchable  database  is  available  at 
w'M'w.harty'bassfoundation.org  or  via 
links  on  the  ANA  web  site  at  w'U'w'. 
money.org. 

Bass  not  only  was  responsible  for 
HBRF,  but  also  the  Harry  Bass 
Foundation  (HBF),  which  his  father 
had  established  years  before  to  aid 
other  nonprofit  organizations  in  the 
greater  Dallas  area.  After  Bass’ 
death,  HBRF  trustees  had  to  deter- 
mine how  to  deal  with  his  extensive 
collection  of  coins  and  library  mate- 
rials, both  of  w hich  had  been  willed 
to  tbe  HBRF.  Suddenly  finding  itself 
with  20,000-plus  items,  the  Founda- 
tion determined  the  only  practical 
solution  was  to  weed  out  duplicates 
and  less  important  items  and  mark 
them  for  sale.  A very  select  group  of 
objects  would  be  kept  for  permanent 
display  to  represent  the  uniqueness 
and  quality  of  the  lifetime  collection. 

Consummate  numismatist  Q. 
David  Bowers  was  chosen  to  aid  in 
the  selection  process,  assisted  by  his 
competent  staff  of  specialists  at  Bow- 
ers and  Alerena  Calleries.  Numis- 
matic bookseller  George  F.  Kolbe 
was  brought  in  to  handle  Bass’  refer- 
ence  collection.  Tbe  Bass  sales  ac- 
complished three  things:  they  put  a 
vast  number  of  his  U.S.  gold  coins

hack,  on  the  market  so  that  other  ct)l- 
lectors  might  enjoy  them;  they  raised 
capital  for  the  Foundation  to  create  a 
permanent  display  of  the  finest 
pieces  of  the  Bass  Collection  at  the 
ANA;  and  they  funded  other  non- 
profit efforts  in  Bass’  name.  To  best 
coordinate  future  benevolent  endeav- 
ors, the  MBRF  and  FIBF  merged  in 
the  spring  of  2001  to  become  the 
Harn^  VV.  Bass  Jr.  Foundation. 

The  Foundation’s  web  site  illumi- 
nates the  Harry  Bass  Core  Collec- 
tion on  display  at  the  xANA  Money 
Museum,  as  well  as  the  full  text  of 
catalogs  for  the  four  Bass  sales.  The 
site  also  provides  detailed  pictures 
and  text  describing  each  item  on  dis- 
play for  those  unable  to  travel  to 
xANA  headquarters  in  Colorado 
Springs,  or  who  want  more  informa- 
tion about  the  coins,  patterns  and 


paper  money  on  display  there. 

Q.  David  Bowers  and  his  staff  of 
researchers  and  consultants  have 
published  the  hardbound,  full-color 
Har-ry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Museum  Syllogc. 
The  comprehensive  volume,  spon- 
sored and  underwritten  by  the  Foun- 
dation, features  U.S.  gold  coins  from 
1795  through  1834.  It  also  provides 
a vast  amount  of  information  on 
U.S.  $3  pieces  (a  Bass  specialty),  pat- 
tern coins  and  the  elegant  “Educa- 
tional Notes”  of  1896.

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Debasement  of  U.S.  Coinage

The  result  is  that  a 1 -ounce  silver 
.\inerican  Eagle  with  a face  value  of 
$1  or  a 1 -ounce  gold  Eagle  with  a 
face  value  of  $50,  for  example,  do 
not  circulate,  a prime  example  of 
Gresham’s  Law  (“bad  money  drives 
out  good”).  Since  the  coins’  face  val- 
ues are  in  “fiat  units,”  they  cannot 
automatically  be  exchanged  for  the 
intrinsic  value  of  gold  or  silver. 
However,  these  pieces  may  trade  at 
the  going  price  for  bullion. 

On  January  6,  1997,  Treasury 
Secretary  Robert  E.  Rubin  author- 
ized the  U.S.  Mint  to  produce 
.9996  fine  platinum  bullion  coins.  A 
1 -ounce  platinum  coin  has  a face 
value  of  $100,  while  the  free-market 
price  of  platinum  was  more  than 
$600  per  ounce  in  2000.  Obviously, 
the  government  did  not  want  these 
precious-metal  pieces  to  compete 
with  its  debased,  commercially  is- 
sued coins  for  general  circulation. 

Debasement  of  Commercial  Coins 

In  the  last  35  years.  United 
States  coinage  (dollar,  half  dollar, 
quarter,  dime  and  cent)  has  under- 
gone substantial  debasement.  The 
table  on  page  43  illustrates  the  in- 
trinsic value  of  representative  pieces 
before  and  after  debasement. 

The  1935  Peace  dollar  was  the  last 
90-percent  silver  coin  of  that  de- 
nomination issued  for  commercial 
purposes.  In  1971  the  dollar  was  de- 
based initially  to  40-percent  silver 
and,  later  in  the  year,  adjusted  again 
to  no  silver  at  all.  In  1979  and  2000, 
the  dollar’s  composition  was  debased 
further  to  ultimately  contain  only 
about  2 cents’  worth  of  base  metal, 
with  the  Susan  B.  Anthony  and  Saca- 
gawea  dollars  much  smaller  in  size 
and  weighing  8.1  grams  each. 


The  Kennedy  half  dollar  under- 
went a similar  process.  Eor  example, 
in  1964  the  half  dollar  was  90- 
percent  silver;  today  the  coin  con- 
tains no  silver  at  all  and  possesses 
a basic  intrinsic  value  of  approxi- 
mately 3 cents.  Non-silver,  clad  half 
dollars,  quarters  and  dimes  are  com- 
posed of  an  outer  layer  of  copper- 
nickel  (7 5 -percent  copper/2  5 -percent 
nickel)  bonded  to  an  inner  core  of 
pure  copper. 

Quarters  were  first  debased  in 
1965.  Today  these  circulating  coins 
contain  no  silver.  However,  in  honor 
of  the  country’s  Bicentennial  cele- 
bration, quarters  issued  in  1976  are 
40-percent  silver. 

Dimes  dated  1964  and  containing 
90-percent  silver  were  debased  in 
1965  to  contain  no  silver.  The  com- 
position of  the  cent  was  altered  in 
1982.  Now,  instead  of  being  brass, 
the  coin  is  copper-plated  zinc,  con- 
taining 2.5-percent  copper  and 
weighing  just  2.5  grams.  Interest- 
ingly, the  only  U.S.  coin  not  to  have 
been  debased  in  the  last  35  years  is 
the  Jefferson  nickel. 

Economic  Ramifications 

Obviously,  governments  can 
make  huge  profits  by  minting  de- 
based coins.  This  is  called  “seignior- 
age,” government  revenue  from  the 
manufacture  of  coins  calculated  as

the  difference  between  the  monetary 
(or  face)  value  and  the  bullion  value. 
Historically,  reasonable  revenue  for 
precious-metal  coinage  typically  has 
ranged  from  1 to  10  percent.  'I'he 
statistics  in  the  table  on  page  43 
demonstrate  that  as  the  intrinsic 
value  or  quality  of  money  decreases, 
the  seigniorage  increases.  Eor  exam- 
ple, in  2000  a single  1964  silver  dime 
was  equal  in  metal  value  to  18  Saca- 
gawea  manganese-brass  dollars. 

This  seems  to  be  no  more  than 
prosaic  economics  and  monetary 
manipulation.  However,  from  a per- 
sonal point  of  view,  my  father  re- 
members when  gold  coins  were  in 
circulation.  I recall  circulating  sil- 
ver coins.  My  daughter,  born  in 
1967,  has  known  only  clad,  debased 
coinage.  Are  we  to  join  all  those 
societies  whose  circulating  coinage 
has  become  intrinsically  worthless 
over  time?  •

Grading  Capped  Head  Half  Eagles 


Amoxc;  early  United 
States  gold  coins  (those 
made  before  the  weight  re- 
duction of  1834),  half  eagles  are  the 
most  affordable.  Of  course,  not  all 
collectors  will  consider  a five-figure 
price  affordable,  but  a serious  hob- 
byist who  is  determined  to  own  at 
least  one  gold  piece  from  this  period 
will  likely  focus  on  the  half  eagle. 

I'he  $5  piece  was  the  most  useful 
of  the  gold  denominations  during 
these  early  years.  In  fact,  from  1809 
through  1820,  it  was  the  only  gold 
coin  struck  by  the  United  States 
Mint.  This  utility  is  reflected  in  the 
relatively  large  numbers  coined  as 
compared  to  the  eagle  and  quarter 
eagle.  The  fact  that  all  United  States 
gold  coins  were  worth  more  than 
face  value  during  most  of  the  pre- 
1834  period  weighed  heavily  against 
their  survival,  but  fives  seem  to  have 
surv'ived  in  greater  numbers  in  direct 
correlation  to  their  higher  mintages. 

The  Capped  Head  $5  type  of 
1813-34  actually  represents  two  sub- 
types.  The  coins  of  1813-29  were 
struck  in  open  collars  and  have  a 
larger  diameter  and  shallower  rims 
than  the  modified  pieces  of  1829-34, 
which  were  coined  in  close  collars 
and  have  sharply  raised  rims. 

Both  versions  were  based  on  John 
Reich’s  original  design  of  1807.  Nu- 
mismatic scholars  are  uncertain 
whether  the  1813  head  was  the  work 
of  Reich  or  his  superior.  Chief  En- 
graver Robert  Scot.  More  certain  is 
that  Scot’s  successor,  William  Kneass, 
performed  the  work  of  modifying 
the  tlesign  in  1829  to  suit  the  new 
technology'  of  the  close  collar. 

Because  they  contained  more  than 
S5  worth  of  gold,  coins  of  this  type 


saw  limited  circulation.  Conse- 
quently, they  rarely  are  found  in 
grades  below  Very'  Fine.  Coins  dis-

playing  e.xtensive  wear  probably 
were  worn  as  jewelry  or  carried  as 
pocket  pieces,  suggesting  that  collec- 
tors should  e.xamine  them  carefully 
for  signs  of  solder  removal,  piercing 
and  repairs. 

Also  quite  scarce  are  truly  un- 
circulated examples.  The  softness  of 
gold  and  the  shallow  rims  of  the 
1813-29  pieces  contributed  to  rapid 
wear.  The  modified  coins  of  1829 
to  1834  were  less  prone  to  wear,  and 
a greater  percentage  of  them  sur- 
vive uncirculated. 

Capped  Head,  large-size  half  ea- 
gles are  known  for  every  date  from 
1813  through  1829,  with  the  e.xcep- 
tion  of  1816  and  1817.  Of  course, 
the  U.S.  iMint  is  known  to  have  used 
dies  without  regard  to  the  date  they 
bore,  so  recorded  mintage  figures

are  not  wholly  reliable. 

The  only  date  that  is  encountered 
with  any  frequency  in  mint-state 
condition  is  1813.  Both  its  large 
mintage  and  the  novelty  of  its  design 
may  have  contributed  to  its  higher 
survival  rate.  As  of  October  2001, 
Numismatic  Guaranty'  Corporation 
had  certified  116  examples  as  mint 
state,  the  finest  of  these  being  three 
coins  grading  Mint  State-65.  This 
compares  to  a total  of  174  mint-state 
coins  for  all  other  dates  (1814-29). 

The  modified  subtype  of  1829-34 
is  known  for  every'  date  in  that  span, 
but  none  of  these  are  more  common 
than  the  others.  Despite  substantial 
annual  mintages  (1834  being  the 
sole  exception),  these  coins  had  a 
very  high  attrition  rate.  They  all  are 
rare  in  any  grade,  though  a greater 
percentage  of  the  surviving  popu- 
lation is  found  in  or  near  uncir- 
culated condition.  This  subtype  is 
much  rarer  in  overall  numbers 
than  the  large-diameter  issue  of 
1813-29  and  is  a real  stumbling 
block  to  type  collectors. 

Both  subtypes  were  subject  to 
weakness  of  strike  at  their  centers. 
The  typical  coin  is  indistinct  in  the 
hair  above  Liberty’s  forehead,  at  the 
upper  part  of  the  shield,  and  in  the 
feathers  to  the  left  of  it. 

Wlaen  struck,  most  of  these  coins 
exhibited  luster  ranging  from  proof- 
like to  lightly  frosted,  but  years  of 
abuse  by  both  the  general  public 
and  misguided  numismatists  left 
many  specimens  impaired  by  harsh 
cleaning.  The  major  grading  serv- 
ices understand  this  and  are  more 
lenient  when  certifying  these  vin- 
tage coins  than  they  are  with  more 
recent  issues.  * 
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Encapsulation  Encourages  Inquiry 


COIN  GRADINCi  IS  much 
more  of  a subjective  art  than 
an  objective  science  because 
it  is  a shorthand  method  of  describ- 
ing a specimen’s  state  of  preserva- 
tion. So  many  factors  must  he  con- 
sidered that  it’s  not  always  clear  why 
a particular  grade  is  assigned. 

Q.  I bought  a Bust  dollar  through 
the  mail  from  a reputable  dealer  who 
stated  on  his  price  list  that  the  coin 
was  “E.xtremely  Fine,  lightly  cleaned, 
with  a few  insignificant  scratches.” 
The  price  I paid  represented  a large 
discount  over  what  an  Extremely 
Fine  coin  would  cost,  but  signifi- 
cantly higher  than  what  I would 


have  expected  to  pay  for  a Very  Fine 
grade.  In  short,  I believe  I paid  a fair 
price  for  the  coin.

However,  I am  a bit  confused.  A 
local  dealer,  from  whom  I have 
bought  many  coins,  saw  my  new 
purchase  and  suggested  that  he  send 


it  off  to  he  encapsulated  or  “slabbed.” 
I like  slabbed  coins,  but  1 thought 
“problem”  pieces  were  not  slabbed, 
at  least  not  without  an  appropriate 
description.  He  said  the  condition  of 
my  coin  wasn’t  serious  enough  to 
merit  a “no  grade”  or  other  negative 
description.  I figured,  what  the  heck, 
and  let  him  send  it  in.  He  was  right. 
Some  weeks  later,  my  encapsulated 
coin  arrived,  described  as  Very  Fine- 
30,  with  no  mention  of  its  light 
cleaning.  I always  thought  that 
cleaning  and  scratches  were  serious 
problems,  at  least  according  to  grad- 
ing services.  What  gives  here?  I’d 
like  to  emphasize  that  I like  my  coin 
and  what  I paid  for  it.  Maybe  the 
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deal  was  a little  better  than  I 
thought— I guess  I just  don’t  under- 
stand why.

A.  The  answer  to  your  question  may 
solve  other,  as-yet-unwritten  con- 
cerns. At  least  one  grading  and 
“slabbing”  service  encapsulates  coins 
that  have  serious  problems,  noting 
their  nature  on  the  encapsulation. 
Other  services  simply  do  not  slab 
coins  w ith  major  problems. 

d'he  key  word  here  is  “major.”  Be- 
cause coin  grading  is  a subjective  art, 
interpretation  can  and  does  vary, 
both  among  services  and  within  the 
same  service.  However,  as  long  as  a 
problem  is  not  major,  a coin  stands 
a good  chance  of  being  encapsulated. 
A serious  issue  with  one  type  of  coin 
may  not  be  problematic  with  an- 


other. Also,  the  older  the  coin,  the 
more  likely  small  problems  will  be 
acceptable.  Your  Bust  dollar  is  a 
good  example. 

Bust  coinage,  minted  from  1794 
to  1838,  simply  has  “been  around” 
longer  and  therefore  is  more  likely 
than  later  coinage  types  to  have  been 
subjected  to  cleaning  and  the  perils 
of  circulation.  The  serv'ice  probably 
considered  this  when  grading  your 
coin.  From  your  description,  your 
Bust  dollar  likely  would  have  graded 
Extremely  Fine-40  without  prob- 
lems. WTiat  the  grading  service  con- 
sidered to  be  minor  problems  re- 
duced the  grade  to  Choice  Very 
Fine-30,  which  is  better  than  Very 
Fine-20  or  -25,  but  less  than  Very 
Fine-35  or  Extremely  Fine-40. 

A grading  service’s  ultimate  goal  is 
to  encapsulate  coins  at  a grade  that 


will  meet  the  approval  of  the  most 
knowledgeable  collectors  and  dealers, 
which  certainly  appears  to  be  the  case 
with  your  Bust  dollar.  I hope  this  dis- 
cussion has  helped  further  your  un- 
derstanding of  how'  and  w hy  your 
coin  w^as  evaluated  as  it  was.

Federal  Charter 
and  Constitution 

Approved  May  9,  1912;  amended  ApiH  10,  1962. 

U.S.  Statutes  at  Large,  62nd  Congress, 
1911-1913,  V^ol.  37,  Part  1,  Public  Laws, 
as  amended  by  Act  of  April  10,  1962, 
87th  Congress,  Public  Law  87-433. 

CHARTER  106. — An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  American  Numismatic  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  that 
H.O.  Granberg  of  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin; 
William  A.  Ashbrook  ot  Johnstown, 
Ohio;  Henry  Chapman  of  Philadelphia; 
J.M.  Henderson  of  Columbus,  Ohio; 
Howland  Wood  of  Brookline,  Massachu- 
setts, together  with  such  persons  as  they 
may  associate  with  themselves,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  con- 
stituted a body  corporate  of  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Section  2.  That  the  name  of  such 
body  corporate  shall  be  “American  Nu- 
mismatic Association,”  and  by  that  name 
it  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 

Section  3.  That  the  objects  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  to  advance  the 
knowledge  of  numismatics  along  educa- 
tional, historical  and  scientific  lines  in  all 
its  various  branches;  to  assist  in  bringing 
about  better  cooperation  between  all  per- 
sons interested  in  the  coinage,  circula- 
tion, classification,  collection,  sales,  exhi- 
bition, use  and  preservation  of  all  coins, 
bills  and  medals;  to  acquire  and  dissemi- 
nate trustworthy  information  bearing 
upon  these  topics;  to  promote  greater 
popular  interest  in  the  science  of  numis- 
matology, and  for  the  particular  purpose 
of  bringing  the  numismatists  of  America 
into  closer  relations  with  one  another, 
and  of  promoting  friendly  feeling  for  one 
another  through  social  intercourse,  the 
interchange  of  ideas  and  discussions  of 
mutual  interests;  to  acquire,  own,  hold. 


and  dispose  of  such  personal  property 
and  own  real  estate  for  its  own  use,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  properly  carry  into 
effect  the  purposes  herein  set  forth;  and 
to  perform  all  such  other  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  to  the  full  carrying 
into  effect  the  said  purposes,  but  such 
purposes  do  not  include  operations  for 
pecuniary  profit. 

Section  4.  That  the  principal  office  of 
said  Association  shall  be  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  but  the  Association  through 
its  representatives  shall  have  power  to  es- 
tablish and  maintain  such  other  offices 
throughout  America  as  the  business  of 
the  Association  may  require. 

Section  5.  Lhat  the  control  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a board  of 
not  less  than  five  (5)  governors,  to  be 
elected  by  the  members  of  sucb  Associa- 
tion. The  incorporators  hereof  shall 
act  as  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the 
first  year  and  until  others  are  chosen  in 
their  stead. 

Section  6.  That  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors shall  have  the  power  to  make  such 
prudential  bylaws  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  proper  for  the  management 
and  control  of  the  business  and  affairs 
of  the  Association  not  inconsistent  with 
this  Act  or  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Section  7.  That  said  Association  shall 
further  have  power  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal  and  to  alter  and  change  the 
same  at  its  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued  in 
any  court  of  the  United  States  or  other 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  to  take 
or  receive  for  the  purposes  of  the  Associ- 
ation any  gift,  grant  or  device;  and  to  ac- 
cept and  administer  any  trust  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Association. 

Section  8.  That  this  Act  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 


Section  9.  That  this  Act  shall  take  ef- 
fect immediately  on  its  passage. 

Bylaws 

The  American  Numismatic  Association, 
in  order  to  best  effectuate  the  objects  and 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  Federal  Char- 
ter granted  to  it  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America  on  May  9, 
1912,  and  amended  April  10,  1962,  does 
hereby  adopt  the  following  bylaws  and 
regulations. 

This  printing  reflects  changes  through  October 
2001.  Changes  enacted  since  the  last  printing 
{Jammy  2000)  are  highlighted  in  bold,  italic  type. 

Article  I 

Members — Eligibility  and 
Privileges 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  As- 
sociation shall  consist  of  Regular  Mem- 
bers, Club  Members,  Associate  Members, 
Junior  Members,  Life  Members,  Sustain- 
ing Members,  Honorary  Members  and 
Special  Members.  Memberships  are  not 
transferable  from  one  person  to  another. 

Section  2.  All  members  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Associa- 
tion, including  the  right  to  vote,  hold  of- 
fice (subject  to  any  limitations  set  forth  in 
Article  IV,  Section  1(a)  or  in  Article  V 
hereof)  and  receive  the  official  publica- 
tions of  the  Association,  except  that: 

(a)  Associate  Members  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  hold  office  or  receive  the  official 
publication  of  the  Association. 

(b)  Members  under  1 8 years  of  age  as 
of  November  30  immediately  preceding 
an  election  year  may  not  hold  office.  A 
member  under  18  years  of  age  may  not 
borrow  books  from  the  Association  Li- 
brary unless  his/her  parent  or  guardian 
shall  guarantee  the  return  thereof  in  their 
condition  at  the  time  of  such  borrowing. 

(c)  Honorary  Members  shall  not  be  el- 
igible to  hold  office  unless  they  were 
Regular  Members  or  Life  Members  of 
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the  Association  at  the  time  Honorary 
Membership  was  conferred  upon  them. 

(d)  .Member  clubs  may  not  hold  office. 

Section  3.  Regular  members  shall  be 
those  individuals  now  Regular  Members 
in  good  standing  and  those  hereafter  ad- 
mitted as  Regular  .Members  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  .Any  individual  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, 18  years  of  age  or  over,  shall  be  eli- 
gible for  Regular  Membership. 

(b)  Every  full-time  employee  of  the  As- 
sociation, 18  years  of  age  or  over  (other 
than  any  appointed  officer  or  staff  mem- 
ber referred  to  in  Article  IV,  Section  4(g) 
hereof),  may  be  a Regular  Member  of  the 
Association  for  the  duration  of  his/her 
employment  without  payment  of  an  ad- 
mission fee  or  dues. 

Section  4.  .Any  nonprofit  numismatic 
club,  society,  association  or  corporation, 
and  any  museum,  archives,  public  library 
or  school  shall  be  eligible  for  Club  Mem- 
bership, provided  the  applicant  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Director.  Any 
applicant  for  a club  membership  shall 
submit  to  the  Executive  Director,  at  his/ 
her  request,  copies  of  such  applicant’s 
constitution  and  bylaws. 

Section  5.  Associate  Alembers  shall  be 
those  individuals  now  Associate  Members 
in  good  standing  and  those  persons  here- 
after admitted  as  such  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  .Any  individual  who  is  a son,  daugh- 
ter or  spouse  of  a Regular  .Member  or 
Life  .Member  in  good  standing  shall  be 
eligible  for  .Associate  .Membership,  pro- 
vided his/her  application  is  approved  in 
writing  by  such  member. 

(b)  .Any  Associate  .Member,  1 8 years  of 
age  or  over,  in  good  standing,  may  become 
a Regular  Member  upon  due  application 
therefor  to  the  Executive  Director  and 
payment  of  the  admission  fee  and  one 
year’s  advance  dues,  provided,  however, 
that  no  admission  fee  w'ill  be  required  if 
such  Associate  .Member  makes  such  appli- 
cation during  his/her  eighteenth  year.  .Any 
such  applicant  shall  retain  his/her  .Associate 
Membership  number. 

(c)  .An  .Associate  .Member  shall  be  re- 


quired to  maintain  the  same  mailing  ad- 
dress as  the  Regular  or  Life  .Member  with 
whom  he/she  is  associated. 

Section  6.  Junior  .Members  shall  be 
those  individuals  now  Junior  .Members  in 
good  standing  and  those  persons  here- 
after admitted  as  such  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  Any  individual  of  good  moral  char- 
acter less  than  18  years  of  age  shall  be  el- 
igible for  Junior  .Membership,  provided 
such  individual’s  application  is  approved 
in  writing  by  two  persons,  at  least  one  of 
whom  is  a parent  or  guardian  of  the  ap- 
plicant and  at  least  one  of  whom  is  a 
member  in  good  standing. 

(b)  During  the  minority  of  a Junior 
.Member,  his/her  membership  number 
shall  be  preceded  by  the  letter  “J.”  Upon 
reaching  his/her  majority,  the  said  Junior 
.Member  shall  automatically  become  a 
Regular  .Member  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges thereof. 

Section  7.  Life  .Members  shall  be 
those  individuals,  numismatic  clubs  and 
kindred  associations  now  Life  Members 
and  those  individuals  and  clubs  hereafter 
admitted  as  such  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter set  forth: 

(a)  Any  individual  or  numismatic  club 
shall  be  eligible  for  Life  Membership. 
Such  Life  Membership  may  be  bestowed 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  by  its  owm  ac- 
tion upon  a member  who  has  rendered 
the  Association  some  special  service. 

Section  8.  Honorary  .Membership 
may  be  conferred  only  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  upon  any  person  who  has  ren- 
dered the  .Association  or  the  science  of 
numismatics  some  particular  or  note- 
worthy service  or  who  is  considered  de- 
serving of  the  special  and  distinctive  title 
of  Honorary  .Member. 

Honorary  .Memberships  shall  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  holders  of  the  offices  of 
Director  of  the  Mint,  Superintendent  of 
the  Denver  .Mint,  and  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  for  the 
duration  of  their  terms  of  office.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  each  such  term,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Director  shall  notify  the  retiring 
director  as  to  the  termination  of  such 


membership  and  shall  notify  the  succeed- 
ing director  as  to  his/her  selection  as  an 
Honorary  .Member  for  the  duration  of 
his/her  term  of  office. 

Section  9.  .A  Special  .Membership  may 
be  conferred  by  the  Executive  Director 
or  the  Board  on  any  non-member  of  the 
Association  who  has  rendered  some  spe- 
cial service  to  the  Association,  which 
Special  .Membership  shall  be  limited  to  a 
period  of  one  year.  Special  .Members 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges  of 
the  Association  set  forth  in  Section  2 of 
this  Article  I,  but  shall  not  have  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office. 

Section  10.  .Any  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  eligible  to  become  a Sus- 
taining .Member  upon  making  application 
therefor  and  paying  such  fees  and  dues 
and  complying  with  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  the  Board  of  Governors  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  establish.  The  dues 
from  such  memberships  shall  be  placed  in 
a separate  fund  to  be  applied  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  Association  pur- 
poses as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  des- 
ignated by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Article  II 

Membership— Application, 
Admission  and  Dues 

Section  1.  Applications  to  Become 
Regular  Members,  Club  .Members,  Asso- 
ciate .Members,  Junior  Members,  Life 
Members  or  Sustaining  .Members  shall  be 
made  in  writing  on  forms  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors.  Such  applica- 
tions shall  furnish  the  name  and  address 
of  the  applicant  and,  if  an  individual,  the 
date  of  birth  and  class  of  membership  ap- 
plied for. 

Section  2.  Such  application  and  the 
admission  fee  and  advance  dues  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Executive  Director, 
and,  upon  the  latter’s  receipt  thereof,  the 
applicant  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  with  all  the  rights 
of  membership. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  cause  notice  of  each  application  for 
membership  to  be  published  monthly  in 
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The  Sinumuatht,  the  official  magazine  of 
the  Association.  If  written  objection  to 
such  admission  is  received  by  the  Execu- 
tive Director  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
such  publication,  he/she  shall  thereupon 
give  the  applicant  w'ritten  notice  of  such 
objection  and  the  nature  thereof,  and  re- 
quest an  answer  thereto  within  twenty 
(20)  days  after  the  applicant’s  receipt  or 
rejection  of  said  notice.  After  the  expira- 
tion of  said  twenty-  (20-)day  period,  the 
Executive  Director  shall  present  such 
written  objection,  the  applicant’s  answer 
thereto,  if  any,  and  all  other  available  in- 
formation relating  thereto  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  a determination  as  to 
whether  or  not  to  revoke  the  member- 
ship to  which  such  objection  has  been 
made.  In  the  event  that  such  membership 
is  revoked,  the  admission  fee  and  dues 
shall  be  refunded.  In  the  event  that  such 
membership  is  not  revoked  or  if  no  ob- 
jection is  made  thereto  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  the  applicant’s  membership  will 
remain  in  effect. 

Section  4. 

(a)  The  dues  of  Regular  Members, 
Club  Members,  Associate  Members,  Jun- 
ior Members  and  Life  Members  shall  be 
in  an  amount  or  amounts  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

(b)  Honorary  Members,  Special  Mem- 
bers and  members  receiving  50-year 
membership  gold  medals  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  dues. 

(c)  An  admission  fee,  in  an  amount 
to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, shall  be  payable  by  each  ap- 
plicant for  Regular  Membership  and 
Club  Membership. 

Article  III 

Members — Mediation, 
Resignation,  Discipline 
Suspension  and  Expulsion 

Section  1.  No  member  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  resign  from  the  Association 
while  he/she  is  indebted  to  it  in  any  man- 
ner or  while  charges  are  pending  against 
him/her,  unless  his/her  resignation  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Governors.  In  the 
event  of  such  approval,  the  granting  of 


any  subsequent  application  for  member- 
ship or  reinstatement  to  such  member 
must  be  approved  by  said  Board. 

Section  2.  Each  member  shall  pay 
his/her  dues  in  advance  for  each  one-  (I-) 
year  period  commencing  on  the  day 
of  the  month  on  which  such  member’s 
application,  admission  fee  and  dues  were 
received  by  the  Executive  Director.  If 
a member  is  delinquent  in  the  payment 
of  his/her  dues  for  more  than  ninety  (90) 
days,  his/her  membership  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  terminated  and  his/her  name  shall 
be  removed  from  the  membership  rolls 
and  mailing  list.  Any  member  whose 
membership  has  been  so  terminated  or 
who  has  resigned  may  be  reinstated  upon 
payment  of  arrearages  due  at  the  time  of 
suspension  or  resignation,  as  well  as  all 
subsequent  dues  to  date,  provided  no 
charges  are  pending  against  him/her,  and 
in  such  case,  only  if  the  charges  are  with- 
drawn or  dismissed.  If  the  aforesaid  pay- 
ments are  not  made,  then  the  member 
whose  membership  has  been  terminated 
must  apply  as  a new  member  and  receive 
a new  membership  number  if  admitted. 

[NOTE:  Sections  3 through  10  of 
this  Article  III  were  revised  per 
Board  action  in  August  2001.] 

Section  3. 

(a)  Any  member  committing  any  uneth- 
ical act  in  his/her  dealings  with  others,  un- 
justly defaming  the  character  of  any  other 
member,  interfering  with  the  activities  of 
the  Association,  committing  a criminal  of- 
fense, engaging  in  conduct  unbecoming  a 
member,  engaging  in  conduct  prejudicial 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Association,  engaging 
in  conduct  which  brings  disrepute  upon 
the  Association,  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  these  Bylaws  or  any  codes  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  failing  to 
respond  to  a complaint  made  pursuant  to 
Section  4 of  this  Article  III,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  discipline,  up  to  and  including  ex- 
pulsion, as  hereinafter  provided. 

(b) The  following  conduct  shall  con- 
clusively be  deemed  to  be  “conduct  unbe- 
coming a member”  and  “conduct  preju- 
dicial to  the  welfare  of  the  Association” 
without  further  proof  or  evidence: 
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(i)  Selling  and/or  trading  by  any 
member  on  three  (3)  or  more  occa- 
sions of  counterfeit  or  altered  numis- 
matic items  irrespective  of  his/her  lack 
of  knowledge  as  to  the  authentic- 
ity thereof; 

(ii)  Selling  and/or  trading  by  any 
member  on  one  (1)  or  more  occasions 
of  counterfeit  or  altered  numismatic 
items  with  knowledge  as  to  the  lack  of 
authenticity  thereof; 

(iii)  Advertising  or  offering  for  sale 
or  trade  any  coin  which  has  been 
chemically  or  mechanically  altered  by 
means  not  generally  accepted  by  nu- 
mismatic standards  and  w'hich  is  repre- 
sented to  be  of  a higher  or  of  a more 
nearly  perfect  condition  than  was  the 
coin  prior  to  its  being  altered; 

(iv)  The  selling  and/or  trading  of 
reproductions  or  other  altered  numis- 
matic items  generally  accepted  and 
collected  by  numismatists  and  not  in 
any  way  misrepresented  as  genuine 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute 
“conduct  unbecoming  a member”  or 
“conduct  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Association.” 

Section  4. 

(a)  Whenever  it  is  charged  in  writing 
and  with  particularity,  by  a person  re- 
ferred to  herein  as  the  Complainant,  that 
any  member,  referred  to  herein  as  the 
Respondent,  has  engaged  in  or  is  engag- 
ing in  the  acts  or  practices  prohibited  by 
Section  3 of  this  Article  III,  the  com- 
plaint process,  with  the  requirements  as 
established  herein,  shall  be  followed. 

(b) The  Complaint: 

(i)  To  initiate  a complaint,  the  Com- 
plainant must  complete  a complaint 
form  as  provided  by  the  Association 
which  shall  include  the  name,  address 
and  membership  number  (if  applicable) 
of  the  Complainant;  specific  detail  of 
the  allegations  giving  rise  to  the  com- 
plaint; identification  of  all  witnesses,  if 
any,  with  information  regarding  the 
complaint;  all  documents  supporting 
the  complaint;  the  specific  relief  re- 
quested; and  the  Complainant’s  signa- 
ture under  oath. 

(ii)  The  following  fees  and  costs 
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shall  be  assessed  a Complainant: 

For  current  Association  members 
who  were  members  at  the  time  of  the 
actions  complained  of,  the  follow  ing 
costs  shall  be  paid  to  the  Association: 

1)  for  numismatic  transactions  valued 
at  S0-S2  50.00,  a $50.00  processing  fee; 

2)  for  numismatic  transactions  valued 
at  S250.01-S500.00,  a $25.00  process- 
ing fee;  3)  For  numismatic  transactions 
valued  at  S500.01  or  greater  and  for 
matters  not  involving  a numismatic 
transaction,  there  shall  be  no  process- 
ing fee. 

For  Complainants  w ho  are  not  cur- 
rent Association  members  or  who  w'ere 
not  Association  members  at  the  time 
of  the  actions  complained  of,  the  fol- 
lowing costs  shall  be  paid  to  the  Asso- 
ciation: 1)  a $50.00  processing  fee  for 
handling  through  the  xMediation  Com- 
mittee decision;  2)  a $100.00  process- 
ing fee  for  an  appeal  from  the  Me- 
diation Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Governors.  Processing  fee  must  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the 
complaint  or  the  appeal. 

(iii)  All  complaints  filed  by  Com- 
plainants shall  be  fded  wdthin  90  days 
of  the  occurrence  of  the  actions  com- 
plained of  or  the  Complainant  becom- 
ing aware  of  the  actions  giving  rise  to 
the  complaint.  In  no  event  shall  a 
complaint  be  filed  more  than  tw'o  (2) 
years  after  the  actions  complained 
of  occurred. 

(iv)  The  Executive  Director  or  his/ 
her  designee  shall  review'  each  com- 
plaint and  determine  whether  it  meets 
the  requirements  of  this  Article  III, 
$ection  3,  and  whether  the  form  is 
complete  and  timely  as  required  by  this 
.-Vrticle  III,  Section  4(b)  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii). 

(v)  'Fhe  Association  may  fde  a com- 
plaint against  any  member  for  actions 
complained  of  in  this  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion 3.  .Any  complaint  filed  by  the  As- 
sociation must  be  brought  within  six 
(6)  months  of  the  Association  becom- 
ing aware  of  the  conduct  giving  rise  to 
the  complaint.  In  no  event  shall  any 
complaint  be  brought  by  the  Associa- 
tion more  than  two  (2)  years  after  the

conduct  complained  of  occurred.  In 
the  event  the  Association  files  a com- 
plaint, the  Executive  Director  or  his/ 
her  designee  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Association  as  the  Complainant. 

(vi)  A copy  of  the  complaint  and  all 
supporting  documents  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  the  Respondent  within  15 
days  of  receipt  by  the  Association  of 
a properly  completed  complaint.  A 
copy  of  this  Article  III  shall  accom- 
pany the  complaint  and  shall  serve  to 
advise  the  Respondent  of  the  rights 
provided  in  such  proceedings  and  of 
the  possible  consequences  of  discipli- 
nary action.  The  complaint  may  be 
provided  by  any  form  of  reasonable 
delivery  provided  that  a return  receipt 
or  other  acknowledgment  of  receipt 
is  obtained. 

(c)  The  Response. 

(i)  The  Respondent  shall  provide 
the  Association  and  the  Complainant  a 
response  to  the  complaint  within  30 
days  of  receipt  of  the  complaint.  The 
response  may  be  provided  by  any  form 
of  reasonable  deliver)'  provided  that  a 
return  receipt  or  other  acknowledg- 
ment of  receipt  is  obtained. 

(ii)  The  response  must  contain  the 
name  and  address  of  the  Respondent;  a 
detailed  response  to  the  allegations  of 
the  complaint;  identification  of  all  wit- 
nesses, if  any,  w'ith  information  regard- 
ing the  complaint  or  response;  all  docu- 
ments supporting  the  response;  and  the 
Respondent’s  signature  under  oath. 

(iii)  Eailure  to  respond  to  the  com- 
plaint in  a timely  fashion  shall  be 
deemed  an  admission  of  the  complaint. 
Refusal  to  accept  a complaint  sent  by 
the  Association  shall  be  deemed  an  ad- 
mission of  the  complaint. 

(d)  The  Reply. 

(i)  Within  15  days  of  receipt  of  the 
response,  the  Complainant  may  submit 
a reply.  The  Complainant  shall  pro- 
vide the  reply,  if  any,  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  to  the  Respondent.  The  reply 
may  be  provided  by  any  form  of  rea- 
sonable delivery  provided  that  a return 
receipt  or  other  acknowledgment  of 
receipt  is  obtained. 
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(ii)  The  reply  may  only  respond  to 
issues  raised  in  the  response  and  may 
not  assert  new  allegations  not  con- 
tained in  the  complaint.  The  reply  can 
provide  additional  documentation  re- 
sponsive to  the  response  supporting 
the  Complainant’s  position. 

(iii)  The  reply  must  be  signed  by 
the  Complainant  under  oath. 

(iv)  The  Complainant  is  not  obli- 
gated to  submit  a reply. 

(e)  The  Mediation  Committee. 

(i)  There  shall  be  a Mediation  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  five  (5)  members, 
each  of  w'hom  must  be  a current  mem- 
ber of  the  Association  and  a past  mem- 
ber of  the  Association’s  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. The  Mediation  Committee  shall 
be  chaired  by  the  immediate  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  unless  the  im- 
mediate past  president  is  a current 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  In 
the  event  the  immediate  past  president 
is  a current  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  the  iMediation  Committee 
shall  be  chaired  by  the  most  recent  past 
president  of  the  Association  who  is  not  a 
current  member  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. The  Association  president  shall 
appoint  five  (5)  members  of  the  Media- 
tion Committee,  all  of  w hom  must  be 
past  Governors  of  the  Association  and  at 
least  two  (2)  of  w hom  must  not  be  nu- 
mismatic dealers.  Eor  purposes  of  this 
Article,  a numismatic  dealer  is  a person 
who  has  been  engaged  in  the  regular 
business  of  the  purchase  or  sale  of  nu- 
mismatic materials  at  any  time  during 
the  past  five  (5)  years.  The  members  of 
the  Mediation  Committee  shall  serve 
during  the  term  of  office  of  the  Associa- 
tion president  who  appointed  them. 

(ii)  Referral  of  a complaint  to  the 
Mediation  Committee. 

Upon  receipt  of  a complaint,  re- 
sponse and  reply,  if  any,  the  Executive 
Director  or  his/her  designee  shall  for- 
ward all  materials  to  the  Mediation 
Committee  for  handling,  \^’ithin  30 
days  of  receipt  of  a complaint,  response 
and  reply,  if  any,  the  Mediation  Com- 
mittee shall  review  all  materials  submit- 
ted and  determine  whether  additional 
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intoniiation  is  needed  and/or  whether  a 
hearing  is  necessary  to  take  action  on 
the  complaint. 

If  the  Mediation  Committee  deter- 
mines that  it  has  sufficient  information 
to  make  a determination  on  the  com- 
plaint without  a hearing,  it  shall,  within 
45  days  of  receipt  of  the  complaint,  re- 
sponse and  reply,  if  any,  render  a writ- 
ten decision  regarding  the  complaint. 

If  the  Mediation  Committee  needs 
additional  information  to  make  a deci- 
sion regarding  the  complaint  or  if  it 
determines  that  a hearing  is  necessary 
to  resolve  the  complaint,  it  shall;  1) 
schedule  a telephone  hearing  to  occur 
within  60  days  of  the  Mediation  Com- 
mittee’s receipt  of  the  complaint,  re- 
sponse and  reply,  if  any;  2)  request  any 
additional  information  be  submitted 
prior  to  or  at  the  time  of  the  hearing; 
and  3)  render  a written  decision  within 
15  days  of  the  conclusion  of  the  tele- 
phone hearing. 

The  Mediation  Committee’s  written 
decision  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Complainant  and  Respondent  within 
five  (5)  days  of  the  Association’s  receipt 
of  the  decision.  The  Mediation  Com- 
mittee’s decision  may  be  provided  by 
any  form  of  reasonable  delivery  pro- 
vided that  a return  receipt  or  other  ac- 
knowledgment of  receipt  is  obtained. 

(iii)  The  Mediation  Committee  shall 
have  the  authority  to  impose  any  disci- 
pline against  a Respondent  it  deems  ap- 
propriate, including  placing  limitations 
upon  a Respondent’s  membership,  ex- 
cept the  Mediation  Committee  may  not 
suspend  or  expel  a Respondent’s  mem- 
bership in  the  Association.  The  Media- 
tion Committee  may  issue  reprimands, 
assess  loss  of  privileges  against  the  Re- 
spondent, order  restitution  or  the  re- 
turn of  numismatic  materials,  assess 
fines  or  penalties,  reimburse  fees,  place 
a respondent  on  probation,  or  fashion 
any  other  discipline  which  the  Media- 
tion Committee  deems  appropriate.  If 
the  Mediation  Committee  believes  that 
suspension  or  expulsion  from  Associa- 
tion membership  is  the  appropriate 
sanction  against  a Respondent,  the  Me- 


diation C>)mmittee  shall,  in  its  written 
decision,  make  such  a recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Covernors.  All  disci- 
pline authorized  to  be  imposed  by  the 
Mediation  Committee  shall  become 
immediately  effective  unless  a timely 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Governors  is 
filed  as  provided  in  this  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion 5. 

Section  5. 

(a)  Any  party  to  a complaint  under  this 
Article  III  who  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  of  the  Mediation  Committee 
may  appeal  the  Mediation  Committee’s 
decision  to  the  Association’s  Board  of 
Governors.  All  recommendations  by  the 
Mediation  Committee  for  suspension  or 
expulsion  shall  automatically  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  as  an  appeal. 

(b)  The  appeal  of  a Mediation  Com- 
mittee decision  must  be  sent  by  the  ap- 
pealing party  to  the  Association’s  Execu- 
tive Director  within  1 5 days  of  receipt  of 
the  Mediation  Committee’s  decision.  Ap- 
peals must  be  accompanied  by  the  appro- 
priate payment  as  identified  in  Article  III, 
Section  4(b)(ii).  There  shall  be  no  cost 
resulting  from  automatic  appeals  from  a 
Mediation  Committee  recommendation 
of  suspension  or  expulsion.  Appeals  filed 
after  the  1 5 days  provided  for  herein  shall 
not  be  accepted  and  the  Mediation  Com- 
mittee’s decision  shall  be  final  and  bind- 
ing on  the  parties  to  the  complaint. 

(c)  The  appeal  must  state  the  specific 
basis  for  the  appeal,  the  reason  the  ap- 
pealing party  disagrees  with  the  Media- 
tion Committee’s  decision  and  the  relief 
requested  by  the  appealing  party. 

(d)  Within  15  days  of  receipt  of  an  ap- 
peal, the  Association  shall  provide  a copy 
of  the  appeal  to  all  parties  to  the  com- 
plaint. The  appeal  may  be  provided  by 
any  form  of  reasonable  delivery  provided 
that  a return  receipt  or  other  acknowl- 
edgment of  receipt  is  obtained. 

(e)  Any  non-appealing  party  may  sub- 
mit a response  to  the  appeal  within  15 
days  of  receipt  of  the  appeal.  The  re- 
sponse shall  be  provided  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  to  all  parties  to  the  complaint. 
The  response  to  the  appeal  may  be  pro- 
vided by  any  form  of  reasonable  delivery 


provided  that  a return  receipt  or  other 
acknowledgment  of  receipt  is  obtained. 

(f)  All  materials  provided  as  a jtart  of 
the  Mediation  Committee’s  decision  as 
well  as  all  appeal  submissions  will  be  pro- 
vided to  tbe  Association’s  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. I he  Board  of  Governors  shall 
consider  appeals  of  .Mediation  (!!ommit- 
tee  decisions  two  (2)  times  per  year  at 
their  regularly  scheduled  meetings  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  Association’s  two 
(2)  conventions. 

(g)  Appeals  will  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  if  all  time  frames 
providing  for  submissions  under  the  ap- 
peal process  have  expired  at  least  30  days 
prior  to  the  time  scheduled  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  Association’s  convention  at 
which  the  case  is  to  be  considered. 

(h)  All  parties  to  an  appeal  will  be  given 
1 5 days  notice  of  their  right  to  present  ar- 
gument to  support  their  position  on  ap- 
peal before  tbe  Board  of  Governors.  The 
Board  of  Governors  will  not  conduct  new 
hearings  but  rather  will  only  hear  argu- 
ment from  the  parties  to  the  appeal. 

(i)  Within  30  days  of  the  consideration 
of  an  appeal,  the  Board  of  Governors 
shall  render  a written  decision  on  the  ap- 
peal. The  Board  of  Governors’  decision 
shall  be  provided  to  the  parties  to  the  ap- 
peal. The  Board  of  Governors’  decision 
may  be  provided  by  any  form  of  reason- 
able delivery  provided  that  a return  re- 
ceipt or  other  acknowledgment  of  receipt 
is  obtained. 

(j)  Tbe  Board  of  Governors’  decision 
may  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  tbe  deci- 
sion of  the  Mediation  Committee  and 
may  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  any  disci- 
pline imposed  by  the  Mediation  Com- 
mittee, all  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

(k)  The  Board  of  Governors’  decision 
shall  be  final  and  binding  on  the  parties  to 
the  appeal.  The  parties  to  the  complaint 
and  the  appeal  shall  have  no  further  re- 
course with  regard  to  the  complaint. 

Section  6. 

(a)  All  disputes  which  have  been  or 
currently  are  the  subject  of  arbitration  or 
civil  litigation  are  not  eligible  for  submis- 
sion under  this  Article  III  except  to  the 
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extent  that  the  relief  requested  is  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion  of  membership  from 
the  Association  because  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Respondent. 

(b)  .Ml  complaints  involving  a Re- 
spondent who  has  had  three  (3)  or  more 
complaints  filed  against  him/her  within 
the  immediately  preceding  two  (2)  years 
shall  be  submitted  directly  to  the  Board  of 
(iovernors  for  consideration  at  the  next 
regularly  scheduled  convention  meeting. 
.■Ml  such  complaints  shall  be  submitted, 
regardless  of  whether  the  complaints  were 
resolved  prior  to  hearing  by  the  Aledia- 
tion  Committee.  If  a third  complaint  is 
fded  within  a two-  (2-)  year  period  such 
that  the  matters  are  to  be  forwarded  di- 
rectly to  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Re- 
spondent shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
respond  to  all  such  complaints  as  outlined 
in  this  Article  III.  If  the  Respondent  has 
resolved  one  or  more  complaints  without 
having  submitted  a response,  the  Re- 
spondent may  submit  a response  to  all 
complaints  to  be  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  within  the  time  permitted 
under  this  Article  III,  Section  4(c).  The 
Board  of  Governors  may  impose  disci- 
pline, up  to  and  including  expulsion,  on 
habitual  Respondents  who  avoid  disci- 
pline by  resolving  complaints  after  they 
are  fded  but  before  consideration  by  the 
Mediation  Committee. 

(c)  All  complaints  involving  a Com- 
plainant who  has  fded  three  (3)  or  more 
complaints  within  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding two  (2)  years  shall  be  submitted 
directly  to  tbe  Board  of  Governors  for 
consideration  at  the  next  regularly  sched- 
uled convention  meeting.  All  such  com- 
plaints shall  be  submitted,  regardless  of 
whether  the  complaints  were  resolved 
prior  to  hearing  by  the  Mediation  Com- 
mittee. The  Board  of  Governors  may 
impose  discipline,  up  to  and  including 
expulsion  from  the  Association,  upon 
Complainants  who  are  deemed  to  be 
habitual  Complainants  filing  repeated 
unfounded  complaints. 

(d)  Throughout  the  process  provided 
for  in  this  Article  III,  the  E.xecutive  Direc- 
tor or  his/her  designee  shall  work  to  re- 
solve complaints.  complaint  may  be  re- 


solved or  withdrawn  at  any  time  prior  to  a 
decision  of  the  Mediation  Committee. 

(e)  .Ml  discipline  imposed  against  a 
member  of  the  .Association,  once  the  dis- 
cipline is  deemed  final,  shall  be  published 
in  The  Nimimiatist. 

Section  7.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  have  the  right  to  temporarily  expel 
or  suspend  any  member  who  fails  to  re- 
spond to  a complaint  or  who  fails  to  pay 
any  indebtedness  to  the  Association  that 
is  three  (3)  months  or  more  overdue,  or 
fails  to  return  any  library  book  or  other 
property  to  the  Association  within  two 
(2)  months  after  demand  is  made  there- 
for. In  any  such  case,  the  complaint  will 
be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Governors, 
with  the  report  of  action  of  the  Executive 
Director.  The  Board  may  affirm,  modify 
or  reverse  the  action  of  the  Executive  Di- 
rector or  request  further  information 
prior  to  taking  any  action  on  the  com- 
plaint. The  Executive  Director  may  rein- 
state any  member  who  has  been  tem- 
porarily expelled  or  suspended  under  this 
Section  in  the  event  that  such  member 
has  complied  with  all  requirements  nec- 
essary to  cure  the  default  on  which  such 
expulsion  or  suspension  action  was  based. 

Section  8. 

(a)  WTenever  the  Board  of  Governors 
is  informed  (through  sources  deemed  by 
the  Board  to  be  reliable)  that  a member 
of  the  Association  has  been  indicted  or 
otherwise  prosecuted  for  the  alleged 
commission  of  a felony  criminal  offense, 
the  Board  of  Governors  shall  suspend 
such  member  pending  the  final  determi- 
nation of  such  proceedings.  In  the  event 
that  the  Board  of  Governors  (through 
sources  deemed  by  the  Board  to  be  reli- 
able) is  informed  that  a member  has 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  commission  of  a 
felony  criminal  offense  or  has  been  judi- 
cially convicted  of  committing  a felony 
criminal  offense,  the  Board  shall  expel 
such  member  unless  an  appeal  is  pending 
from  the  conviction  upon  which  the  ex- 
pulsion was  based  and  the  Board  has  been 
informed  thereof  In  the  event  that  a 
member  has  pleaded  guilty  to  the  com- 
mission of  a felony  or  if  such  member 
has  been  judicially  convicted  thereof,  the 


Executive  Director  shall  suspend  such 
member  pending  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  their  next  reg- 
ularly scheduled  convention  meeting. 

(b)  A member  may  be  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled pursuant  to  this  Section  8 whether 
or  not  written  charges  are  brought  against 
him/her  and  without  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  Article  III,  Section  4,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  prior  to  suspending  a 
member  who  has  been  charged  with  the 
commission  of  a felony  criminal  offense 
but  who  has  not  pleaded  guilty  thereto 
and  has  not  been  convicted  thereof,  the 
Executive  Director  shall  notify  such  party 
as  to  the  date  and  place  of  the  meeting  at 
which  the  Board  will  decide  whether  or 
not  such  party  should  be  suspended  pend- 
ing the  final  determination  of  the  pro- 
ceedings against  him/her.  Such  notifica- 
tion shall  be  provided  to  such  party  by  any 
form  of  reasonable  delivery  provided  that 
a return  receipt  or  other  acknowledgment 
of  receipt  is  obtained  at  the  address  last 
furnished  to  the  Association.  Such  notice 
shall  be  sent  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  such  meeting.  Such  party  may  sub- 
mit a letter  and/or  other  data  to  the  Board 
in  opposition  to  such  suspension  and  may 
request  and  be  given  a hearing  before  the 
Board,  in  person  or  by  representative,  on 
such  suspension.  The  Board  shall  not  be 
required  to  postpone  its  consideration  of 
such  suspension  and  its  action  thereon  by 
reason  of  the  inability  of  such  party  to  be 
present  at  such  meeting. 

(c)  A member  also  may  be  suspended  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8 pending  the  determination  of  any  action 
brought  against  said  member  by  any  fed- 
eral, state  or  local  government  or  govern- 
mental agency  in  which  such  member  is 
charged  with  the  commission  of  a criminal 
offense  or  civil  offense  regarding  allegedly 
unethical  or  fraudulent  conduct,  and  such 
member  also  may  be  expelled  in  compli- 
ance with  the  terms  of  this  section  for  ad- 
mitting to  the  commission  of  such  crimi- 
nal offense  or  civil  offense  regarding 
unethical  or  fraudulent  conduct  or  being 
judicially  determined  to  be  responsible 
therefor  in  any  such  conduct. 

(d)  The  Board  shall  cause  the  result  of 
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any  action  under  this  Section  8 to  lie 
puhlishetl  in  The  Numismatist. 

Section  9.  All  advertisements  of  any 
company  published  in  The  Numisruatist 
and  all  advertisements  and  printed  mate- 
rial ot  any  company  in  which  an  Associa- 
tion membership  logo  shall  appear  or 
in  which  such  company  shall  claim  Asso- 
ciation membership  shall  disclose  the 
name(s)  and  Association  membership 
numher(s)  of  one  or  more  principal  offi- 
cers of  that  company.  The  principal  offi- 
cer(s)  of  any  company  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  satisfaction  of  any  complaints 
submitted  to  the  Association  based  upon 
any  act  or  omission  by  such  company  or 
any  officer(s),  director(s),  employee(s)  or 
agent(s)  thereof  acting  on  behalf  of  such 
company  and  such  principal  officer(s) 
may  be  expelled  or  suspended  from  Asso- 
ciation membership  by  reason  of  such  act 
or  omission,  irrespective  of  whether  or 
not  such  principal  officer(s)  has  partici- 
pated therein.  In  addition  thereto,  if  the 
Association  determines  that  a complaint 
against  a company  is  justified,  such  com- 
pany shall  be  ineligible  for  a bourse  table 
at  an  Association  convention  until  such 
complaint  is  resolved  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Association  Board.  The  term 
“company”  shall  include  any  corporation 
or  partnership  or  any  individual(s)  oper- 
ating under  a firm  name.  The  term 
“principal  officer”  of  a company  shall 
mean  (1)  any  officer,  manager,  partner, 
owner  or  part-owner  of  that  company 
who  has  authority  to  cause  that  company 
to  satisfy  a justified  complaint;  (2)  any 
person  who  has  been  designated  by  that 
company  as  one  of  its  officers  in  any 
advertisement,  communication  or  other 
written  instrument;  or  (3)  any  person 
who  has  agreed  to  assume  responsibility 
for  satisfying  the  complaint  against  that 
company.  Any  company  referred  to  here- 
in shall  furnish  one  or  more  names  of  its 
principal  officers  to  the  Association  and 
shall  notify  the  Association  in  writing  as 
to  any  addition  to  or  deletion  from  any 
name(s)  so  furnished  to  the  Association. 
Any  officer,  partner,  manager,  owner  or 
part-owner  of  any  company  who  refuses 
or  fails  to  furnish  such  name(s)  or  to  so 


notify  the  Association  shall  he  deemed  to 
he  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  a mem- 
ber and  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Association. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  only  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  reinstate  the  membership 
of  any  person  or  entity  who  has  been  sus- 
pended or  expelled  from  the  Association. 

Article  IV 

Elected  Officers — Duties 

Section  1.  The  elected  officers  of  the 
Association  shall  be  a President,  a Vice 
President,  and  a Board  of  Governors 
comprised  of  seven  (7)  elected  gover- 
nors and  the  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent. The  term  “governor,”  as  used  in 
these  bylaws,  refers  to  the  seven  offi- 
cers elected  as  governors;  the  terms 
“Board  of  Governors”  and  “Board  Mem- 
bers” refer  to  the  body  comprised  of 
seven  governors  and  the  President  and 
Vice  President. 

(a)  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  elec- 
tion as  President  or  Vice  President  unless 
he/she  shall  have  first  been  elected  and 
served  at  least  one  (1)  term  as  governor. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  have 
general  supervision  over  all  the  affairs  of 
the  Association.  His/her  duties  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(a)  To  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association. 

(b)  To  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  preside  thereat.  The 
President  shall  have  the  power  to  deter- 
mine which  Board  members’  motions 
shall  be  in  open  or  closed  session,  but  not 
to  limit  which  Board  members’  motions 
are  placed  on  the  agenda  or  presented  to 
the  Board  as  part  of  the  agenda. 

(c)  To  appoint  the  National  Coordina- 
tor and  Regional  Coordinators  of  the 
Representative  Program  in  consultation 
with  the  Executive  Director,  Member- 
ship Director  and  National  Coordinator, 
and  all  committees  that  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  remove  them  at  will. 

(d)  To  countersign  all  proper  warrants 
drawn  by  the  Executive  Director  or  the 
Treasurer.  He/she  may  delegate  the  Vice 


President  to  perform  all  or  a designated 
portion  of  this  function. 

(e)  d'o  require  the  Executive  Director 
to  render  regular  monthly  reports. 

(f)  To  make  a call  for  nomination  of 
officers  to  appear  in  the  November  issue 
of  the  official  magazine  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  years  in  which  elections  are  to 
he  held. 

(g)  To  inform,  in  writing,  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  promptly  of  all  signifi- 
cant action  relative  to  the  Association 
that  he/she  or  the  Executive  Director 
takes.  This  shall  include  developments  af- 
fecting its  status  and  operation. 

(h)  The  President  shall  have  authority 
to  advise  the  Executive  Director  with 
respect  to  the  interpretation,  clarifica- 
tion and  implementation  of  any  policies, 
programs  and  projects  approved  by  the 
Board,  but  the  President  shall  have  no 
authority  to  advise  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor to  deviate  therefrom  or  to  make  any 
substantial  modification  thereof  without 
Board  approval. 

(i)  The  President,  at  his/her  discretion, 
shall  have  the  right,  from  time  to  time,  to 
appoint  as  a Special  Officer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation one  or  more  individuals  to  serve 
during  such  President’s  term  of  office 
as  Counselor  to  the  President,  such  ap- 
pointment in  each  case  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  a majority  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  Such  individuals 
shall  perform  such  tasks  and  responsibili- 
ties as  may  be  assigned  to  them  from 
time  to  time  by  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  Vice 
President  shall  be: 

(a)  To  assist  the  President,  upon  his/ 
her  request,  in  the  discharge  of  his/ 
her  duties. 

(b)  To  act  in  the  place  of  the  President 
in  case  of  his/her  absence  or  disability. 

(c)  To  succeed  to  the  position  of 
the  President  in  case  of  his/her  death 
or  resignation. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Governors 
shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  the  affairs 
and  business  of  the  Association,  including 
but  not  being  limited  to: 

(a)  Decide  on  the  time  and  place  for 
holding  conventions. 
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(h)  Prescribe  the  torni  of  membership 
applications  and  official  election  ballots. 

(c)  Rule  on  admission  of  applicants 
aijainst  whom  objections  are  raised. 

(d)  Rule  on  disposition  of  formal 
charges  brought  against  a memher. 

(e)  Fix  subscription  rates  of  the  offi- 
cial magazine  and  charges  for  other  offi- 
cial puhlications. 

(f)  Fix  advertising  rates  for  space  in 
the  official  magazine  and  rules  and  regu- 
lations in  connection  therewith. 

(g)  .Appoint  the  Corporate  Officers 
consisting  of  the  Ceneral  Counsel,  the 
f'xecutive  Director  and  the  Treasurer; 
confirm  or  decline  the  recommendations 
of  the  Executive  Director  for  the  Ap- 
pointed Officers  consisting  of  the  Editor, 
the  Librarian  and  the  Museum  Curator; 
and  appoint  the  Special  Officers  con- 
sisting of  the  Flistorian,  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  the  Legislative  Counsel,  one  or 
more  Assistant  Treasurers,  and  other 
Special  Officers  designated  by  the  Board. 

(h)  Fix  the  compensation  of  the  paid 
Corporate  Officers  and  Special  Officers. 

(i)  Prescribe  which  Elected  Officers, 
Corporate  Officers,  Appointed  Officers, 
Special  Officers  and  staff  members  should 
be  bonded  and  fix  the  amounts  thereof. 

(j)  Fix  the  dues  of  Regular  Members, 
Club  xMembers,  Associate  Members,  Jun- 
ior Members  and  Life  Members. 

(k)  Remove  from  office  any  Elected 
Officer,  Corporate  Officer  or  Special  Of- 
ficer w ho  does  not  or  cannot  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  his/her  office. 

(l)  Prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of 
publication  and  distribution  of  a direc- 
tory of  members. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  President  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
(iovernors,  that  member  of  the  current 
Board  of  Ciovernors  who  is  present  and 
able  to  preside  at  said  meeting  and  who 
has  servetl  the  longest  period(s)  of  time  as 
a member  of  said  Board  shall  preside  at 
said  meeting.  In  the  event  that  more  than 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
has  so  seiwed  for  the  longest  identical  pe- 
riod of  time,  seniority  of  service  will  be 
iletermined  in  alphabetical  order. 
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Section  6.  A quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  shall  consist  of  seven  (7) 
members. 

Section  7.  The  President  shall  have 
the  same  right  to  vote  as  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Section  8.  Any  proposed  amendment 
of  the  bylaws  that  would  affect  the  voting 
rights  of  the  members  of  the  Association, 
the  eligibility  for  office,  or  the  structure 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  must  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  to  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor by  no  less  than  three  (3)  members  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  together  with 
written  arguments  in  support  of  such 
amendment.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  thereupon  mail  a copy  by  registered 
mail,  return  receipt  requested,  of  said 
amendment  and  arguments  in  support 
thereof  to  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  Each  of  the  other 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  the  right,  during  the  twenty-  (20-) 
day  period  following  his/her  receipt  of 
said  amendment  and  arguments,  to  mail 
written  arguments  in  opposition  to  said 
amendment  to  the  Executive  Director. 
In  order  to  enable  the  members  of  the 
Association  to  submit  comments  regarding 
such  amendment,  the  Executive  Director, 
within  five  (5)  days  after  the  expiration  of 
said  twenty-  (20-)day  period,  shall  submit 
to  the  Editor,  for  publication  in  one  issue 
of  The  Ninnis7natist,  said  amendment,  the 
arguments  in  support  thereof,  and  the  ar- 
guments, if  any,  in  opposition  thereto. 
No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  on  such  amendment  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  forty  (40)  days  from  the 
last  date  of  mailing  of  said  issue  of  The 
Nmnimiati^  to  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. During  the  365-day  period  im- 
mediately following  the  expiration  of  said 
forty-  (40-)day  period,  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors may  take  action  on  said  amend- 
ment and  may  at  any  time  and  from  time 
to  time  during  said  365-day  period  mod- 
ify or  repeal  any  action  so  taken  thereon, 
in  each  case  without  further  compliance 
with  the  publication  requirements  or 
other  requirements  hereof.  After  the 
expiration  of  said  365-day  period,  no  ac- 


tion may  be  taken  on  said  amendment 
without  again  complying  with  the  publi- 
cation requirements  hereof.  In  lieu  of  and 
in  substitution  for  the  foregoing  re- 
quirements, the  Board  of  Governors,  by  a 
majority  vote,  may  direct  that  question- 
naires be  mailed  to  the  members  of 
the  Association  soliciting  their  views  with 
respect  to  said  amendment.  If  such  ques- 
tionnaires accompany  the  election  bal- 
lots or  are  a part  thereof,  they  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Executive  Director  with- 
in the  time  provided  for  the  return 
of  said  ballots;  otherwise,  said  question- 
naires shall  be  returned  within  forty 
(40)  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  thereof 
to  the  members.  After  the  expiration 
of  whichever  time  limit  may  be  appli- 
cable, the  Board  of  Governors  may  take 
action  on  said  amendment.  This  Section 
8 shall  not  apply  to  any  procedural  or 
clarifying  amendment,  nor  can  it  be 
amended  in  substance  or  revoked  without 
complying  with  the  publication  and  other 
requirements  hereof.  An  affirmative  vote 
of  five  (5)  members  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  be  required  in  order  to 
amend  the  bylaws  of  the  Association. 

Section  9.  Voting  by  mail  is  permit- 
ted, but  an  affirmative  mail  vote  of  all 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall 
be  required  for  bylaw  amendments  and 
an  affirmative  mail  vote  of  not  less  than 
seven  (7)  members  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  be  required  for  all  reso- 
lutions. Any  member  of  the  Board  desir- 
ing to  do  so  may,  in  lieu  of  voting  by 
mail,  vote  with  equal  force  and  effect  by 
transmittal  of  his/her  mail  ballot  to  ANA 
headquarters  by  use  of  a telephonic  fac- 
simile machine  or  by  delivery  of  such 
mail  ballot  to  ANA  headquarters  in  any 
other  manner. 

Section  10.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  be  conducted  by  tele- 
phone, at  the  direction  of  the  President 
or  any  four  (4)  members  of  the  Board, 
upon  advance  notice  to  all  members  of 
the  Board  as  to  the  time  thereof.  Such 
notice  will  be  given  at  least  twelve  (12) 
hours  prior  to  such  telephone  meeting 
(unless  such  time  is  reduced  with  the  ap- 
proval of  five  (5)  members  of  the  Board) 
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■and  may  he  given  by  telephone,  mail- 
gram,  facsimile  transmission  or  other  ex- 
peditious means.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  endeavor  to  establish  a time  in  which 
all  Board  members  will  he  available  for 
said  meeting,  and  if  after  the  Executive 
Director’s  consultation  with  the  Board 
members  it  appears  that  any  Board  mem- 
ber(s)  will  not  be  available  at  such  time, 
said  meeting  will  be  conducted  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  Board  member(s).  An  af- 
firmative vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Board 
members  voting  shall  be  required  for  all 
resolutions  adopted  by  telephone  vote;  an 
affirmative  vote  of  at  least  five  (5)  Board 
members  is  required  for  bylaw  amend- 
ments adopted  by  telephone  vote.  No  sub- 
sequent confirmation  by  the  Board  shall 
be  required  for  any  such  telephone  vote, 
provided,  however,  that  at  the  first  subse- 
quent meeting  of  the  Board  the  Executive 
Director  shall  present  to  the  members  of 
the  Board,  for  their  edification  and  infor- 
mation, a copy  of  the  written  text  of  each 
such  resolution  passed  by  such  telephone 
vote.  A Board  meeting  may  be  conducted 
or  participated  in  by  teleconferencing 
(voice  and  video)  and/or  on-line  services 
(Internet,  Prodigy,  CompuServe,  etc.)  with 
the  same  force  and  effect,  and  subject  to  the 
same  requirements,  as  a telephone  vote. 

Section  11.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  the  edition  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order 
specified  by  the  Parliamentarian,  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided. 

Section  12.  Aleetings  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  be  held  at  each  conven- 
tion of  the  Association.  The  President  or 
five  (5)  members  of  the  Board  may  call 
special  meeting  at  times  and  places  to  be 
determined  by  them.  The  term  “special 
meetings”  as  used  herein  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a meeting  at  which  the  Board  mem- 
bers are  physically  present  (as  distin- 
guished from  a mail  vote  or  a telephone 
meeting).  The  President  or  any  four  (4) 
Board  members  may  call  mail  votes  and 
telephone  meetings. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of 
the  Association  that  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors meetings,  other  than  mail  and  tele- 


phone votes,  be  conducted  in  open  ses- 
sion, except  for  deliberations  and/or 
votes  involving  legal  opinions,  collective 
bargaining  or  contractual  matters  that 
merit  confidentiality’;  selection  of  Earran 
Zerbe  Memorial  Award,  Medal  of  Merit 
and  other  such  award  recipients;  some 
personnel  matters,  such  as  the  appoint- 
ment, employment  or  dismissal  of  an 
ANA  officer  or  employee;  hearing  testi- 
mony on  a complaint  against  an  em- 
ployee, officer  or  ANA  member;  consid- 
ering an  appointment  to  fill  a vacancy  on 
an  ANA  committee  or  department;  or 
other  such  deliberations  which  the  Board 
members,  after  due  consideration,  decide 
merit  confidentiality.  Prior  to  ending  an 
open  session  for  the  purpose  of  going 
into  a closed,  executive  session,  there 
shall  be  a vote  to  that  effect  by  a majority 
of  the  quorum  present. 


Article  V 
Officers — Election 

Section  1.  The  President,  in  the  No- 
vember issue  of  The  Numistnatist  immedi- 
ately preceding  each  election  year  (that 
is,  for  example,  1991  and  each  odd-num- 
bered year  thereafter),  shall  issue  a call 
for  nominations  of  officers  to  be  elected 
during  said  year.  Nominations  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Di- 
rector by  any  member  entitled  to  vote, 
not  earlier  than  December  1 immediately 
preceding  said  election  year  and  not  later 
than  March  3 1 of  said  election  year.  Club 
nominations  must  bear  the  signatures  of 
at  least  two  officers  of  the  nominating 
club.  A nominee  must  be  a member  who 
is  entitled  to.  hold  office  under  Article  I, 
Section  2 hereof  and  must  have  been  a 
member  in  good  standing  for  not  less 
than  three  (3)  consecutive  years  immedi- 
ately prior  to  nomination.  In  order  to  be 
a candidate  for  office,  a member  must  re- 
ceive at  least  five  (5)  nominations  from 
member  clubs  in  good  standing  and  at 
least  five  (5)  nominations  from  individual 
members  in  good  standing.  No  member 
may  nominate  himself/herself  or  nomi- 
nate a number  of  candidates  for  any  of- 
fice in  excess  of  the  number  to  be  elected 


therefor.  The  Executive  Director  shall 
promptly  write  to  each  ncuninee  by  certi- 
fied mail,  return  receipt  requested,  noti- 
fying the  nominee  of  his/her  nomination 
and  requesting  a written  acceptance  or 
refusal  thereof.  No  nominee  may  accept  a 
nomination  for  more  than  one  elective 
office  in  any  one  election.  In  order  to  be 
eligible  as  a candidate  for  election,  a 
nominee  must  transmit  his/her  written 
acceptance  to  the  Executive  Director  in 
sufficient  time  to  be  received  by  him/her 
on  or  before  April  7 of  said  election  year. 

Section  2.  The  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  Governors  shall  be  elected  bi- 
ennially to  serve  for  two  (2)  years. 

Section  3.  All  candidates  shall  be 
elected  at  large.  The  seven  (7)  candidates 
having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  elected. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Director  shall 
cause  a current  list  of  the  nominees  who 
have  received  the  required  number  of 
nominations  and  the  actions  of  the  nomi- 
nees thereon  to  be  published  in  the  issues 
of  The  Nimimnatist  for  March  through 
June,  inclusive,  of  the  election  year.  The 
Executive  Director  shall  obtain  and  pub- 
lish in  the  June  issue  of  The  Numismatist 
for  such  year  a photograph  and  a biogra- 
phy and  platform,  not  exceeding  350 
words  in  length,  of  each  nominee  who  has 
accepted  a nomination,  and  shall  furnish 
sufficient  copies  of  all  of  the  foregoing  to 
the  firm  designated  in  Section  5 of  this  Ar- 
ticle V for  transmittal  with  the  ballots  to  all 
of  the  members  entitled  to  vote.  Said  biog- 
raphy shall  include  a record  of  the  nomi- 
nee’s services  to  the  Association  and  to 
numismatics  in  general.  A photograph, 
biography  and  platform  will  not  be  pub- 
lished and  transmitted  with  the  ballots  for 
any  nominee  who  has  not  transmitted  such 
items  to  the  Executive  Director  in  suffi- 
cient time  to  be  received  by  him/her  on  or 
before  March  3 1 of  said  election  year. 

Section  5.  An  independent  tabulating 
firm  designated  by  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors shall  cause  the  names  of  all  nomi- 
nees who  have  so  accepted  to  be  printed 
on  official  ballots.  The  places  of  resi- 
dence of  the  nominees  shall  not  appear 
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t)n  the  hallots.  Kach  ballot  shall  bear  an 
inconspicuous  mark  or  marks  which  shall 
enable  such  firm  to  ilistinguish  an  official 
ballot  IroiTi  a falsified  ballot.  In  order  to 
precliule  any  nominee  from  having  a 
more  favorable  position  on  the  ballots, 
the  ballots  will  be  printed  in  five  (5)  or 
more  separate  sets,  with  the  names  of  the 
nominees  thereon  to  appear  in  a different 
priority  of  sequence  on  each  set.  All  deci- 
sions of  said  firm  as  to  the  inconspicuous 
mark  or  marks  to  be  placed  on  the  ballots 
and  the  priority  of  sequence  of  names 
shall  be  final  and  may  not  be  contested. 

Section  6.  Said  tabulating  firm  shall 
cause  a ballot  to  be  mailed  (at  least  forty- 
five  (45)  days  prior  to  the  opening  day  of 
the  election-year  convention)  to  each 
member  entitled  to  vote,  together  with 
copies  of  the  biographies,  platforms  and 
photographs  received  by  the  Executive 
Director  within  the  time  required.  The 
mailing  address  on  each  ballot  shall  be 
that  of  the  tabulating  firm  and  not  that  of 
any  addressee  having  “American  Numis- 
matic Association”  or  any  abbreviation  or 
variant  thereof  as  a part  of  its  designa- 
tion. The  voting  shall  be  by  mail  only. 
Each  voting  member  shall  insert  his/her 
ballot  in  the  official  envelope,  and  seal 
and  mail  same  after  affixing  postage 
thereto.  Such  ballot  must  be  received  by 
said  firm  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to 
the  opening  day  of  the  election-year  con- 
vention in  order  to  be  counted.  Such  firm 
shall  tabulate  all  official  ballots  that  bear 
numbers  corresponding  to  those  selected 
by  said  firm.  In  instances  where  more 
than  one  ballot  bears  the  same  number, 
said  firm  shall  endeavor,  by  an  inspection 
of  such  ballots,  or  by  other  means,  to  de- 
termine which  ballots  are  falsified.  The 
candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  for  the  respective 
offices  shall  be  duly  elected.  Ballots  for 
uncontested  offices  shall  not  be  tabu- 
lated. Such  tabulating  firm  shall  cause  a 
report  of  the  votes  cast  tor  each  candidate 
to  be  delivered  to  the  President  and  the 
Executive  Director  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  said  conven- 
tion. .Any  nominee  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  from  said  tabulating  firm  written 


verification  of  the  results  of  said  tabula- 
tion. All  ballots  and  envelopes  shall  be  re- 
tained by  said  firm  until  otherwise  in- 
structed by  the  Board  of  Governors.  I'he 
ballots  may  not  be  destroyed  until  six 
months  (180  days)  after  the  opening  day 
of  the  convention  at  which  the  results  are 
announced,  and  then  only  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Executive  Director, 
unless  a recount  application  is  made  pur- 
suant to  Section  16  of  this  Article  V of 
the  bylaw's. 

Section  7.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  prior 
to  the  opening  day  of  the  election-year 
convention,  the  Executive  Director,  by 
written  or  telephonic  communications, 
shall  announce  to  all  candidates  and  to 
members  of  the  numismatic  press  who 
customarily  receive  announcements  from 
the  Association  the  number  of  votes  ob- 
tained by  each  candidate  for  each  office. 
Those  elected  w ill  be  installed  at  the  ban- 
quet of  the  Association  at  said  conven- 
tion; will  assume  their  duties  at  the  last 
membership  meeting  of  said  convention; 
and  will  hold  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  duly  elected  or  appointed  and 
declared  installed. 

Section  8.  If  a vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  the  Vice  President,  for  any 
reason,  the  Board  of  Governors  shall 
elect  an  eligible  member  of  the  Board  to 
fill  such  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  officer  replaced. 

Section  9.  If  any  other  vacancy  shall 
occur  on  the  Board  of  Governors  for  any 
reason,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the 
person  w'ho  failed  to  be  elected  as  a Gov- 
ernor by  the  least  number  of  votes  in 
the  most  recent  election.  Each  subse- 
quent vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  like  man- 
ner by  the  person  who  in  turn  failed  to  be 
elected  as  a Governor  by  the  next  least 
number  of  votes. 

Section  10.  Any  person  elected  as 
President  cannot  be  a candidate  for  the 
office  of  President  or  Vice  President,  but 
may  be  a candidate  for  Governor  in  any 
subsequent  election. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 


for  election  as  Governor  in  any  election 
who  has  been  previously  elected  to  serve 
as  a member  ot  the  Board  of  Governors 
(including  service  as  President  and/or  \dce 
President)  for  five  (5)  or  more  consecutive 
or  non-consecutive  two-  (2-)year  terms  or 
for  an  equivalent  period  of  sen  ice  on  the 
Board.  A four-  (4-)year  term  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  equivalent  of  two  (2) 
tw  o-  (2-)year  terms.  Total  service  on  the 
Board  is  limited  to  10  years,  excluding 
those  by  appointment.  .Anything  in  this 
Section  1 1 to  the  contrary'  notwithstand- 
ing, any  such  person,  other  than  a past 
President,  shall  be  eligible  tor  election  as 
President  or  A’^ice  President  in  any  elec- 
tion, irrespective  of  the  number  of  terms 
of  such  person’s  service  on  the  Board. 

Section  12.  No  present  or  former  em- 
ployee of  the  Association  shall  be  eligible 
for  nomination  as  a candidate  for  the  of- 
fice of  President,  Vdce  President  or  Gov- 
ernor of  the  ANA  during  the  term  of 
his/her  employment  or  during  the  first 
election  occurring  after  the  voluntary  or 
involuntary  termination  of  his/her  em- 
ployment. 

Section  13.  The  phrases  “tw'o-  (2-)  year 
term”  and  “term  of  two  (2)  years,”  and 
“eight  (8)  consecutive  years”  as  used  in  this 
Article  shall  be  deemed  to  include  a 
term  of  approximately  two  (2)  years,  or  a 
period  of  approximately  eight  (8)  years,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  all  instances  w here  a 
Governor’s  tenure  may  be  slightly  less 
than  or  slightly  more  than  that  time  frame 
by  reason  of  differences  in  the  dates  on 
which  the  Governors  are  installed. 

Section  14.  The  Editor  of  The  Ninnis- 
7natist  may  not  accept  for  publication 
therein  anything  favorable  or  unfiivorable 
to  any  candidate  in  an  ANA  election  dur- 
ing the  period  commencing  with  the 
“Call  for  Nominations”  and  continuing 
through  the  close  of  voting;  provided, 
how'ever,  that  such  Editor  may  accept 
paid  advertising  that  promotes  a person’s 
candidacy  for  ANA  office  and  w hich  is 
not  derogatory'  to  another  candidate,  and 
biographies  submitted  pursuant  to  Section 
4 of  this  Article  'I'he  decision  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Director  shall  be  final  in  determin- 
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ing  whether  anything  is  favorable,  unfavor- 
able or  clerogator\^ 

Section  15.  Any  person  who  has  an- 
nouncetl  his/her  candidacy  for  ANA  elec- 
tive office  and/or  has  received  sufficient 
nominations  therefor,  may  not  submit  an 
article  or  letter  to  the  editor  for  publica- 
tion in  The  Nmiiiwiatist  during  the  period 
from  Fehruarv'  1 through  the  last  date  of 
the  mailing  of  ballots  for  such  office  in 
the  year  in  which  the  election  for  such 
office  is  to  be  held,  provided,  however, 
that  any  such  person  who  is  a regular 
columnist  in  The  Ntniiis'/uatist  prior  to 
and  during  such  period  may  continue  to 
submit  his/her  column  for  publication 
during  such  period,  but  shall  make  no 
reference  therein  to  the  election. 

Section  16.  Any  one  or  more  of  the 
defeated  candidates  in  an  ANA  election 
shall  be  entitled  to  an  election  recount  to 
be  conducted  by  said  independent  tabu- 
lating firm  by  written  application  and  by 
advance  payment  to  the  ANA  of  the  cost 


thereof.  Such  request  and  itayment  shall 
be  made  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  all 
defeated  candidates  have  been  informed 
of  the  election  re.sults.  If  it  is  determined 
as  a result  of  said  recount  that  such  appli- 
cant or  applicants  were,  in  fact,  elected, 
the  cost  of  the  recount  will  be  refunded 
by  the  ANA  to  the  person  or  persons 
paying  therefor,  and  the  ANA  may  en- 
deavor to  obtain  reimbursement  for  such 
costs  from  said  tabulating  firm. 

Section  17.  Each  officer,  at  the  expir- 
ation of  his/her  term,  shall  deliver  to 
his/her  successor  all  books,  papers  and 
other  property  of  the  Association  in 
his/her  possession. 

Article  VI 
Elections — Ethics 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  submit  for 
publication  or  cause  to  be  published  any 
printed  paid  advertisement  promoting 
any  person’s  candidacy  in  an  ANA  elec- 
tion without  that  person’s  consent. 


Section  2.  No  member  may  make  or 
publish  any  false,  misleading,  libelous  or 
slanderous  statements. 

Section  3.  No  member  may  cause  to 
be  published  or  distributed  any  advertise- 
ment relating  to  an  ANA  election  that 
does  not  include  the  name  and  ANA 
membership  number  of  the  sponsoring 
person  or  organization.  If  the  sponsor  is  a 
committee  or  organization,  the  name  and 
address  of  its  chairman  or  other  princi- 
pal representative  must  be  included  in 
the  advertisement. 

Section  4.  No  advertisement  relat- 
ing to  an  ANA  election  (or  any  envelope 
or  wrapper  therefor)  shall  include  any 
name,  abbreviation,  device  or  address 
that  will  in  any  manner  indicate  or  imply 
the  ana’s  endorsement  of,  or  opposition 
to,  any  candidate. 

Section  5.  Any  member  violating  any 
of  the  preceding  provisions  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  expulsion,  suspension  or  other 
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disciplinary  action  therefor  by  the  Board 
of  Ciovernors. 

Article  VII 

Duties  of  Corporate  Officers, 
Appointed  Officers  and 
Special  Officers 

Corporate  Officers 

Section  1.  The  duties  of  the  General 
Counsel  shall  be  to  provide  legal  services 
on  behalf  of  the  Association  to  the  Board 
of  Governors,  the  Executive  Director  or 
other  executive  personnel  of  the  Associa- 
tion as  may  be  requested  or  required. 
The  General  Counsel  may  appoint  local 
counsel  to  perform  legal  services  on  be- 
half of  the  Association  in  connection  with 
ANA  conventions  and  litigation  occur- 
ring outside  of  the  state  of  residence  of 
the  General  Counsel,  provided,  however, 
that  all  expenditures  for  local  counsel 
must  be  included  in  the  approved  ANA 
budget  or  the  subject  of  any  limitations 
imposed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  the  Executive 
Director  shall  be: 

(a)  To  manage  and  direct  all  activities 
of  the  Association  subject  to  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  im- 
plement all  policies,  programs  and  proj- 
ects approved  by  the  Board,  with  the 
right  to  solicit  and  rely  on  the  advice  of 
the  President  in  the  performance  of  the 
foregoing  duties. 

(b)  To  employ,  discharge  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  all  employees  of  the  As- 
sociation other  than  that  of  Corporate 
Officers  and  Special  Officers;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Executive  Director 
may  not,  without  Board  approval,  enter 
into  an  agreement  for  employment  serv'- 
ices  or  any  other  services  that  may  not  be 
terminated  by  the  .Association  by  written 
notice  of  termination,  effective  not  later 
than  three  (3)  months  after  the  giving  of 
such  notice. 

(c)  r'o  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  with  respect  to  the  per- 
sons to  be  selected  as  .Appointed  Officers. 

(d)  To  keep  all  expenditures  within  the 
scope  of  the  approved  budget. 

(e)  I'o  define  the  duties  of  all  employ- 
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ees  of  the  Association  to  the  extent  that 
such  duties  are  not  otherwise  defined 
herein. 

(f)  To  supervise  the  performance  of 
all  employees  of  the  Association  other 
than  the  Corporate  Officers  and  the  Spe- 
cial Officers. 

(g)  To  delegate  those  responsibil- 
ities of  management  as  shall  in  his/her 
judgment  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Association 

(h)  To  keep  a true  record  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Association  and  preserve  all 
documents  pertaining  to  his/her  office. 

(i)  To  act  as  Secretary’  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  keep  a true  record  of  its  pro- 
ceedings and  send  a copy  thereof  to  each 
of  its  members. 

(j)  To  receive  all  funds  paid  to  the  As- 
sociation, except  those  which  are  col- 
lected by  the  Manager  of  the  Bookkeep- 
ing Departiuent  and  thereafter  transmitted 
to  the  Executive  Director;  remit  all  re- 
ceipts to  the  Treasurer  at  least  once  a 
month;  prepare  a monthly  financial  re- 
port and  submit  a copy  thereof  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

(k)  To  prepare  and  sign  all  proper 
warrants  on  the  Treasurer  and  forward 
them  to  the  President  or  Vice  President 
when  so  directed. 

(l)  To  receive  all  applications  for 
membership;  if  properly  prepared  and  ac- 
companied by  the  required  advance  dues 
and  fees,  to  publish  such  applications  in 
the  official  magazine;  present  objections 
to  such  applications  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors; publish  information  as  to  the  new 
members  admitted,  transfers  in  mem- 
bership and  known  deaths;  and  make 
monthly  revisions  of  the  mailing  list  of 
the  official  magazine. 

(m)  To  attend  to  all  matters  relating  to 
subscriptions  to  the  official  magazine  by 
nonmembers,  and  the  sale  of  copies  thereof. 

(n)  To  keep  in  safe  custody  the  seal 
and  the  dies  of  the  Association;  to  ar- 
range for  the  preparation  of  such  dies  as 
may  be  authorized. 

(o)  To  prepare  an  accounting  of  all 
funds  received  and  a full  and  final  report 
of  all  matters  pertaining  to  his/her  office 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  render 


the  same  to  the  .Association,  and  have  the 
officers’  report  and  certified  public  ac- 
countants’ report  printed  and  made  avail- 
able to  the  membership  at  the  annual 
.AN.A  convention. 

(р)  To  perform  such  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  nomination  and  election  of  offi- 
cers as  may  be  required  by  these  bylaws. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  Treas- 
urer shall  be: 

(a)  To  pay  out  money  only  on  war- 
rants drawn  and  signed  by  the  Executive 
Director  and  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  Vice  President. 

(b)  To  invest  and  reinvest  the  funds  of 
the  Association  in  accordance  with  in- 
structions from  the  Board  of  Governors. 

(с)  To  prepare  an  accounting  of  all 
funds  received  by  the  Association  and 
a full  and  final  report  of  all  matters  per- 
taining to  his/her  office  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  render  the  same  to 
the  Association  through  its  President.  The 
Treasurer  is  authorized  to  review  all 
vouchers  and  supporting  documents  relat- 
ing to  checks  heretofore  and  hereafter  is- 
sued by  the  ANA.  Any  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, prior  to  signing  any  ANA  check,  is 
authorized  to  review  the  vouchers  and  any 
supporting  documents  relating  thereto. 

Appointed  Officers 

Section  4.  The  duties  of  the  Editor 
shall  be  to  provide  suitable  material  and 
be  responsible  for  the  publication  of  the 
official  magazine  and  other  official  publi- 
cations, and  prepare  a full  and  final  an- 
nual report  of  all  matters  pertaining  to 
his/her  office  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  y’ear 
and  render  the  same  to  the  Association 
through  its  President.  The  Editor  shall 
report  to  the  Executive  Director. 

Section  5.  The  duties  of  the  Librarian 
shall  be: 

(a)  To  keep  in  safe  custody  and  good 
order  all  library  books,  papers,  etc.,  which 
the  Association  has  or  may  acquire. 

(b)  I'o  compile  and  keep  an  accurate 
catalog  of  all  material  coming  into  his/ 
her  charge,  with  the  price  thereof,  if  ac- 
quired bv  purchase,  or  the  name  of  the 
donor,  if  acquired  by  gift. 

(c)  To  afford  access  to  such  material 
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and  loan  the  same  under  rules  and  regula- 
tions adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

(d)  'I'o  prepare  an  accounting  of  all 
funds  received  and  a full  and  final  report 
ot  all  matters  pertaining  to  his/her  office 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  render 
the  same  to  the  Association  through  its 
President.  The  Librarian  shall  report  to 
the  Executive  Director. 

Section  6.  The  duties  of  the  Museum 
Curator  shall  be  to  keep  in  safe  custody 
and  good  order  all  of  the  Association’s 
museum  property;  to  receive,  acknowl- 
edge and  record  all  gifts  and  loans  to  the 
Museum;  to  supervise  the  purchase  of 
Museum  material  and  the  disposition  of 
unwanted  items;  to  exhibit  material  suit- 
ably in  the  Museum  for  the  benefit  of  vis- 
itors to  the  headquarters;  and  to  prepare 
a report  of  the  activities  of  the  Museum 
at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  and  render 
the  same  to  the  Association.  The  Mu- 
seum Curator  shall  report  to  the  Execu- 
tive Director. 

Special  Officers 

Section  7.  The  duties  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Counsel  shall  be  to  provide  advice 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  concerning 
legislative  matters.  The  Legislative  Coun- 
sel may  also  provide  legislative  advice 
to  others,  as  long  as  all  expenditures 
therefor  are  either  part  of  an  approved 
budget  or  are  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Governors.  The  Legislative  Counsel  shall 
report  at  least  once  each  year  to  the 
Board  with  respect  to  the  functions  and 
activities  of  his/her  office  during  the  pre- 
vious fiscal  year. 

Section  8.  The  duties  of  the  Histo- 
rian shall  be  to  establish,  provide  and 
maintain  a written  history  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Historian  shall  report  to 
the  Librarian. 

Article  VIII 
Conventions 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet 
in  convention  at  least  once  every  year,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  decided 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The 
time  and  place  thereof  shall  be  officially 
announced  by  the  President  in  at  least 


one  issue  of  the  official  magazine,  pub- 
lished prior  to  said  convention. 

Section  2.  As  soon  as  it  shall  he  expe- 
dient to  do  so,  the  President  shall  each 
year  appoint: 

(a)  A Resolution  Committee  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  and  report  thereon  as  soon  as 
convenient. 

(b)  An  Auditing  Committee  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  audit  such  reports  and 
accounts  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  re- 
port thereon  as  soon  as  convenient.  The 
Board  of  Governors  may  retain  the  serv- 
ices of  a Certified  Public  Accountant  or 
firm  of  public  accountants  to  audit  the 
books  of  the  Association. 

(c)  Such  other  committees  as  the  Pres- 
ident may  deem  advisable  to  facilitate  the 
work  of  the  convention. 

Article  IX 
Gifts  and  Bequests 

Section  1.  The  Association  welcomes 
gifts  and  bequests  of  numismatic  mate- 
rial, numismatic  literature,  funds,  securi- 
ties and  other  properties  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  its  Eederal 
Charter,  such  gifts  and  bequests  to  be 
made  directly  to  the  Association  or  to  its 
Endowment  Eund  Trust.  A donor  may 
direct  the  Association  or  the  Trustee  of 
said  Endowment  Eund  Trust  to  allo- 
cate the  subject  of  his/her  gift  or  bequest 
to  one  or  more  of  the  following  pur- 
poses: (a)  library;  (b)  museum;  (c)  numis- 
matic education;  (d)  general  operating 
fund  of  the  Association;  or  (e)  such  addi- 
tional purpose  or  purposes  as  shall  be 
authorized  from  time  to  time  by  a major- 
ity vote  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Association  in  conformity  with  its  Fed- 
eral Charter. 

Section  2.  Any  donor  of  a gift  or  be- 
quest of  a value  of  $25  or  more  shall  re- 
ceive recognition  by  having  his/her  name 
published  in  The  Numismatist,  except  that 
any  such  gift  shall  be  published  as  anony- 
mous at  the  donor’s  request. 

Section  3.  Donors  shall  be  given  the 
following  designations,  based  in  each  case 
upon  the  aggregate  value  of  a donor’s 


gift  or  gifts  to  the  Association:  Grand 
Benefactor,  $500, 000  or  more;  Sustaining 
Benefactor,  $200,000-$499,99y;  Grand 
Patron,  $ 1 00,000-$  1 99,999;  Benefactor, 
$25,000-$99,999;  and  Patron,  $5,000- 
$24,999.  A club  contributing  $250  or 
more  shall  be  designated  as  a 250-Club, 
500-Club  and  upward  as  its  contribution 
increases  in  units  of  $250. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  keep  a permanent  record  of  all  gifts 
and  bequests  and  issue  consecutively 
numbered  receipts  therefor  to  the  donor 
or  his/her  estate  at  the  time  such  gift  or 
bequest  is  received. 

Section  5.  The  gift  of  any  numismatic 
item  or  any  book  or  other  publication 
which  the  Association  does  not  desire  to 
keep  for  its  museum  or  library  may  be 
sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  used  for 
the  purpose  for  which  said  gift  was  made. 

Article  X 
Special  Provisions 

Section  1.  No  officer,  staff  member, 
committee  or  member  shall  incur  any  ex- 
pense in  the  name  of  the  Association  ex- 
cept with  the  authorization  or  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

Section  2.  Reproduction  of  the  Asso- 
ciation’s seal  shall  be  used  for  no  purpose 
other  than  official  stationery  and  offi- 
cial publication,  except  with  the  written 
authorization  or  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Governors. 

Section  3.  The  official  magazine  shall 
be  published  monthly  and  shall  be  known 
as  The  Numismatist.  As  far  as  it  is  possible 
to  do  so,  it  shall  be  the  Association’s  offi- 
cial means  of  communication  with  its 
members. 

Section  4.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  from  April  1 to  March  31.

Membership  in  the  American  Xumis- 
matic  Association  is  a privilege  extended 
to  those  persons  and  organizations  deemed 
worthy  thereof  and  is  not  a matter  of 
right.  Such  membership  can  be  main- 
tained unless  the  Board  of  Governors  de- 
termines that  the  conduct  of  a member 
has  been  such  that,  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Association,  his/her  membership 
should  be  terminated. 

h'or  the  guidance  of  its  memhers,  this 
(^ode  of  Ethics  has  been  duly  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Governors  under  the  au- 
thority vested  in  it  by  the  Federal  Char- 
ter and  the  bylaws  of  the  Association. 
.\ny  violation  of  this  code  will  be  grounds 
for  expulsion  from  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association. 

As  a member  of  the  American  Nu- 
mismatic Association,  I agree  to  com- 
ply with  the  following  standards  of 
conduct: 

To  support  and  be  governed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Charter  and  the  bylaws  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  by  such  rules,  policies  and 
regulations  as  may  be  in  force  from  time 
to  time. 

To  conduct  myself  so  as  to  bring  no  re- 
proach or  discredit  to  the  Association,  or 
impair  the  prestige  of  the  membership 
therein. 

To  base  all  of  my  dealings  on  the  highest 
plane  of  justice,  fairness  and  morality, 
and  to  refrain  from  making  false  state- 
ments as  to  the  condition  of  a coin  or  as 
to  any  other  matter. 

To  neither  buy  nor  sell  numismatic  items 
of  which  the  ownership  is  questionable. 

Fo  conform  to  the  accepted  standards  of 
dignified  advertising. 

Fo  take  immediate  steps  to  correct  any 
error  I may  make  in  any  transaction. 

Not  to  sell,  exhibit,  produce  or  advertise 
a counterfeit,  copy,  restrike  or  reproduc- 
tion of  any  numismatic  item  if  its  nature 
is  not  clearly  indicated  by  the  word 
“counterfeit,”  “copy,”  “restrike,”  or  “re- 


production,” incused  in  the  metal  or 
printed  on  the  paper  thereof,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  items  generally  accepted  by 
numismatists  and  not  in  any  wav  misrep- 
resented as  genuine. 

To  represent  a numismatic  item  to  be 
genuine  only  when,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  it  is  authentic. 

To  fulfill  all  contracts  made  by  me,  either 
oral  or  written,  to  make  prompt  pay- 
ments upon  deliver)'  and  to  return  imme- 
diately any  item  that  is  not  satisfactory. 

Fo  give  aid  to  members  in  their  quest  for 
numismatic  knowledge. 

To  comply  with  the  Dealers  Code  of 
Ethics  w'ith  respect  to  my  sale  or  pur- 
chase of  any  numismatic  item. 

Dealers  Code  of  Ethics 

Approved  August  1967  by  the  ANA  Board  ofGov- 
emors;  revised  February  1 995. 

As  an  ANA  member  dealer,  I agree  to 
comply  with  the  following  principles: 

To  comply  wdth  the  ANA  Members 
Code  of  Ethics. 

To  purchase  and  sell  numismatic  items  at 
prices  commensurate  w'ith  a reasonable 
return  to  the  seller  and  for  a reasonable 
return  on  my  investment  with  regards  to 
the  then  prevailing  rate. 

To  furnish  my  clientele  with  advice  on 
numismatic  information  to  the  best  of 
my  ability. 

To  not  knowingly  handle  for  resale  for- 
geries, counterfeits,  unmarked  copies,  al- 
tered coins  or  other  spurious  numismatic 
merchandise  that  is  not  clearly  labeled 
as  such. 

To  frequently  publish  my  statement  of 
return  privileges,  which  will  allow  my 
customers  a designated  period  of  time 
in  which  to  return  numismatic  material 
for  a refund,  except  bullion  or  bullion- 
related  material  and  coins  encapsulated 
and  graded  by  a recognized  certification 
service  may  not  be  returned  for  a refund. 
Said  period  of  time  shall  not  be  less  than 
fifteen  (15)  days  from  my  date  of  mailing 
or  other  transmittal  of  said  material  or 


not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  after  my  cus- 
tomer’s receipt  thereof  or  my  attempted 
delivery  thereof  to  my  customer,  which- 
ever time  period  shall  be  the  earlier.  If  a 
customer  submits  a misdescribed  or  over- 
graded coin  to  a certification  serv'ice  for 
authentication  or  grading  and  notifies  me 
of  such  submission  within  ten  (10)  days 
of  my  date  of  mailing  or  other  deliver)',  I 
will  continue  to  recognize  his/her  return 
privilege  for  thirty  (30)  days  after  my  cus- 
tomer’s receipt  of  said  coin  from  me.  In 
an  auction  sale  of  consigned  material,  the 
return  privilege  period  may  be  made 
available  only  to  mail  bidders,  and  the 
period  for  the  return  of  such  material 
may  be  limited  to  five  (5)  days  from  the 
mail  bidder’s  receipt  thereof  or  fifteen 
(15)  days  from  the  bidder’s  receipt  of 
the  invoice  for  such  material  or  my  at- 
tempted delivery  of  my  invoice  therefor, 
whichever  time  period  shall  be  the  ear- 
lier. Wdiether  or  not  an  item  has  been  re- 
turned within  the  limited  return  period,  a 
dealer  may  be  subject  to  expulsion  or 
other  disciplinary  action  for  a)  the  inten- 
tional sale  of  any  counterfeit  item  or  any 
item  with  an  altered  date  or  mintmark; 
b)  the  intentional  misrepresentation  as  to 
the  grade  of  any  item;  or  c)  the  failure  or 
refusal  to  provide  a refund  or  replace- 
ment for  any  item  referred  to  in  a)  or 
b)  preceding,  whether  or  not  the  sale  or 
misrepresentation  w'as  intentional.  Any- 
thing herein  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, I shall  have  the  right  to  enforce 
my  written  terms  of  sale  furnished  to  a 
customer  or  the  written  provisions  of  my 
contract  with  a customer,  even  if  such 
terms  and/or  provisions  restrict  or  pro- 
hibit the  return  of  numismatic  material, 
contrary  to  the  return  privilege  provi- 
sions set  forth  herein.  However,  said 
terms  and  provisions  may  not  provide  a 
time  limit  for  the  return  of  a counterfeit 
coin  unless  I have  informed  my  customer 
that  a coin  may  not  be  genuine  and 
he/she  has  agreed  that  the  coin  cannot  be 
returned  to  me  for  a refund  in  the  event 
it  is  determined  to  be  counterfeit. 

To  abide  by  all  local,  state  and  federal 
laws  in  all  numismatic  matters  and  to  as- 
sist in  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the 
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law  in  this  respect. 

I ()  recognize  and  respect  iny  own  con- 
tracts and  business  dealings  and  those  of 
lellow  inemhers  of  the  Association. 

To  refrain  from  making  unjustified  and/ 
or  false  statements  or  misrepresentations 
in  my  relations  with  others,  and  to  fully 
cooperate  in  the  advancement  of  our 
hobby  and  business  in  my  relations  with 
collector  and  dealer  alike. 

Any  violation  of  this  code  will  he  grounds 
for  expulsion  from  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association. 

Board  Members 
Code  of  Ethics 

FovTnerly  Article  V of  the  ANA  Bylaws;  revised 
March  1996. 

Section  1.  All  Board  Members  (in- 
cluding those  who  have  been  awarded  a 
bourse  table  at  an  ANA  convention)  shall 
receive  reimbursement  for  all  travel, 
meals  and  necessary  incidental  expenses 
incurred  in  attending  an  ANA  conven- 
tion and  shall  attend  all  Association 
Board  meetings  and  other  functions  dur- 
ing such  convention. 

Section  2.  A Board  Member  will  not 
be  eligible  to  receive  during  his/her  term 
of  office  any  award  given  to  him/her  by  a 
vote  of  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors. 

Section  3.  A Board  member  may  file  a 
written  complaint  against  another  ANA 
member,  but  may  not  orally  argue  in  sup- 
port of  his/her  complaint  at  any  Board 
meeting  in  the  absence  of  the  party 
against  whom  the  complaint  is  filed. 
He/she  may  supplement  such  written 
complaint  by  written  statements  and 
other  evidential  matters,  provided  that 
copies  thereof  are  furnished  to  the  other 
party  prior  to  taking  any  disciplinary  ac- 
tion. A Board  member  may  orally  answer 
questions  of  other  Board  members  re- 
garding such  complaint.  A Board  mem- 
ber may  not  vote  at  a meeting  of  the  Me- 
diation Committee  or  at  a meeting  of  the 
Board  with  respect  to  any  complaint 
made  by  him/her  or  against  him/her. 

Section  4.  A Board  member  may  not 


vote  at  a Boartl  meeting  in  behalf  of  any 
proposal  in  which  he/she  has  a financial 
interest  or  which  involves  a financial 
interest  of  any  company  or  firm  with 
which  he/she  is  associated  as  an  owner, 
director,  employee  or  representative;  but, 
such  Board  member  should  provide  the 
other  Board  members  with  pertinent  in- 
formation regarding  such  proposal  and 
financial  interest.  A Board  member’s 
ownership  of  less  than  five  percent  (5%) 
of  the  corporate  stock  of  any  company 
or  his/her  financial  interest  that  may  be 
remotely  but  not  directly  enhanced  by  a 
vote  in  behalf  of  the  proposal  before  the 
Board  (for  example,  the  awarding  of  a 
numismatic  auction  to  a firm  to  which  a 
Board  member  has  consigned  coins)  will 
not  be  deemed  to  be  an  ownership  or  fi- 
nancial interest  sufficient  to  disqualify  a 
Board  member  from  voting.  Notwith- 
standing the  foregoing,  a Board  member 
should  be  encouraged  to  bring  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Executive  Director  or  the 
Board  any  proposal  that  such  Board 
member  considers  to  be  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Association,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  foregoing  provisions  preclude 
him/her  from  voting  with  respect  thereto. 

Section  5.  An  elected  or  appointed  of- 
ficial of  the  Association  (and  also  any 
member  of  the  Association)  shall  not  pur- 
port to  testify  as  a representative  of  the 
Association  in  any  court  or  administrative 
proceedings,  except  with  the  approval 
thereof  by  the  Executive  Director,  Gen- 
eral Counsel  or  the  Board  of  the  Associa- 
tion or  except  in  response  to  a subpoena 
or  court  order  requiring  him/her  to  tes- 
tify as  a representative  of  the  Association. 
No  such  official  may  approve  his/her 
right  to  testify  in  the  Association’s  behalf 
In  the  event  that  an  official  of  the  Associ- 
ation testifies  solely  in  his/her  own  behalf 
in  any  court  or  administrative  proceed- 
ings involving  a criminal  prosecution  or  a 
civil  action  involving  fraud  or  other  un- 
ethical conduct  and  in  the  event  that 
his/her  office  or  offices  in  the  Association 
are  known  to  those  participating  in  such 
proceedings  or  are  disclosed  in  such  pro- 
ceedings by  way  of  establishing  creden- 
tials or  otherwise,  such  official  will  dis- 


close at  such  proceedings  that  he/she  is 
testifying  only  in  his/her  own  behalf  and 
not  as  a representative  of  the  Association, 
and  will  refrain  from  using  language  that 
would  indicate  or  infer  that  his/her  testi- 
mony reflects  the  views  of  the  .Associa- 
tion or  its  members.  As  every  person  is 
presumed  innocent  until  proven  guilty, 
an  Association  official  may  testify  in 
his/her  own  behalf  as  a witness  for  an  ac- 
cused party.  An  Association  official  may 
not  commit  perjury  or  condone  conduct 
that  is  obviously  illegal  or  unethical.  In 
the  event  that  a person  is  convicted  of  a 
criminal  offense,  an  Association  official 
may  make  a recommendation  to  a court 
or  other  tribunal  regarding  the  severity' 
or  leniency  of  a sentence  by  reason  of 
such  person’s  character  or  for  any  other 
legitimate  reason.  However,  unless  au- 
thorized to  do  so  by  the  Association  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  such  official  shall, 
under  no  circumstances,  use  Association 
stationery  for  that  purpose;  sign  any  let- 
ter, document  or  paper  for  that  purpose 
as  an  official  of  the  Association;  or  in  any 
way  indicate  or  imply  that  his/her  recom- 
mendation or  view's  represent  those  of 
the  Association.  An  Association  official 
who  is  a practicing  attorney  may  repre- 
sent an  accused  party  in  a criminal  pro- 
ceeding or  a party  who  is  accused  of 
fraud  or  other  unethical  conduct  in  a 
civil  proceeding. 

Section  6.  A Board  member  shall 
make  no  reference  to  his/her  office  in  the 
Association  in  any  commercial  advertis- 
ing unless  such  reference  is  approved  by 
the  President,  Executive  Director  or  the 
Board  for  use  in  an  advertisement  that 
promotes  only  the  Association  or  an  As- 
sociation project. 

Section  7.  A Board  member  shall 
serv'e  all  members  of  the  Association  im- 
partially and  provide  no  special  privilege 
to  any  individual  member  on  the  basis  of 
friendship  or  such  Board  member’s  busi- 
ness, family  or  personal  relationship  with 
such  individual  member  or  by  reason  of 
any  unlawful  discrimination. 

Section  8.  Each  Board  member  shall 
keep  confidential  all  information  en- 
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triistcil  or  known  to  him/her  by  virtue  of 
his/her  otfice  to  the  extent  that  such  in- 
formation, by  its  ver\'  nature,  is  confiden- 
tial or  proprietary  or  is  labeled  or  desig- 
nated as  such  (including,  but  not  by  w'ay 
of  limitation,  information  relating  to  ac- 
tivities and  contractual  matters  conducted 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  required 
for  ANA  to  conduct  its  tax-exempt  edu- 
cational activities). 

Section  9.  A Board  member  shall  not 
engage  in  activities  tor  personal  gain  at 
the  expense  of  the  Association,  nor  use 
“insider”  information  gained  as  a result 
of  his/her  office  to  promote  his/her  pri- 
vate interests. 

Section  10.  A Board  member  or  can- 
didate for  election  to  the  Board  may 
not  accept  any  gift(s)  of  money  in  any 
amount  or  any  gift(s)  of  any  other  item(s) 
having  an  aggregate  value  in  excess  of 
$100  in  any  calendar  year  from  any  per- 
son or  company  which  does  business  or 
which  is  reasonably  expected  to  do  busi- 
ness with  the  Association  pursuant  to  a 
written  contract  requiring  the  approval 
of  the  ANA  Board  during  the  term  for 
which  such  Board  candidate  has  been  or 
seeks  to  be  elected;  provided,  how'ever, 
that  a Board  member  may  accept  any  gift 
that  is  available  to  the  general  public 
(sucb  as  the  acceptance  of  a free,  frequent 
flier  airline  ticket)  or  a gift  that  is  of  di- 
rect or  indirect  benefit  to  the  Association 
(such  as  a complimentary  hotel  room, 
meals  or  travel  expense  reimbursement 
that  would  otherwise  be  paid  for  by  the 
Association).  In  the  event  that  a Board 
member  has  received  a gift  in  violation  of 
the  foregoing  from  a contributor  to 
whom  the  awarding  of  a contract  is  to  be 
voted  upon  during  said  Board  member’s 
term  of  office,  such  Board  member  will 
disclose  that  fact  to  the  Board  and  shall 
abstain  from  voting  thereon  in  the  event 
that  such  Board  member’s  vote  is  re- 
quired in  order  to  award  the  contract  to 
such  contributor.  Fhe  term  “gift”  shall 
be  deemed  to  include  a campaign  contri- 
bution. The  prohibition  against  a Board 
member  accepting  a gift  or  contribution 
from  any  company  shall  be  equally  ap- 
plicable to  a gift  or  contribution  from  any 


officer  or  partner  of  that  company  or  any 
person  having  more  than  a five-percent 
(5%)  interest  in  the  profits  in  that  com- 
pany. A person’s  donation  of  time  in  con- 
ducting or  participating  in  a campaign  on 
behalf  of  a Board  candidate  should  not 
be  deemed  to  be  a gift  under  the  preced- 
ing provisions. 

Section  1 1.  A Board  member  shall  not 
make  any  promises  or  commitments  on 
behalf  of  the  Association  unless  authorized 
to  do  so  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Board  or 
as  otherwise  provided  by  the  Bylaws. 

Section  12.  A Board  member  shall  re- 
port any  knowledge  of  w'aste,  fraud,  cor- 
ruption or  impropriety  relating  to  the  As- 
sociation to  all  other  Board  members 
immediately  upon  learning  thereof. 

Section  13.  A Board  member  shall 
maintain  the  highest  standard  of  personal 
conduct;  promote  and  encourage  the 
highest  level  of  ethics  within  the  numis- 
matic profession;  and  maintain  loyalty  to 
the  Association. 

Section  14.  A Board  member  may  en- 
ter into  a contract  to  furnish  services, 
goods  or  other  items  to  the  Association 
and  receive  payment  therefor  upon  the 
following  conditions; 

(a)  Competitive  bids  should  be  so- 
licited when  warranted  by  the  nature  of 
the  contract.  For  example,  competitive 
bids  would  be  appropriate  in  awarding  an 
auction  contract  or  a video  project  con- 
tract but  would  not  be  appropriate  for  an 
agreement  with  a Board  member  to  write 
a column  for  The  Nii?riis/natist.  Competi- 
tive bids  should  not  be  solicited  for  any 
contract  with  a person  who  has  unique 
qualifications,  not  possessed  by  other 
readily  available  parties,  for  the  proper 
performance  of  the  contract.  The  ANA’s 
selection  of  a contracting  party  will  be 
evaluated  on  the  basis  of  the  contract 
price,  such  party’s  ability  and  experience 
to  produce  the  quality  of  service,  goods 
or  other  items  required  by  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  time  of  performance.  A con- 
tractor’s numismatic  knowledge  will  be 
taken  into  consideration  only  when  it  is 
an  important  factor  for  the  performance 
of  the  contract. 


(b)  A contract  will  be  awarded  to  a 
Board  member  in  preference  to  a non- 
Board  member  only  in  instances  when 
the  performance  of  the  contract  by  the 
Board  member  will  be  more  advanta- 
geous to  the  Association. 

(c)  Membership  on  the  ANA  Board 
shall  have  no  significance  in  awarding  or 
declining  to  award  a contract  to  any 
party,  provided,  however,  that  the  Exec- 
utive Director  or  other  Association  rep- 
resentative who  awards  a contract  to  an 
ANA  Board  member  must  be  able  to  jus- 
tify such  award  as  being  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  ANA. 

(d)  A Board  member  may  not  vote 
or  otherw  ise  act  in  the  ANA’s  behalf  in 
awarding  a contract  to  himself/herself. 

(e)  Any  contract  whereby  a Board 
member  shall  receive  a consideration 
having  a value  in  excess  of  $5,000  must 
be  approved  by  a majority  vote  of  the 
ANA  Board  of  Governors. 

(f)  A contract  with  a corporation, 
partnership  or  firm  in  which  a Board 
member  has  more  than  a five-percent  (5  %) 
interest  or  of  which  a Board  member  is  an 
officer,  employee  or  agent  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  subdivi- 
sions (a)  through  (e)  hereof,  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  said  contract  has  been  made  di- 
rectly with  said  Board  member. 

Section  15.  Any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  Sections  1 
through  14  will  be  grounds  for  expulsion 
or  suspension  from  membership  in  the 
Association  or  other  disciplinary  action  to 
be  imposed  by  a majority  vote  of  the 
Board.  Such  vote  will  be  taken  on  the  ba- 
sis of  a complaint  made  by  any  Board 
member,  officer,  employee  or  member  of 
the  Association.  The  accused  Board  mem- 
ber shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  the 
charge  against  him/her  and  of  the  date 
set  for  the  Board’s  consideration  thereof 
by  registered  or  certified  mail  directed  to 
him/her  at  the  address  last  furnished  to 
the  Association.  Said  notice  shall  set  forth 
a hearing  date  that  shall  be  not  less  than 
20  days  after  receipt  of  said  notification 
by  said  accused  Board  member.  Said 
charge  shall  not  be  referred  to  the  Medi- 
ation Committee.  •

Eclectic  Collective 
Definitions 

This  month,  we  continue  our  discus- 
sion of  what  is  and  is  not  a museum 
by  looking  at  some  commonly  used 
(and  misused)  terms.  Keep  in  mind 
the  different  types  of  museums  we 
have  talked  about,  including  Charles 
Willson  Peale’s  Philadelphia  muse- 
um, Thomas  Riley’s  museum/hotel/ 
bar  in  New  York  City,  the  “Jackknife 
Hall  of  Fame  and  Coffee  Shop” 
down  the  street  from  your  house, 
and  the  ANA  xMoney  Museum. 

Items  in  a museum  usually  are 
generically  referred  to  as  “objects,” 
meaning  three-dimensional  things  of 
any  kind.  A “specimen”  is  an  exam- 
ple or  representative  member  of  a 
class  of  objects.  Although  the  word 
“specimen”  often  is  used  to  describe 
natural  objects  (for  example,  a lump 
of  sandstone  as  a representative  sam- 
ple of  sedimentary  rock),  the  term 
also  can  be  applied  to  “artifacts,”  or 
things  produced  by  human  work- 
manship (a  Civil  War  sutler  token  as 
a representative  example  of  mer- 
chant tokens). 


Some  people  consider  the  ANA’s  1913 
Liberty  Head  nickel  to  be  “impounded” 
in  the  Money  Museum,  preventing 
both  a hefty  commission  to  a dealer 
and  years  of  ownership  satisfaction  to 
a wealthy  collector  should  the  coin 
ever  “escape”  the  curator’s  clutches. 


The  words  “collection”  and  “col- 
lections” have  different  meanings 
within  a museum,  and  the  two  are 
easily  confused.  A “collection”  (sin- 
gular) refers  to  a specific  group  of 
objects  donated  by  or  on  loan  from 
a single  benefactor,  while  “collec- 
tions” (plural)  refers  to  a museum’s 
entire  holdings.  The  ANx\  xMuseum 
Collections,  for  instance,  contain  the 
Bebee  Collection,  the  Harry  Bass 
Collection,  and  many  other  groups 
of  objects  donated  or  loaned  by  a 
single  person.  Each  individual  col- 
lection is  a subset  of  the  total  number 
of  objects — including  other  collec- 
tions— within  the  museum  collections. 

An  “exhibit”  is  the  formal  presen- 
tation of  objects  for  viewing  by  the 
general  public.  It  differs  from  a “dis- 
play” in  that  its  purpose  is  to  educate 
and  inform  the  visitor,  rather  than 
just  present  unusual  objects  for  view. 

I will  have  much  more  to  say 
about  these  terms  in  future  columns, 
but  I want  to  discuss  a general  term 
that  often  is  applied  incorrectly  to 
museums:  the  concept  of  “impound- 
ing.” One  often  hears  coin  collectors 
and  dealers  talking  about  rare  coins 
being  “impounded”  by  museums. 
By  this  they  mean  coins  are  non- 
collectable (“N/C”),  or  not  available 
on  the  open  market  for  purchase  by 
individual  collectors.  Thus,  many  col- 
lectors use  the  term  in  a sour-grapes 
way:  “Poor  Joe  Jones  never  will  be 
able  to  complete  his  condition-cen- 
sus, large-cent  die  variety  collection 
because  so  many  of  the  best  coins  are 
impounded  in  museums.” 

But  it  can  be  argued  that  from  a 
museum’s  perspective  (a  more  far- 
seeing  viewpoint),  the  exact  opposite 
is  true:  certain  coins  are  unavailable 
to  museums  (and  thus  to  the  general 
public)  because  they  currently  are  in 
personal  collections,  often  bidden 
away  from  public  view.  And  while  an 


individual  collector  can  own  a coin 
only  as  long  as  he  or  she  is  alive, 
coins  residing  in  museums  outlast 
individual  collectors,  dealers  and  cu- 
rators alike  and  thus  are  perpetually 
available  for  study  by  every^one,  not 
just  their  one-time  owners. 

Similarly,  some  people  believe 
that  once  a coin  is  in  a museum,  it 
sits  on  some  dust-covered  shelf,  deep 
in  a basement  vault,  never  again  to 
see  the  light  of  day,  a la  the  Ark  of 
the  Covenant  at  the  end  of  the 
movie  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark.  But  the 
exact  opposite  is  closer  to  the  truth: 
any  object  in  the  ANA  Money  Alu- 
seum  is  theoretically  available  for 
study  and  comparison  at  any  time. 
Sucb  is  hardly  the  case  with  coins 
owned  by  individuals. 

Now,  obviously,  you  cannot  show 
up  at  the  ANA  at  4 a.m.  expecting  a 
personal  viewing  of  the  rare  1804 
Bust  dollar.  But  with  advance  sched- 
uling, any  coin  not  on  exhibit  is 
available  for  personal,  comparative 
examination  by  any  ANA  member. 
This  includes  tbe  300,000  numis- 
matic objects  in  tbe  ANA  collec- 
tion, as  well  as  more  than  2 million 
photographs  or  digital  scans  in  the 
ANA’s  image  collection  that  can  be 
reproduced  for  a modest  fee.  This  is 
what  is  meant  by  “public  owner- 
ship”: a collection  accessible  to  all. 

So  the  next  time  you  hear  a dealer 
or  collector  bemoan  the  fact  that 
such-and-such  a coin  is  impounded 
by  a museum,  remember  that  they 
really  are  talking  about  coins  that 
you  and  they  already  own  in  the  col- 
lective sense.

Le  Buck  Arrets  Ici:  On  New 
Year’s  Day,  millions  of  people  across 
Europe  will  realize  their  legal-tender 
coins  and  paper  money  have  been  re- 
duced to  souvenir  status  since  the 
euro  replaced  German  marks,  Italian 
lire  and  10  other  currencies.  Within 
weeks,  citizens  will  shun  the  confus- 
ing and  unfamiliar  euro,  and  the 
United  States  dollar  will  be  adopted 
as  the  currency  of  choice.  Soon  after, 
European  Parliament  will  ask  to  be 
included  in  the  United  States  Mint’s 
50  State  Quarters"^^  Program.  Henry 
Kissinger  will  mediate. 

Sub  Par:  Tour  guides  at  the  Pa- 
triot’s Point  Maritime  xMuseum  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  will 
continue  escalating  the  alleged  value 
of  the  1860  double  eagle  found  dur- 
ing last  year’s  salvage  of  the  Civil 
War-era  submarine  H.L.  Hanley.
